PREFACE. 

H E «w/? noble Order of the G. a rt £ R hath 
fourijbei more than Three hundred and feventy 
Tears , with fuck d'pinguijhed Glory , that the 
Princes of Chriftendom, mojl celebrated for 
heroick Atchievements , have eagerly follicited 
an Admittance into this Fraternity , as the 
greatefr Accejpon of Honour that could hap- 
pen to them •> and on the Plan and Oeconomy 
thereof, did ereU feveral military Orders m 
their own Territories, which have made like 
Figures in Comparifon with it, as Copies ufually 
bear to their Originals * or Colonies to their 
potent Mother Cities : Though it is evident, thefe derivative Orders would have 
continued to Jbme with more Lujhre, if the great Majlers of them had not 
/offered a Deviation from the Precedent of the Garter, which hath ne- 
ver permitted any Augmentation to the Number of the Companions dejtgned m 
the primary Statutes . 

The Annals if it in a continued Train of Succefjion, prior to the fourth Tear 
of that invincible Prince Henry V, have either perijbed among the Bums of 
Antiquity, or as yet lie hid undifcovered to us. This Lofs can never be Jif- 
Jiciently lamented , though it may be repaired in fome tolerable Degree : For as 
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The P REFACE, 

Artijls, from the broken Pieces of an ancient Statue 3 have attempted to make 
out the other Parts and due Proportions ninth Succefs and general Approbation - y 
fo, by the annual Accounts of the Wardrobe, when they Jhall he digejled into 
a regular Series of Time , by Fragments fcattered up and dawn in Records , 
and by Citations from Manufcripts remaining in publick and private Libraries, 
an inquifitive and judicious Antiquary may be fumijhed ninth Materials for a 
Ground-Work, thereupon an Hijfiory may be fupcrjtru&ed $ which, though it 
may not have the Perfeffion fo noble a Subject juflly demands, nuill however 
be a lajling Monument, defervhtg to be tranfmitted down to Pojlerity nwith 
Honour. 

While vie, ninth a fenfble Regret, complain of the Lofs of thefe old Annals , 
vihereby vie are deprived of a great Treajitre, it hath been judged expedient 
to preferve the Remains , vihich have happily efcaped this Shipvireck ; and there- 
fore, the eldejl Regijler remaining in the Archives is novi exhibited to publick 
View, left, by the Currency of Time, or any unforefeen Accident, it might be 
fubjeff to the fame unhappy Fate. 

The Original Manufcript is a very large pompous Volume in Folio, written 
in an handfome Jhrong Char abler on Vellom, having the Initial Letters of each 
Paragraph, together nuith the Names of the Companions, and of the Knights 
nominated in Scrutinies, beautifully embellijhed viith Gold, placed on Squares of 
Gules and Azure alternately. The Effigies of the Sovereigns, except of Edward 
VI, are prefixed to their Reigns drawn in Colours by an able Limner, where- 
of that of the Founder being reduced into Miniature, is placed for the Orna- 
ment of the frjl Letter in the folloviing Book, together viith his Arms at the 
Top of it, fo that the Editor is not anfwerable for any Improprieties, fuch as 
the Ffcutcheon of St. George upon his right Shoulder, or the three Fleurs de 
lis, vihich ought to have been fo powdered on the Shield, that fome Parts of 
them Jhould have touched the Extremities, vihich the French term femee, that 
is carelefiy fcattered viith fuch Negligence, as if they had been fovm like Seed 
upon it : The Margins of the firjl Leafs of the refpeffive Reigns in this Regijler, 
are likeviife adorned viith Foliages, or other Decorations in Colours viith great 
Uvelmefs. 

It hath been Jhevm in the Introduction, when, and by whom this Regijler 
•was compiled, and from vihat Materials it vias colie ffed, to vihich nothing re- 
mains novito be added, unlefs, that the Pages of this Original are infer ted in the 
Margin for the Vfe and Benefit of the Reader, that he may be enabled viith Eaje 
to confult the Quotations referred to in that Manner, by Mr. Aflnnole. 

The Editor hath procured an Englilh Verfion to be made, according to the 
mojl jhnff and verbal Confbruffion, without Regard to the Propriety or Turns of 
that Language, vihich clofe fervile Tranflation may in fever al Injlances have 
rendered it lefs intelligible than the Latin, and herein the Surnames are fre- 
quently fpelled according to the modem Orthography. Throughout this Work there 
have been fome brief Annotations fubjoined at the Bottom of the Pages, vihich 
were thought to tend, either to confirm the Truth of Faffs from contemporary 
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Records, to illufirate obfcure Paffages , or to fupply Deficiencies and Omiffms , 
•wherein certain Conjettures are mterfperfed •with fuch Caution, as the Nature 
of all conjectural Arguments feems to require, on •which it is therefore deftred 
no greater Strefs may he lead, than the Evidence produced for the Support of 
them •will reafenably hear. 

Prefaces may he juftly allowed, when they are employed to explain Articles, 
that have mt been diJHnUly enough expreffed in the Work, or to confirm No- 
tions therein advanced, which uponfecond Thoughts, may feem to want the Autho- 
rity of farther Proofs hut the End of them, mofi ingenuous in the Writer, and 
mofi beneficial to the Reader, is, when Errors are retraced, if any fuch ap- 
pear upon a Review •, and indeed it would he a criminal Piece of Vanity to 
patronize or vindicate them. Something will therefore be obferved under theft 
difimCf Heads, relative to both thefe Volumes. 

Since the printing this Regijler, the Editor received Notice, that Mr. Afljr 
mole had made feme Citations in the Margin of his Copy, lodged tn the Mu- 
feum in Oxford, and the learned Keeper of it, upon his Application, was 
very kindly pleafed to communicate the following ExtvaSls. In them are con- 
tained the Names of feveral Companions of this Order, which Mr. Aflimole 
found mentioned in the Regiftrum Chartaceum, that the Compiler of this 
Black-Book through Hafie or Inadvertency totally omitted ; which French Re- 
gijler being now lojl or miflaid, thefe Additions are here publijhed under the 
proper Tears of the Sovereigns, to which they relate, and with References to 
the Pages of this Edition, wherein thefe Tears are contained.

Though he had been ele&ed into this 
Order in the 15 th Year, yet the Colle&or hath not been enabled to de- 
termine the certain Time when he received his Inftallation, but is as yet 
induced to believe, that it was not till the zoth Year, for the Wardrobe 
Account will fliew us that Mantles were then prepared for this Duke, and 
for the Duke of Ferrara , and this Regifter informs us, that the latter was 
inftalled on zC Oft.

T H E Occafim of Publijh’mg the other Volume was with a ProfpeSt of 
obtaining Materials towards the compiling an Hiftory of this mojl noble 
Order, and though the Editor (hould be forty to find himfelf difappohted in that 
Expectation, he Jhall not however regret his weak Endeavours, fence he hath 
thereby had an Opportunity of difehargmg feme Part of the Duties he owes 
in the Capacity of an Officer. 

This being a Difeourfe drawn up on Jingle Sheets fient to the Prefs in fitch 
Precipitation, that there was not Time allowed to tranferibe them, the Editor 
finds upon a Review, that he hath committed feme Mifiakes, (to which he owns 
himfelf as feubjeCt as other Men are,) and which he now fpecijies, as an eamefi 
of his’ like Procedure, whenever he Jhall receive Intimation of any other Er- 
rors 3 for his Defign is only to difeover and deliver Truths impartially.

VJ, 
hut Denmark is inferted for Portugal 3 fio that the Argument to prove 
Jome King of Denmark had been elected into this Order between the Tears 
1438, and 1 4 6 1 relies fingly as yet upon the Entries in the Black-Book. 
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In P. 54. it fccms to be implied that Sir William Chamberlain was not 
inftalled, becaule as it is oblervcd in the notes to the Black-Book p. 175,

To the feveral Precedents of 
that Nature in this Difcourfe, a later Injlance may be added.

Aug. the Feaft of St. Stephen over the Marlbal Strozzi, who commanded

This Ottavio Famefe was a 
Prince fully inftruded in the Arts of War and Peace, and well verfed in 
the Intriegues of Courts : In his Youth he had aftifted the Emperor Charles 
V, by leading the Succours lent him by the Pope, and was thereon (while 
Duke of Camerm) created a Companion of the Golden Fleece 1546; but 
by the Turn of Affairs being compelled to defend even Parma it felfi 
againft the Joint-Forces of the Pope and this Emperor, he liirrendered 
that Order, and being afterwards prote&ed by the King of France, he re- 
ceived die Order of St. Michael 3 but having joined with the Spaniards, he' 
attempted to liirrender the Enligns of it by a Surprize upon that King’s 
Embaftador, as we find by his Letter dated 1558, printed in Bibier kttres 
<£* Memotres dEjlat, vol. i. p. 713 . which follows, and to which it may 
be added* that he was afterwards in 1 5 5 9 reftored to the Order of the 
Golden Fleece .

Ill, leems to receive fome Strength, in that it was the cur- 
rent Opinion, in an Age not far remote from it} for Peter deAlliaco Bi- 
fhop of Cambray, who was born in the Year 1 350, and who himlelf is 
mentioned by Froiffard, 1 . 4. c. 96, concurrs in this ALra. Among le- 
veral Tra&s printed under the Title Sibylla Francica at UrfeJl.

In P. 1 1 6. And other Places, it hath been conjeChired oiir Kings gave 
Collars as their Livery, or Device, which were varied in their Fafliion, or 
Figures by our Monarchs of different Lines. And as feVeral Authorities 
were produced to (hew that Rich. II. gave that of the Whitt Hart from 
the 1 4th Year of his Reign, fo it was hinted that Hen. IV, after his Ac- 
ceffron to the Throne, introduced the Collar of S. S. as the royal Badge, 
which he had ulied prior to that Time, while he was ftiled Earl of Derby. 
The Earl of Kent was deprived pf the Tide of Duke of Surrey by Ad of 
Parliament, when Hen. IV lazed the Crown, and this Earl loon afterwards 
meeting with Ibme Perlbns who had the Badges of this King, plucked 
them from their Necks, and allb the Badges of the Crdcents from the 
Arms of Ibme others, afl'erting that Rich. II was then living. The Crefr 
cent wis the Devife of Percy advanced to the Earldom of Northumberland 
at the Coronation of this Hen. IV, . in Recompence of the Alfiftance he 
had given him ; for thus John Gower in his Poem defcribes him 

HJc fub fortund prafens Aqtdlonica luna, 

Which by a Note in the Margin he explains Comes Northumbria? cujus 
fignum luna crefcens. Tiber. A. 4. p. 15a in bibl. Cotton. Walfmgham, as 
his Hiftory is printed p. 404, under die 1 Hen.

Which probably may not fignify (as the, late Gloflary hath alfo inter- 
preted them) the fitting at the Head of the Table, but that this Knight 
had frequently begun the military Exercifes, according to the Senfe of this 
Term in our Records, which contain Prohibitions in divers Reigns <f ne 
“ quis tomeare, bordeare, jufias facere, aventuras quarere, feu alia faff a 
<e Armorum exercere prefumat," and which in other Records are named 
Borderia , Burdeicia & Burdecia, derived from the French Word Behourder, 
Bohorder, or Border. 

To the Obfervation of this learned Jefuit touching the Attendance of 
Ladies at Tilts and Turnaments, (which this Editor had remarked in p. 92.) 
it would be very eafy to add the Formularies, in which the Challengers 
gave out their Cartells with Regard to Ladies, and promifed that they 
would not quit the Devifes or Emprifes they then wore, till they had ho- 
nourably dikharged fuch military Vows, and at the appointed Time ap- 
peared within the Lifts in the Liveries of thefe Ladies celebrated for their 
Beauty and Vertue. 

Again Mr, Camden in Britan, treating on this Subject faith, “ nec vilis 
“ fane hac videatur origo, cunt ut ait ille, Nobilitas fub amore facet." Mr. 
AJhm. p. 1 80, 1 8 1 hath taken Notice of the like Original attributed to 
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the Orders of the Armunciade and Toifon.d’Or ; he might have added that in 
the Enfigns of the Order of the Holy Ghojl erected fo late as 1578, fbme 
myfterious Love-Intriegues were concealed under Cyphers, of which le La- 
boureur contin. des Memoirs de Caftelnau p. 8 *>5 hath the following Obfer-

There being not Room enough left in the Margin of that Page , a Liberty 
may be here taken without making any Excufes to fate that Immunity, and to 
afjert the Validity of it according to our municipal Laws, which h now become 
more neceffary to be done in Regard the Doftrme of Exemption from parliamen- 
tary Taxes hath not in later Ages fallen under the Examination of the Courts , as 
it had frequently before the Reformation, when fevered ecclefiafick Corporations 
had fuch Grants by the. royal Munificence j the Law however in this Cafe is 
neither obfolete nor antiquated for though Taxes cannot be impqfed without Aids 
of Parliament, which depend on the Concurrence and Bounty of the Subje&s, yet 
she King hath fo far an Inheritance in them, that he may by fpecial Words 
grant an Exemption from all occafional temporal Subfdies and Supplies. There

It is not mtroduBive of a new Right , hut de- 
claratory of a prefcripthe Immunity incident to thofe Officers m all civilized 
Realms, and which was originally intended hy Way of Supplement to their Sa- 
laries “ in Order to their decent and convenient living in bonejl State without 



As the Crown hereby exerted a voluntary JurifdiBion hy Virtue of a legal 
Prerogative, Jo this Charter it felf m the Eye of the Law, incorporated the 
Heralds in RefpeB to the fuhjeB Matter of it, according to the Refdlution of 
the Judges 11 E. 4. f 56, that the Grant of Difcbarge of Toll hominibus 
de T. incorporated the Inhabitants in that Inf once. Let us now examine the 
Contents of this Charter in the Order of the Allegations, and the Extent of the 
Immunity herein granted, and the Allowances thereof in the Courts of Juflice.

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And that the Heralds hy a Petition in the Reign of Hen. VIII alledge as 
follows, “ The laid Officers of Arines to be at all Times priviledged for 
<c paying any manner of Subfedies, Prefts, Fifteenths, or any other mam 
“ ner of Charges whatfbever they bee. But the faid Officers of Arms to 
tc be at all Times, and forever free in all Places wherefbever it be, be it by 
“ Lande or by Sea being in the King’s Dominion, as all other Officers of 
“ Armes be under all other Princes in their Dominions, without paying 
“ Paflages, Tolies, or Cuftoms for themfelves, their Horfes, their Ser- 
“ vants, or any Manner of Goods to any of them belonging, fo that it 
<c be for themfelves, or any Thing for their Houfehold, Provifion, or 
“ StufFe j Provided always that none Officer of Armes (hall not for him- 
tc (elf, nor no Friend at no Time, nor never occupie no Courfe of Mer- 
“ chandize, whereby he fhouid colour any fuch Cuftoms belonging unto 
“ the King, but in that Cafe to paye all fiich Duties as is due to the 
“ King.” Mf. of Claren. Lee, fee p. zzi &c. given to the Heralds Li - 
hrary hy John Hare Efq, late Richmond. 

The Exemption mentioned in this Charter is of a large Extent, comprehend '<* 
ing the Times of War and Peace, which is adequate to the Duties of thefe 
Officers mentioned in the Introdu&ions of the Patents to Kings of Arms “ uc 
<f nec tcmpus bellorum neq; pacis fine convenientibus & aptis Miniftris 
“ debeat practeriri,” a Statute made y Hen. 8. c. 6 . fpecifies fever al Ex- 
emptions belonging to them immemorially in Regard to Offices and Bufinefs, wherein 
any Armour or Weapon was to be ufed, as a proper Inducement to extend the 
like Favour to other Officers under parallel Circumfiances . 

The Nobility, who by the Largenefs of their Efates , are thereby generally hejt 
enabled to contribute towards fupportmg the Publick, are however in fome fo- 
reign Countries exonerated, becaufe they are obliged by their Baronies to defend 
the State with their Lives and Fortunes upon all emergent Occafions. Klock* 
de contrib. c. 14. n. i z. Thus by our common Law thofe who owed Duties 
in War incident to their Tenures by Chevalry were excufed from Efcuage, if 
they perfmally performed their Services in the Army, and even thofe alfo , who 
held by Serjantries to be executed in Times of Peace, (as to find a Cook at the 
Coronation, or to be then the Champion &c.) were exempted from Scutage, un - 
lefs they held by military Tenure . The Nature of the Employments of Heralds 

feem to entitle them to the Equity on which thefe Exemptions from Scutage are 
grounded, for as they were bound to attend per finally in the Army during the 
Times of War, fo they were under the like Obligations of waiting on the So- 
vereign in Times of Peace, not only at Coronations, but at all other Fefiivals 
# and fplendid Solemnities, and were in Truth, and fill continue Domefiick Ser- 
vants in the Royal Houfehold. 

The Intention of this Charter and the Pra&ice thereon, hath been to exempt 
thefe Officers, not only from Contributions for Lands, whereof they were feized 
in their corporate Capacity, and for the Salaries and Fees paid to them by Virtue 
of their Offices, but for all their other Eflates real and perfonal wherever fituated, 
and was not confined like fome other Exemptions, mentioned in the Tear-Books

to Taxes of that Nature and Denomination only , which were fubjifiing at the 
Times of the Dates of thefe Exemptions , for the prefent Charter not only ex - • 
onerates the Heralds from the federal particular Tallages herein fpecified, but 
“ from any other grant hereafter to be made to that King, his Heirs, 

“ or Succeflors Kings of England by Authority of Parliament, or other- 
“ wife”, which is the Scope through the whole Tenour of thefe Letters Patents. 
Then as a particular Favour ’tis herein farther direfted, that the hare Pro± 
duBion of thefe Letters Patents to the Treaforer, Barovs, Commiffioners , or 
Affeffors Jhould be fufficient Authority for their Difcharge, however it happens, 
that thefe Officers fometimes recurred to the other Method herein alfo prefcribed, 
by profecutmg Writs dire&ed out of Chancery under the Great Seal for the Al- 
lowance hereof, whereby we are happily fumijbed with Records of the Judge- 
ment of the Chancery and Exchequer Courts, which .being too long to be 
inferted here at large, may be confuted in the Rolls of the Exchequer, bear- 
ing Date 6 Oct. 13 Eliz. 1 4 July 1 3 Eliz. Term. Trin. 1 Jac. 1. 27 Apr.

In all thefe Writs this Exemption Charter is recited, and the Treaforer, Ba- 
rons of the Exchequer, all Commijfioners, Affefibrs, and ColleBors, and all 
other Officers and Minivers within the Kingdom, are commanded not to com-, 
fell any of the Officers of Artm therein refpeSfively mentioned, by their proper 
Names and Titles, to any Contribution to the Payment of the Tax granted by 
Parliament, either for their temporal Goods or Moveables, their Lands, Tene- 
ments, or Pojfeffions within this Realm, but that they remain quit and exone- 
rated, and in Cafe any Diflrefs had been made, the fame Jhould be releafed, and 
that they Jhould not be molefed for any Sum towards the Aid, though a Cer- 
tificate had or Jhould be made into the Exchequer. There may be probably fe- 
veral other fuch Entries, though for favmg this Expence, it was a frequent 
Cufom for the King’s Remembrancer to certify this Exemption to the ColleBors 
of the Taxes of the Places, wherein ary of thefe Officers had real or perfmal 
Efiates, whereof the Collector hath fever al difiinB Certificates in bis Cufiody. 

Thus thefe Officers were difeharged from the Payment of hnpofitums laid 
by Parliament, till after the Commencement of the Reign of King William, 

. when there was an exprefs Claufe inferted in the Land-Tax, that no priviledged 
Place or Perfon, body politick or corporate Jhould be exempted from that Ajfeff- 
ment, which indeed was taking away this Exemption by a Statute in this par- 
ticular Impofition only : This very Claufe feems Jlrongly to imply, that in 
Cafe the fame had been omitted out of this Aft, this Exemption would have 
been valid, notwithfiandivg the mojl general Words contained in that Law. 
And it may be hoped that this Freedom from Impofis continues m as legal Force, 
as it ever did, in all other Injlances, wherein the fame is not exprefsly taken 
away by efpecial Words in the Statutes which grant any Aids. Ed. VI. * 
takes Notice of the Reajonablenefs of this Exemption in his Time, upon Decaf on of 
the Decay of the Prefits and Advantages antiently belonging to thefe Officers, 
which is much Jlrenger in the prefent Age, when their Incomes are reduced to 
that Degree, as fcarce to afford the Heralds a bare neceffary Subffiance’.

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As theft Officers m their Petition to Hen. 8 . fpecify their Exemption from 
Payment' of Onflows, fo we find that as low as 1 6 March i 6 z^ the then 
Lord Treafrrer by Warrant to the Cuftom-Houfc, ordered two Turns of Wme 
to he delivered to this Corporation without Impofl, and the Entries m the Par- 
tition Books affine vs, that afterwards the Crown allowed them yearly a Sum 
of Money in Lieu thereof : And from the Difference of the Sums we may 
learn the Quantity of Wine annually then allowed to Garter for his feparate 
Ufe. Our fanner Princes extended their Munificence farther in giving the 
Wine it f elf out of the Right of Prifage : Thus Adam Derby Vaillanc -Herald 
obtained in 1 Hen. IV, two Turns of Wme yearly during his Life j “ Henri

Thefe were particular temporary Conceffions of Wine it felf, but the Charter 
of Ed. VI cotferrs a Freedom from all Impofls in Perpetuity, which is not a 
Singularity , for there is a Provifo in thcTefl Aft zj Car. II. c. z, that the 
Difabilities therein enaUed, Jhall not extend to take away Bills of Impofl $ 
and it feems to be implied that there are fome Perfons flill entitled to a Free- 
dom from Cufloms, by the Statute upon the Union 5 Anna: c. 8. Art. 6 . which 
by a Claufe particularly referves to the Subje&s of either Kingdom, their former 
private Rights of being exempted from Duties upon Export and Import.

The Editor hath fubjoined a Difcourfe touching the Office of Garter King of 
Arms, tranferibed out of a large Fund of Materials collected by him fome 
Time flnee, touching the Antiquity, Degrees, Titles, and Succeffions of Officers 
of Arms, their Duties m the feveral Articles, throughout the large Circle of 
their Profeffujps, and the Rights and Immunities of different Kinds heretofore 
allowed them tn this and foreign Kingdoms ; which he could eafily digefl into 
Method, under their proper Heads, if a long Series of jejune Enquiries attend- 
ed with Reflections anfwerable to fuch Narratives , could be efleemed to deferve 
the Pains of that Attention, but confldering the prefent Scituation of the Af- 
fairs 
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fairs of this Society , whofe Privileges have been betrayed by the Unwarinefs, 
Negligence, or ill Dejigns of fame former Officers , it may be more eligible , m 
a particular Member, to Jit down contentedly under the Lofs of them, rather 
than to bejfonv his Time and Indujhy in claiming and averting them aga'tnfl Dffi- 
culties, he mujl expeU to meet with abroad, when at the fame Time, he can- 
not be afcertamed of Security againjl Vifcouragements from the College it felf 

Though thefe Volumes are drawn out to too great a Length, yet the ColleSlor 
fatter s hhnfelf they will be lefs tedious to any Reader, whofe Genius leads him 
to the Love of Antiquities, fine e they carry their own Credentials, by Rota- 
tions tranferibed at large from Manufcripts, that are not accejfible to all Per - 
fons, whereof thofe which have been cited as Vouchers remaining in his own 
Pojfeffion, Jball be communicated to any Per fons, .who Jkall dejtre to htfpeB 
them, and *tis hoped that thefe ExtraSfs will not be difrelijhed, becaufe they are 
mferted in their primitive Spellings and obfolete Terms, which he dares own, 
are in his private Opinion, like the precious Rujl of Medalls, being the Marks 
both of their Antiquity, and Genuinenefs ; fo that he fuppofed the clothing 
them in a fajhionable modem Drefs, would as much detraft from their real Va- 
lue, as NeroV guUding the brazen Statue of Alexander made by the famous 
Lyfippus, tended to depretiate the original Beauty of it. 
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The Matter in this Author s Narrative concerning the Iriftitution of the 
Garter appears fo ill cholen, and the Manner of it lo ill defigned, 
that the Editor thought it not worth his Pains to write any Comments 
thereon, more elpecially becaule it may be (bon enough to extrad 
from it every Thing that is really valuable, whenever any Hiftory of 
this Order fhall be written •, however ’till that be done, he thought 
an Abridgement of the Contents might in fome Meafore contribute to 
the Eafo of the Reader.

Troy glories in the Valour of her Knights, as He&or, Troilus, ./Eneas, 
Athenor, and others too many to mention here s . what the Order of Knight- 
hood among them, how remarkable their Society and Valour was, may be read 
more at large in their Hifories. From which, the Grecian Princes, Agamem- 
non, Menelaus, Achilles, Hercules, Diomedes, Ulixes, Patroclus, and 
many others returning with their 'victorious Army from the DeJhmSHon of Troy, 
refolved at a Meeting among themfehes, for a perpetual Remembrance of their 
Adions, and to enflame the daring Touth by Theirs and Achilles’* Example to 
Vertue and Magnanimity, that a folernn AJfembly Jhould be held every five 
Tears, at the which the noblejt Touth of all Greece, Jhould Jhew themfehes 
before a venerable AJfembly of Men renowned for their Vertue and Honour , 
and therefore the mof proper Judges for this Purpofe, there to make Trial of 
their Strength and Genus, and to give evident Tokens of a virtuous Dijpof - 
tion, Jb that by their continual Improvement in thefe manly Exercifes they might 
at lajl attain to the Honour of which thy were worthy. 

The Meeting was kept at fated Times at the Foot of Olympus and con* 
t'mued forty Days together in the Valley lying round the Mount can, the Place be- 
ing for that Purpofe levelled on every Side, that it might be anfwerable to the 
Number and Dignity of the AJfembly. The Thing tt felf, whether we call it a 
glorious AJfembly, or famous Games , in which the Nobility acquired fill a fur- 
ther Lufhre to themfelves, and the Touth were fo exercifed, as to make them - 
felves famous by their own A&ions, as their Ancefors had done before, began 
to be called Olympicks. The Exercifes were wont to be performed naked at

the 'very Foot of Olympus, near the City Olympia, lying between Ofla and 
Olympus, a City not only remarkable and renowned for thefe quinquennial 
Games, hut alfo for its Trade . It was alfo refolded by all the Authors of this 
Solemnity, and Members of tins honourable Society, that no Prince m Greece 
Jhould make any Computation of Time by the Tears of his Reign, unlefs he had 
firjt publickly given fame Token of his Courage and Virtue before this glorious 
Concourfe of Nobility. And hence it was that the Computation of their Tears 
was called Olympiads. Which Prerogative continued afterwards, and as at 
frfl it was fixed from the Creation, fo now all Calculations of Time are made 
only from the Incarnation of our Saviour. Neverthelefs Princes even from 
that Time, as heretofore, have in their own Dominions taken the Liberty of In- 
troducing fame other particular Way of Computation. And ’ tis certain that as 
the Greeks reckoned by Olympiads, fo the Romans computing by their Con- 
fuljhips preferved the Order and Continuance of their ABions. But the noble 
Knights who went with Jalon to Colchos, entered into an honourable Society, 
and preferved it entirely, afpiring as it were to the fame Honour ; the chief 
indeed were Caftor, and Pollux, Thelamon, Orpheus, Hercules, and 
Hilas. Where the Honour and Order of the golden Fleece were firf infi - 
tuted. As to the Athenians and Lacedaemonians we may fee plainly by 
their Hifories, what Order they had among them. And it is no Doubt but 
that the Aflyrians, Perfians, and Medes whofe ABions have gained them 
great Glory and Renown, had alfo among them fame extraordinary Order of 
Knighthood, inviting and encouraging their Members to noble and Warlike 
ABions by particular Rewards and Honours. But Alexander the Macedo-'

nian the firjl King 'who reigned over all Greece, obfeured and ext'mguijhed 
this their Glory , and after that he had conquered and reduced their Dominions, 
Jhared them amongjl the moft deferring of his Soldiers, thinking the reward- 
ing and promoting them according to their Deferts, a Study entirely 'worthy 
of himfelf, Lafly conquering Rome, having her firjl Beginning under Kings, 
and more fuccefsfully erdargmg her felf under her Confuls and Dictators, and 
brought to the highejl Pitch of Honour under her Csriars and Augufti, placed 
her greatejl Glory and Pride in the Excellency of her Military Difcipline, 
Equejtrian Order * and Senatorian Dignity, in the Greatnefs of her Exploits, 
and Noblenefs of her Enterprises. Nor was there any Thing of this Nature, 
which had been in any Efieetn among the Greeks, which Jhe did not take 
Care to transfer from thence and make it her own. A faithful Dealer out of 
War and Peace, and Jo carefully diJHngui/hing between the Offices and Servi - . 
ces in Time of Peace, and the hazardous Duties in War, as to fujfer none to 
he without the Honour due to his Pofi. Firjl [as I faid) Jhe Jlourijhed under 
the Government of Kings, proceeding after that in a lower Degree of Honour 
under the Admmiftration of Conjids and DiUators, and growing proud and "m- 
folent with her Succefs and Profperity under her Emperours, decayed and fell 
to Rum of a Sudden v But yet. in the mean Time other lejfer Magijhrates and 
Officers were added to the greater. Officers of the Army were their Generals, 
Lieutenant Generals of Foot and of Horfe, Colonels,. Centurions and Decurio - 
ns, while the Soldiers were dijlingui/bed by Bands, Troops, Cohorts and Le- 
gions. Civil Offices, and Honours were thofe of the Senators, Noblemen, Pra- 
ters, Govemours, Priejlly Dignity, Cenfors, Quaftors, Regents, ALdiles, di- 
vided 
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Triumphus, Ovatio, Corona, Torquis, Pahidamentm, Trabea, LatuS- 
clavus, Pnetexta, Toga, Imagines, Status, Stemmata, - ex srario pub- 
lico impendia, aliaq; multa -, quemadmodum & Gratis haud multum di£ 
fimilis Omamentorum & Infignium Speciofitas anteceflerat, quibus ma- 
jus atqj Gloriofius erat Olympionicem fuifle quam Roma triumphafle. 
Utriiqi fane mira Cupiditas honoris & Gloriandi Sedulitas inerat , adeo 
nimirum, ut e veftimentis quoque fuis fibi.

n. nded all into honourable Societies, and each Honour fully anfwermg the Deferts. 
Triumphs, Ovations, Crowns , Chains, the Military Garment , the Confiilar Trabea, 

* the Laticlave, Pratexta, Toga, Images, Statues, Infcriptions, Salaries out of the 
publick Treafury, and many other fuch Encouragements after the fame Manner, 
as had before been ufed among the Greeks, in a beautiful Variety not much dif- 
fering from thefe, of Ornaments and different Efates and Degrees of Honours } 
and a Victory in the Olympick Games, was accounted among the Greeks 
more Great and Glorious than a Triumph at Rome. 

Both indeed were aSfuated by a wonderful Defire of Honour, and an indefati- 
gable Thirfi after Glory : Andtho by aH thefe Things it may appear that there was 
fome Form of Military Difcipline and an Equefirian Dignity, yet was it not fuch 
as it ought *, for it Jhould in the firfi Place have been defignedfor the Honour and 
Worjhip of God alone, and to depend and rely entirely on his Afiijlance ; which we 
know is more eafily to be obtained in any NeceJJity, by good, jufi and humble Men 
devoted to God, as the whole Courfe of the Scripture Jhews us, whereto without ha- 
ving Recourfe, the Truth of this Matter is not apparent: as our Edward very 
well underfiood, confidermg the Tenor of the Scriptures, and the Undertakings and 
Counfels of chrifiian Princes, digefied in Order in their Chronicles, and (without 
all Doubt) taken from thence. For it is manifefi from thofe Books, that in every 
whole fome Undertaking, and Performance of Bufinefs, the divine AJfifiance is to 
he joined always to military Indujhy, and that no Succefs can bepojfibly expeSled, 
without havmgfirfi fitch a thought of, and a great Diligence in A&ion. Whence the 
greatefi of Kings, who have decreed Honours and Ornaments for military Perfor- 
mances, and Orders of Knighthood, have alfo added and brought in religious Men to

pray and perform other Duties, according to the Ceremonies of the Church for the 
Sanation "of their own Souls $ nay even for the Salvation of all ; and for the 
Glory, Projperity and Safeguard of 'their own Kingdom : Thefe two Parts of govern-' 
mg and defending the Commonwealth , being as it were, drawn ont with a Pencil 
from the very Beginning of the World: When by particularly attributing to God 
the Honour due to hint they Jhotdd obtain his extraordinary Affiance, and the Go- 
vernor who is placed immediately under him, find his Men bravely refolved and 
prepared for A&ion. So Abraham after due Honour given to God, and the other 

Duties of Government fincerely performed, leading out his Soldiers which he bad in 
good Order and Readinefs, under the Protection of the Almighty, recovered his Bror 
ther , and his Brothers Family and Subjlance from the Hands of his Enemies. To 
•whom Melchitedec faid, Blefed be Abraham of the mojt high God, and Blefed be 
the mfl high Gad which hath delivered thine Enemies into thine Hands, thereby decla- 
ring the two chief Points of defending and maintaining a Kingdom : the chief one in- 
deed, that of the divine Protection to be obtained by a religious Harmony of divine 
Hyrnt and Praifes, and proper Prayers fitted to thatPurpofe, and which always are 
ending and ajfifimg to humane Valour and Skill in War. Nor was this Order and Me- 
thod only to be found among the chofen People of God: But in every People and Nation 
under any reafonableBmn of Government. For Abimelech a King [w Paleftine] 
had no doubt an Amy, and Warriors, under a due Regulation, feeing Ptiicol was chief 
Captain of his Hofi ; nor was he forgetful of the Honour and Glory due to God as 
may appear from his defirmg to enter into a Covenant with Abraham and his Son 
Ifaac who were blefed by God: afterwards as the People improved in the Wor- 
JhipofiGod, this Practice mcreafed alfo, for Motes the Captain of the Iteaelites, and 
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Mofes namq-, pux Ifeaelitkae Gentis Omni modo primus, in Edu&iO- 
nem ejufdem de Servicio Egyptiaco deftkiatus, dariflime docuit, qua- 
liter in hijs duobus torius rci catdo veratur j dukn in Gubemarione 
commiflae fibi picbis, Jofue, qtteM fecundum Deiim principcm e*efci- 
tus inftituit, dktaret, Elige Viros 6c pugna-, ego autem ftabo in Verti*- 
ce Collis, babens Virgam Dei in Manu mea. Ubi manifefte Mofes 
oftendit Principio Viros ad reip. tutattien digehdos, deinde vero Ut pet 
ipforum Operam ftare poflit intfOncufla, precibus ad Deum dirigendis 
omnino CommittenduMi Neque fieri pofle ut Militum facinora fiic- 
cedant, fi non Vota piorum* religiofeq; vivere debentium preces ad- 
jungantur •, Narti cum levaflet (inquit) Mantis Mofes, vincebat Ifrael, 
fin pauluiiim remififlet liiperabat Adverfarius.

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appointed by Signs and Wonders to lead them out of the Egyptian Bondage, mofe 
plainly teaches us bow in thefe two Things the main Point of Government confifls, 

•when in governing the People committed to his Charge, he faid to Jofhua (whom 
according to Gods Order he had made General of the Amy) chufe us out Men and 
fight, but I will fiand on the top of the Hill with the Rod of God in my Hand. 
Where Mofes clearly feews, that Met atfirfi indeed are to be chafe out for the 
Defence of a Nation, but then that it may by their Ajfiflance remain fixt and fecure, 
we mufi altogether refign it up to God by Prayers to him. And it is impoffiblt any 
warlike Enterprise jhould fucceed, without it be accotnpanied with the Wijhes of 
good Men, and the Prayers of thofe fet apart for, and obliged to lead a holy and 
religious Life, for (fie fays) that when Mofes lift up his Hands, Hracl prevail* 
ed, but when he let them down a little, the Eneny had the Advantage $ which 
Jkews that tho the Prayer of one or two, or a religious lifting up of Hands Jhoidd 
chance not to be heard, yet it can fearce be, that the Prayers of many, when the 
one is as it were an Ajjifiant to the other, Jhould prove ineffeHual. For it is feud 
of Mofes that his Hands were heavy, but Aaron and Hur held them up on each 
Side, and it came to pafs that his Hands were not tired ; fo that Jofhua prevailed 
over the People with whom he fought, and put them to Might. A Duty winch 
God not only commanded by his Servant, and which he performed according to hit 
Command, but alfo that it might be an Example for Kings and Captains to imitate 
in Tones to come, he feud to Mofes, write this for a Memorial in 4 
Book, and rehear fe it in the Ears of Jofhua : he commands it Jhoidd he re* 
hearfed in the Ears of Jofhua. And for no other Reafem, but that Kings* Prm* 
ces, and Commanders, might be hence informed, that thefe Things are required of 
them,

them, as their proper Offices and Duties: And that the true Management of the 
military Affairs Jhould firmly rely on , and proceed ndth the Ajfijlance of Reli- 
gion and Piety. Since therefore Religion and Piety are fofar conjtflent with the 
Bujinefs of War , as fometimes to obtain the ViBary without Fighting, when on the 
contrary , Fighting without Religion avails nothing. For Pharao had an Army 
as well as Mofes , but the Piety by which the Israelites prevailed , was entirely 
wanting to the Forces of Pharao. Whence fays the faithful Enquirer into tne 

divine Oracles, the Lord Jball fight for you, and ye Jhall hold your Peace . The 

Lord fays he is a propitious AJfifiant of thofe Soldiers who trujt in him, and call 
upon him boldly, and will grant all Vi&ory which is asked devoutly, even to thofe 
who are filent, and make no Ufe of Arms, but put their Confidence entirely in the 
• divine Goodnefs. And the fame Mofes abundantly Jhews that we mufi not Jo 
keep to Religion, as to take no Care, or negleB all Methods of Defence, when in 
his March out of I^gypt to conduft the Ifraelites to the Land which God hadjujl - 
ly given them, and which ( God fo ordering it) they could not obtain without an 
Army, he brought his Forces under an extraordinary Difcipline, at his infiitutmg 
Princes and Leaders of the Tribes, and defpojmg his Troops under proper Regulati- 
ons. He at the fame Time alfo demorfirated the Efficacy of Religion in the Offices 

of the Priefis and Leyites. Which two Things are fo apparently joined together, 

that neither of them can Jubfifi of it felf, but the one will always fond in need of 
the Ajfijlance of the other. Whoever further Jhall look into the Hifiory of Jofliua, 

of the Judges followings of their Kings and Leaders, will fee a Confirmation of this 
Argument, ctnd how the ProteBion of God when dejired, is more eafily and more 
immediately obtained by the Intercejfion of Priejls and holy Men dedicated to God,

•while they are employed m their proper Offices and Duties of Prayer and Meditation 
and add Spirit and Succefs to the Counfels and Valour of brave Men. Nor has it 
ever yet often happened that the Strength of Man could at any Tme fully main- 
tain it felf, hut when the Goodnefs of God was thro ’ the Force of their Intercefii- 
ons, plea fed to hlefs their Undertakings ninth Victory. Which feeing it can he 
only there where God JhaU he pleafed to give it, there will he no Reafon where In - 
fidels pall fight agamfi Infidels, nuhy God fiould more favour and grant Succefs 
to one Party than the other. And even in that Cafe, Vi&ory has always been 
ohferved to follovi thejufier Caufa But if it pall happen, that the Good and 
the Faithful pould he engaged in djufi and feafonahle War, that is, if good and 
religious Soldiers fight with nvicked and irreligious Enemies, and that not without 
the Command of God, what can hinder that his divine Majefiy he not of the 
Side of the Faithful: What pould forhid his Grace from favouring the Caufe of 
his ovm People. It is true indeed that the Infidels and the Irreligious have often- 
times had the Conquefi, hut God does not this out of any Love to the Wicked, 
that he might exalt them above the Good, hut that in his fatherly AjFeUion he may 
correSl the many and great Faults of his Children, while they in the mean Time, 
•who are made the Scourges of Sinners, and for • a while exercife their Rage and 
Cruelty, as it were by divine Permijjum, come not off unpuniped, if we regard 
hut their End, where they are rewarded according to their Deferts. But if it 
pould happen, which the Lord forhid, that the Faithful mufi fight againfi the 
Faithful ; The Favour of God is believed and expeUed to he [as indeed it com - 
manly is) with them who have the jufiejt Caufe, or at leaf with thofe who 
with the greatejl Humility and Eamefinefs implore the divine Affiance. But

it is not for us to enquire, what it is that induces God to permit , or grant the 
one or the other : all that can he affirmed here , is that God only is the Author of 
all Vfflory and Profperity : And that Prayers , and Humility, are the only pro- 
bable Means of obtaining them. Let us cry up to Heaven ( fays the mjpired 
Writer) and our God will have Mercy upon us. Let us fay unto the Lord , thine 
is the Power , thine is the Kingdom. The Almighty God is our Strength, and hath 
given us the Victory over our Enemies. Let the Nations know that there is none 
other thatfigbteth for us, but only thou, O God. O Lord God we know not what 
we ought to do, therefore lift we up our Eyes unto thee left we perijh. Let the 
Nations know, that it is God who redeemeth and delivereth Ifrael. Who is it, 
I pray, that is here called Ifrael, but we our felves, who now by a godly and live- 
ly Faith accompanied by Works fee God, and behold, contemplate and follow him 
m the Thsth of his Words andPromifes. He in the mean Time redeems, proteHs, 
and faves us, he delivers us and at laft brings us to eternal Happ 'mefs. 
But by doing what ? What they did. We (fay they) are wearied with Fafting, 
they fafted, and cloathed themfelves with Sackcloth, and put AJkes on their Head. 
They rent their Garments, and cried with a loud Voice to Heaven. This is true 
Humility the mfeparable Companion of a lively Prayer. Which two Things if we 
had not premifed, what can there be in us why God Jhould the readier regard, 
and ajffift us in the Time either of Diftrefs or Corre&ion, and be willing to receive 
us by favouring us before the others who are refufed ? But Charity, which is wont 
in all Places , and without any Delay, to take Compaffton and apply it felfwith Pa- 
tience and Humility to every good Work, and which without any Contempt imme- 
diately relieves the Weaknefs and Poverty of our Neighbour, is of great Efficacy 
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nihil efficacis Virturis hue adjicit. Spirituales enim & ipfa frudus affert, Fi- 
dentiam (inquam) inDeum, peccatorum abiedfom; confcienriam bonam, 
laetitiam fpiritualem, Spemjucundam, aliaq; bona quar prarparavic Deus 
diligenribus fc. Talis Publicani fuic humilis Orario, Cometij tails humilitas 
& Oratio, tales eleemofyn^, calls Orario Mofi, quae Dei vindidam quam Po- 
pul us fibi creditus ex omni parte commeruerat, eriamfi ceu reludantem avo- 
cavit & derinuit. Talis omnium patrum, quos vel Aitas noftra, vel retro 
peperit antiquitas. Memores igitur (inquit) eftote, quomodo Salvi fodi 
font patres noftri.

and Virtue to this Purpofe. Nor is that it felf *i without its fpnitual Advantages, 
occasioning a Confidence in God , a Removal of Sms , a good Confidence , a Spiritual 
Joy , pleafimt Hope , and other good Things which God hath prepared for them that 
love him. Such was the humble Prayer of the Publican. Such was the Humility 
• and Prayer, fiuch were the Alms of Cornelius : Such was the Prayer of Molts, 
which called off and put a Stop, as it were by Force to the Vengeance of God, 
which his People had fully deferved. Such were the Prayers and good Works of all 
the Fathers, whether we look to thofie of our Age, or of the oldTtmes before them . 
Be ye therefore mindful {fays he) how our Fathers were faved, remember how they 
were preferved in the Red Sea. Remember the Winders which the Lord did to 
Pharao and his Armies in the Sea. Whatever Succefs therefore happens, whether 
at Home or in the Field will be attributed to God: The Means to be ufed are Hu- 
miliation, Prayer, Alms, and Thankfgpving, by which humane Valour is Jo per- 
feUed,that what Succefs happens, and what is the Work of God only may feem, and 
that not without fome Reafon to be imputed thereto. For there are two Things, 
which are neceffary in all military Undertakings, Dexterity in Counfel, and muck 
Difpatch. It hath been a long Dijpute whether Strength of Body, or of the 
Mind were of greater EffeH? But it now ends in this, that we mujl firfi take 
Counfel, and then a& vigoroufiy. Fbrjl of all the Invocation of the Grace of God, 
and the divine Mercy {which is Prayer) is neceffary: then is Advice to be had, 
and lajlly, we mujl a& with Vigour and Refolution. And feeing whatever is per- 

formed with Succefs is owing wholly to God, who yet permits that Succefs to be 
aferibed to Men, fo they hut purfue the right Methods, call upon him with 
Singlenefs of Heart, take right Counfel, and perform what bath been refolved upon 
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totum, quod rede geritur, homini tariien dignatur idipfom afcribi, dum 
in hunc Modum reda nidcur i dum fimpliciter orat, redeconfoltat, & om- 
nia fbrriter ac mature peragit. Initio dicendum, ficut fuerit Voluntas in 
Casio, (ic fiat t poll quod invidillimi fob Deo Duces Mops & Judas Ma- 
chabausfk cere, Sciendum. Ait enim Mdfies Jofue, Elige dbi Viros & pug- 
na ; Judas autem Simons, Elige dbi Viros & vade, libera fratres tuos. Libe- 
rat folus Deus, fed & illi propugnant & liberant, qui fbruter agendo fub 
ipfo fiia Munera perfidunt. Neque Prudentia vel Vis hominum ibi pon- 
deranda, ubi Dei Virtus firmitet in hanc fbrmam adefle fperatur. Cum fe- 
ceriris (ait) quod Vobis eft prasceptum a Domino Deo veftro, tunc in ipfo 
Glorioft erids. Vos quod hominum eft ageus ; quod fopra, Deus ipfe fom- 
mus effidet atque adimplebit.

» with Courage and Celerity. We mujlin the firfi Place fay> as is thy Will in Heaven 
fo he it y and then are <we to behave our felves as did thofe unconquerable Command - 


and deliver , vuhoby aBmg valiantly under him perform their Duties. Nor is any 
weight to be laid upon the Wifdom or Strength of Many when the Power 
of God is confidently hoped for in this Manner. When ye have done (fays he) 
what was commanded you by the Lord your God, then Jhall ye be glorious in 
him. Te pall do what is the Part of Man, what is above, that the high 
God will bring about and jimp hmfelf If ye be few, ye will not think 
your felves able to prevail over many. For who going to wage War, does 
not ft down before-hand and conjider, whether he can meet him with ten 
thoufand, who cometh againfl him with twenty Thoufand. And with the 
God of Heaven it is all one to deliver with a great Multitude or a fmall 
Company. The Lord giveth not ViUory by Arms, but even as it feemeth 
good to him, he giveth it to fuch as are worthy. For we muf at firfi 
cry out, how pall we be able to fiand againfi the Face of our Enemies, un- 
lefis thou, 0 God, be our Help. And then having firfi taken Counfel, we 
mufi encourage one another. Arm your felves and be valiant Men, nei- 
ther fear ye the Attack of your Enemies. For the ViBory of Battle fiandeth 
not in the Multitude of an Hofi, but Strength cometh from Heaven. There- 
fore is God to be intreat ed, that he would have Regard to us, that hewould 
overthrow, or put to Flight his Adverfaries, our Enemies, that he would 
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in fiigam vertat, ut Vidoriam tribuat, Vidoribus exultandi, triumphan- 
di Materiam immittat : orandus ut Vidis aut in pugna cadeotibus Sa- 
lutem, & triumphum multo meliorem alibi concedat. Ita Judas Ma- 
chabaus ille praeftantillimus Dei miles & Vidor invidillimus, ubi pro- 
ftratorum Corpora tulerat ut in Sepulchris paternis poneret, una duo- 
decim Millia Dragmarum mifit Hierofolimam ut ofFerrentur ibi pro Iiijs 
qui ceciderant in Bello, ut offerretur pro peccatis mortuorum Sacrifidum, 
jufte ac religiole de Relurredione cogitans. Nam fenda eft (inquit) & 
felubris Cogitatio pro Defiindis exorare ut a peccatis lolvantur. Sciebat 
enim quod hii qui cum pietate dormitionem aedpiunt optimam habeant 
repofitam Gratiam. Haec en ipfa Cogitatio eft quae Reges exhilarat, Du- 
ces animat^ Equites excitat, Milites folatur, & omnes homines abunde 
confirmat ; dum laris intelligent, libi cum Pietate dormituris oprimam 
reponi Gratiam.

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give the ViBory, and fumijb the Conquerors with a SubjeB for Joy and Tri- 
umph : That he Would grant Salvation, and a milch better Triumph in 
another Place to the conquered, or thofe who fall in the Battle. Thus 
Judas Macchabeusj that mojl excellent and fuccefsful Soldier of God, 

* when he had taken up the Bodies of them who were flam, to bury them in 
their Fathers Graves, fent alfo with them to Jerufelem twelve Thoufand 
Drachma's to be offered there, for thofe who had fallen in Battle, that a Sa- 
crifice might be offered for the Sms of the Dead, doing therein very well and 
honefily, in that he was mindful of the ReJurreSfion. For it is (fays he) a 
holy and good Thought to pray for the Dead, that they may be delivered from 
Sin j and he alfo perceived, that there was great Favour laid up for thofe 
that died godly. This then is that Thought which rejoices Kings, animates Ge- 
nerals, gives Vigor to Knights, Eaje to Soldiers, and abundantly Jbrengthens 
every Man : When they are very well affured, that great Favour is laid up 
for them, if they die godly. This it is that makes , us run to Prayers j by 
this we are all drawn, every one of us according to the befi of our Ability. To 
this is owing the founding of Monafier’tes, Halls, and. Colleges: To the End, 
that among godly, kind, and well affe&ed, and rightly dijpofed Chrifiians , Pray- 
ers Jhould be continually, and in every Place put up and joined, as well for the 
Living, as the Dead. For the Living, that they might behave themf elves in Peace, 
as well as in War with Godline fs, Sobriety, Wifdom, Safety, and Happtnefs, and 
per form every Thing to their Hearts juft Defire. For the Dead that they having 
obtained Remiffion of their Sms , might reft m Peace, and enjoying the Bright- 
nefs of the Kingdom of Heaven, foight reign together for even L exhort there-

fore ( faith St. Paul) that firfl of all Supplications, Prayers , Intercefions , and 
Giving of Thanks he made for au Men. For Kings and all that are m Authority, 
that a ve nun lead a quiet and peaceable life. We muf pray for Kings, for 
the ref of the Nobles under him, and alfo for all Men. But are we to pray for 
the Living, fo as to forget the Dead ? What Friendjbip is that to deny your 
Afffance, when your Friend funds in mof need of you ? To forfake him at a 
Tbne when he is in the greatef Danger ? Let every Chrifian take Care then, 
that he behave himfelfnot with lefs Godline fs. Friend ftp, and AffeSlion, than the 
very Heathens: For they fay we are to affif our Friends, when in Mi fortunes 
and Dangers. Our Grcumfances in our Life Time, mof commonly Jbew in what 
Point we fond chiefy in want of Prayer, and feing we are ignorant, how ma- 
ny and great Dangers encompafs the Dead, we ought furely to pray fo much the 
more ; that whatever the Cafe may be, they may be relieved by our Prayers. 
Suppofe them to be in the Glory of Heaven, or Torments of Hell, yet ought we 
to pray who are ignorant of it, lef while we do 111 upon an Uncertainty, we 
fiould be guilty of a Breach of Duty, when our Prayers were demanded and 
expe&ed out of Necejfty. It is true indeed, that we are to do what Good we can 
whilf here, but we muf not be fo confident, or rather arrogant of it, as not 
eamefly to make ufe of others Prayers for us, as well in this Life, as in the 
Life to t come. This was long ago the Opinion of the bef Kings, Dukes, Mar- 
fuejfes, Earls, Barons, and Knights, of all good Soldiers and religious Men . 
Nor have we any Need to fetch Examples from Abroad to prove this, when 
we abound with fo many at Home. For the noblef of our Kings, and mof d- 
hfrtous Warriors have always had fo great aPjegard to this Duty, as to leave 
out 
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out of their own Efiate a Provtfion for certain Men to prey for them. Arthur 
the firfi and admirable Gbry of the Britains, Edgar that frequent Founder 
tf Monafierks , the Henries and the Edwards were haunt fid BenefaBors 
this Way. I mention thefe, not hecaufe we have no others to be compared 
•with them in this Part of Religion and Virtue , but hecaufe thefe are they, 
•who as they always, excelled m Arms and Honour, fo they made it their 
chief Study, both to enlarge the Glory of Knighthood, and by this Means 
alfo had a particular Regard to the Salvation &f their Souls. They at frfi 
chiefly provided for the Splendor and jufi Magnificence of Knighthood, partly 
to preferve the Glory of their Ancefiors m good and lafiing Memory, and 
partly to encourage their Touth to imitate them - y wifely following the Ex- 
amples of the Ancients, among whom for great and goodABions, the ima- 
ges and Statues of their Ancefiors were wont to he placed in their Houfes 
With great Magnificence and Glory, and fometimes Crowns were put upon 
the Heads of the Statues, and m Proofs of Time, other Marks and frifim* 
Bums of Honour were publicity made ufe of, as the Cafe required, and the 
Honour, Dignity, and Degree of their tHoufe and Family were difimguijhed by 
their Bearings : That their Nobiiky and Touth encouraged by thefe Honours 
Jbould aim at Glory, and fo improve the Endowments both of their Body 
and Mind, that having gone thro* the fame Labours and Difficulties, • they 
might at lafi attain to the like Honour and Glory. And it is no fmall Ad- 
vantage to a Government , that juch Encouragements to Virtue Jbould he laid 
before the noble and the brave, by which being fired, they might be wholly 
taken up, and employed m ABims becoming themfelves. Whence Socrates, 
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turn fubinde fuum in Speculo difpicerent. Qui fi Venuftus eflet, ne qua 
Turpitudine polluerent : Sin defbrmior, ut eum opere fbrmofo venufta- 
rent. Hinc Geftus, inceflus, & totids Corporis afcita Gravitas, hinc mo- 
rum ex omni parte concepta Maturitas. Hinc Contubetnii militaris, &c 
religiofbrum CcetuuminHabitibus atq-, Indumentis tanta Varietas. Mili- 
tia nimirum, ut ille Splendor Infignium Omamentorumj fax eflet illuftrium 
Animorum. Religionis autem & compofita alioqui Societatis, ad Confb- 
vendam mutuo pietatem & amplificandam chriftiana Probitatis Sanctimo- 
niam. Quam ob Caufam itidem fit tam Creber in ade dedicata concurfus : 
ut poft Dei Gratiam facramentali Vivacitate illic prafertim obdneridam, 
per Imagines divorum celebriter Ere&as, & Muldtudinis inviCem ad omne 
Genus pietads atq*, honeftaris fedulo Cc componenris mutuum Exemplum, 
ipfa Virtutum fimulachra cernerentur, & mutuam undiqj fequendi prabe- 
rent anfam. Hinc ilia nobilium Virorum tam vivenrium quam defim&o- 
rum infignia propendent in Ecdefiis, & prafixa Monumenus affulgent, hinc 
ere&a v5 humi Congefta marmora afcripta lamina metro vel prola Splen- 
defcentes. Quorfiim enim hac omnia, mfi quatenus inmendum Animi ad 
veram Nobilitatem, Pietatem, & Virtutem accendantur : vel Saltern infti- 
gentur ad levamen animarum antea defim&orum. Hinc ilia Crifta, Galea, 
Clipei, Enies, Vexilla, Arma, prominent in Edicula Divi Georgii Wynde- 
fori , hinc affixa memorabiJes line 6c omata lamina, quo nobilium inquani 
Seniorum honoranda daritas, animofiflimis quibufq; Juvenibus fie arri- 
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•who hy the Oracle at Ddphos was declared the wijefi of Mankind^ when other 
Encouragements to Virtue were wanting, would call the noble Touths together , 
and advife them to look at their Faces m a Glafs , that if they were hand- 
foke , they Jhould not defile thmfelves hy any Bafenefs , if ugly to beautify 
themfelves by handfome Works. Hence proceeds the Gejhtre and Walking, and 
hence is the Gravity of the whole Body acquired: Hence rifes that Maturity 
of Manners. Hence proceeds that Variety of Habit and Clothing in military 
and religious Orders. In the military Orders that that extraordinary Lujhre of 
their Drefs and Habits Jhould be a Token of their illufirious Minds. But in the 
Religious and Societies otherwife compojed to. the mutual cherijbing of Piety , and 
the increafing the Holme fs of the chrijlian Integrity. For which Reafon , there is 
fo frequent an Ajfembly in confecrated Places , that after having obtained the 
Grace of God facramentally by a lively Faith $ the very Images of the Virtues 
might be feen, and give every one an Opportunity of following them, by the Ima- 
ges of the Saints publicity ereEted, and the mutual Example of the Congregation 
diligently compojmg it felf to every kind of Piety and Virtue. Hence comes it 
that they hang up the Banners of noble Men, as well living as dead, and fplen- 
didly Jvc them over their Monuments. Hence thofe Marbles either ereU or 
lying on the Ground, and Jbining Plates inferibed ninth Metre or Profe. To what 
End is all this, but that the Minds of the SpeBators might be inflamed with true 
Nobility, Piety, and Virtue, or at leaf mJHgated to pray for the Eafe of the de- 
parted Souls. Hence thefe Crefts, Helmets, Shields, Swords, Banners, and Arms 
hang up in St. Georg eV Church at Windfor > hence are thofe lajlingand beauti- 
ful Plates fixed up, to the Intent that the Honour and Glory of their worthy An - 
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cleat j uti Virtutum ac benefadorum paritate parem quandoque dignita- 
tem aflequi contendant. Hinc mertiflimorum ejus Ordinis Equitum 
illec peculiaria quidem Ornamenta, Trabea, Torques, & Subfibulum, 
Wyndefori & diligentet (ut decet) aflervata, & tam illic quam alibi pro 
temporis Exigentia ex ornatiflimorum Virorum Corporibus oftentata. Ad 
eum dico finem ifta tendunt, ut approbata Seniorum Magnanimitas fua 
meritiflima Gloria non careat, & nobilitatajuventus inflammaretur ad imi- 
tandum : nempe quibus cum talia Majorum Infignia contuentur, vehe- 
mentiflime jamjam animus ad Virtutem accenditur. Neque figura {cili- 
cet tan tam in fefe vim habet : Sed Memoria Rerum geftarum earn flam- 
mam egregiis Viris in pedore gignit. Quae nec ante (edatur, quam lua 
praedara fada, famam illorum atq; Gloriam adaequaverint. Fiunt etiam ob 
Caulam Chriftianis revera fingularem : ut animarum inquam jfaluri con- p. 
fulatur omnium profedo defundorum, fed praefertim hujus Ordinis Equi- 
tum eledorum. Quos ab initio concreandi, certe haec ipfa Caula videtur, ne 
videlicet (quod diximus) vera Nobilitas port: longos largosq^ labores honore, 
quem meruerat, invidiose deftituta gemeret, utq; junior & ferocior aetas 
focula non careret in opera Virtutis, quae clara xternaqj habetur. Sed & 
praecipua (non dubium) ifta fuit, ut defundos vivi mutuo juvarent : " 

Suo diligenter impendio piis precatoribus inftitutis, qui Dei vindidam, 
quam per longa hujus Vitae facinora verendum plane ut commerue- 
rant, ipfi vertere ftuderent in Clementiam. Multum enim valet afli- 
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cefors and Predeceffors Jhould fopleafe the Minds of the fpirited Touth, as eameflly 
to endeavour by the fame Virtues, by the fame great and good Deeds to attain 
at taji to the fame Honour. Hence the peculiar Ornaments of the mofl de- 
ferring Knights of this Order, the Robe of State, the gold Chains and Garter are 
diligently, as they ought to be, preferred at Windfor, and there, and in other 
Places, alfo as the Exigency of Time requires Jhewn on the Bodies of illujhrious Meni 
Thefe things tend all to this End, that the approved Magnanimity of their Se- 
niors Jkould not want its due Glory, and the ennobled Touth might be encouraged 
to imitate them : And that when they beheld the honourable Enfigns of their An - 
cejiors, their Minds might be vehemently enflamed with Virtue. Nor has the Ap- 
pearance of thefe Things fo great an Influence on them only, but even the Memory 
of pajl Affions begets a Flame in the Breajts of brave Men, which cannot be ex- 
tmguijhed ’till by their own glorious Exploits, they Jball equal, and come up to the 
Fame and Glory of thofe who were before them. Thefe Things are done for a pe- 

culiar Reafon by Chrijlians, to wit that there may be a Provijton for the Salva- 
tion of the Souls of all who are departed this Life, but more particularly for thofe 
of the Knights of this Order. The Caufe of creating which Order at firjl ferns to 
he this, that (as we faid before) true Nobility after long and many Labours 
might not complain of its being deprived, thro’ Envy, of the Honour it had deferved : 
And that the fprightlier and left governable Touth, might not be without a bright 
Example in virtuous Performances, which are renowned, glorious, and lafiing. But 
the chief Reafon no doubt was, that the Living might mutually ajfft the Dead : That 
pious Preachers being infituted at their Cofi, might fiudy to divert the Wrath of 
God (which ’tis to be feared they have deferved by their many Crimes committed in 
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lem inchoavit, Sc rotundam ibi (quam vocant) Menlam inftituit fuit hare 
(fi Fidesconftet Authoribus) Infigni Materia fedes, in gyrum ornata, quam 
elediflimorum Equitum, quos ex omni Numero delegerat Sc fibi junxerat 
Arthurus, Seflioni feorlum aflervata quam & Archiepifeopus turn Cantuarien* 
fis luftrali manu reddidit infigniorem. Erat ipla haec optimorum Equitum, 
Odo Sc Viginti conjundorum. Qui Numerus non multum abeftab eo, 
qui jampridem oblervatur in ea Societate militari, qua: non paucis poft an- 
nis in hujus (ut videtur) locum optime meritiffimeq; lubolevit, Sc ad tan- 
tum Splendorem infigniter evafit. In hac ipla nanq; lex Sc viginti connu- 
merantur: quibus lupremus ac illuftriflimus luperadditur, Anglorum pro 
tempore Rex invidilfimus. Ut ab Arthuro (ne quid de Precefloribus inle- 
ram,) per tarn longam illuftriflimorum Regum Anglorum retro Seriem, non 
parvam rei militaris Sc ornatus illiusCuram miile conftet,quamquam non om- 
nes eodem Ordine famaqj proceflerint. Arthurus autem tali pugilum Certa- 
mine militariq^ peritia mirifice deledatus 3 (eledos Athletasquos inprimis Ars 
ipla commenaaverat, non lolum inter file, verum fibi etiam ipfi familiares 
efle conftituit ; quorum Ingenio, Viribus, Sc Induftria, fi quando res polce- 
ret in omni arduo periculoloq; Negotio fidenter Sc lecure couti pofiit. 
Hos cum epulandum eflet vel de Negotio militari conlultandum, in Coro- 


nam fic utiqj ledere juflit, ne quilquam alteri prarlatus,ad invidia Periculum, 
P-i3. efle videretur, utq; quos confcflus Equalitas ita fodarat, amicitia pari modo 
couniret. Sc quos par animi Virtusac For titudo copularat, eos nulla fbrtuna 
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into a Circle and beautifully adorned, which Arthur had fet apart for thofe 
feleB Knights y which he had chofen and united for himfelf-, and was Jlill 
farther ennobled, by the confecrating Hand of the then Archbijhop of Can- 
terbury. Thefe were twenty eight of the befi Knights joined together : 
Which Number does not much differ from that, which is now obferved by 
this military Society, which foon after with equal Glory and Defert came in- 
to the Place of this * For in this Order are twenty fix, aver which as Sove- 
reign the King of England for the Time being, always prejides. As from 
Arthur (to fay nothing of his Predecefors, or trace back fo long a .Series 
§f illujlrious Things) it is plain what Regard was had to the military Af- 
fairs, and how curious they were in their Drefs and Ornaments, too' all 
did not proceed in the fame Order and Glory. For Arthur who was won- 
derfully delighted with the Tilts and Tournaments of thofe Times, and a great 
Lover of thofe, who had given Infiances of their Courage and Skill in War, 
confiituted feleft Champions, who were defervedly famous on thefe Accounts, 
and joined them not only in Familiarity one with another, but alfo with 
himfelf on whofe Wit, Courage, and Indufiry, if Occafion required in any 
difficult and dangerous Undertaking he might fafely rely. Thefe he ordered 
when they were either to banquet together, or take Counfel about any Bufj- 
nefs in War, to ft together in a Circle, that fo no Envy' might arife at 
one's being preferred before other, but that being joined in Friendjhip, as 
they were in Place and Degree, no ill Fortune Jhould feparate or alienate 
them from one another, whom an equal Share of Virtue and Courage had join- 
ed together. The Place of their fitting both our own Countrymen and Stran- 
ge .

Quern alii Reges ultro fecuti, quo magnificentiores & 
rebus a fe geftis illuftriores, eo femper huic Negotio Wyndeforienji faventio- ' 
res inventi font, 8c ad Memoriam foam ibi celebrandam attenriores. Henricus 
etenim primus praeter alia cum natitrae turn lingularis Gratke dona, fadaq; 
clariflima, a Venuftate dod rinse venuftiftimum Nomen aflecutus quam op- 
rime (e fadurum intellexit, li tarn pulchre Subftrudionis Arci facerdotald 
Collegium adderet : quorum opera tota divinse (peciatim Venerationi, la- 
crae Ledioni 8c Orarioni pro foa ipfius cseterorumq* defimdorum anima- 
bus advigilaret •, fauftum Omen, ut quamquam alii multa prseftarent, 
ipfi tamen Henrici, quicquid defbret, ufoue confommarent. Qualem ani- 
mum habuifte plus certo perhibetur ille feprimus hujus Nominis, inter om-

gers call King Arthur’s round Table,' who very frequently mention the Britilh 
Arthur, and defervedly mention him as the firjl of the Chrifiians , who are 
reckoned anumgfi thofe nine Worthies, whofe Glory and Memory is immortal ; 
they who are added to him as equals, Charles the Great of France, and 
Godfrey of Boloign. Another Three art' reckoned from among the Jews, 
the other.s frotn the Heathens. Thofe of the' Jews are Jofhua, David, and 
Judas Macchabeus : Who, with the Affijlance-of God, made every Undertak- 
ing not only pojjible hut eafy : nor was the fame-divine Power, when it pleafed 
God, wanting to the Gentiles: Of whom weto % Hedor, Alexander, and 
Julius. But our invincible Arthur has the moji deferved Applaufe, as being 
the firjl Founder and EreBor of that moji ill Aims Order of Knighthood, 
which has approved it felf with fuch Merit aruk-.Glory at Windfbr : And 
other Kings following his Example , have had a more favourable Regard al- 
ways to Windfbr, and according to the Lujhre and Dignity of their own 
Actions, have been more intent upon the celebrating and preferving their Me- 
mories in that Place. For Henry the firjl , bejides the particular Endowments 
of Grace and Nature and his glorious Attions, having obtained a great and 
excellent Name, from the Greatnefs and Excellence of his Learning ; thought 
he Jhould fill add to his Glory, if to fo beautiful a Cafile, he Jhould add a , 
College of Priejls : Whofe whole Labour Jhould be devoted to the Worjhip of 
God, Reading of the Scriptures, and Praying for the Souls of himfelf, and the 
rejl who were dead. A happy Omen that tho other Kings had done many and 
great Things, yet the Henries Jhould finijh and compleat always what was 
wanting. What a glorious Soul had the Seventh of this Name, the moji Jin* 
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ncs Anteoeflores Rex unus unice cordatus, pietatiq; deditus. Sed non 
dubium quin Numen obftetit, ut quemadmodum Solomoni David, id 
Septimus Odavo mifTum faceret. Primus itaque Richardus haud hie eft 
braetereundus, qui Rebus bellicis nulli Regum Anglorum (ecundus erat, 
niiqj praefertim contra Thurchas & Agarenos non improbe peractis i 
Fuit enim is fiiis propemodum Anglis , qualis & Britonibus Arthurits : Si vera 
(intquae leribuntur ; Huic>cum contra Ciprum & Aconem Arma moveret> 
longioriiq; morse pertadum eflet, dum mira Solicitudine traheretur ob- 
lidio ; tandem illabente per divi Georgii (ut opinatum eft) interventum 
Spiritu, venit in Mentem, ut quorundam Ele&orum militum Cruribus 
coreaceum Subfibulum, quale aa manus tunc iolum habebat, induceret i 
quo futura; Gloria; memores, ex Condi 6to ft vincerent, ad rem fbrtiteT 
P. 14. * ac ftrenue gerendam expergefierent •, ad Romanorum inftar, apud quos ilia 
Coronarum Varietas, quibus variis de Caufis donati hint & fnfignitl 
Milites, ut hiis velut Irritamentis excufla Vecordia, Virtus animi fortitu* 
doque Pe&oris fervidior exurgeret atque exiliret.

Na- 
valis, quae Navium exornata roftris ipfis defignata eft, qui bcllis mati- 
timis primus in Naves hoftium vi tranfiliiflet : OValis Imperatori Civi- 
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cere and religious King of all his Ancejlors. And without Doubt as Provi • 
dence did not permit David to build the Temple of God, but left it to be com* 
pleated by his Son Solomon j fo Henry the Seventh left it to the Eighth to 
fnijh what he had fo glorioufy begun. Not are we here to pafs by Rich- 
ard the frf, inferior to none of our Kings for his warlike Exploits, thofe 
tfpecially which he carried on with fo much Succefs agamfl the Turks and 
Hagarenesj and was among his Engliflimen the fame almofi, as Arthur 
was to his Britons : If we may give any Credit to what our Hiforians re • 
late, when he lay with his Army ageunf Cyprus and Aeon, and was 
wearied with the Length of the Siege, which was carried on with a great deal 
of Difficulty and Danger, the holy Spirit infpimg him (as y tis thought ) by 
means of an Apparition of St. George, it came into his Mind to put on the Legs 
of forme feleft Knights, a leather With a Buckle ; being what they had then in Rea* 
dtnefs : By which being mindful of their future Glory, they might be fined up to 
behave themfelves bravely and valiantly, fo as to obtain the Vi&ory : After the 
Manner of the Romans, among whom that Diverfity of Crowns with which, for 
various Caufes, Soldiers were prefented and honoured, that as it were by theft 
Incitements, their Sluggifmefs being drove away, the Bravery of their Mind, 
and Stoutnefs of Heart might be raifed, and Jhew it felf with greater Lufrt. A 
Corona Cafrenfs or Vallaris was decreed to him who fould frf break into the 
Enemies Camp : A Mural to him who frf fealed the Walls of an Enemies Town. A 
civick Crown was that which a Citizen prefented, as a proper Tef hnony of his hav- 
ing his Life preferved, to him who had faved him in Battle. The Corona Obfdiona* 
iis was prefented by the Befieged, to him who freed and delivered them from the 
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tatem ingreflo poftYidtoriam, qua fine Cruore potitus erat: Trium- 
phanti triumpnalis ex lauro, qua: Vidtoriarurrt ac larritia: predpua 
Nunda traditur. Haec Magnanimitatis oftenfe hec dilfimilis pruden- 
tiae certo fiitura teftimonia, mirum quam pugnacis animi Vires ex- 
ufcitarunr, ut nihil non viriliter obeundum ftrenueque perimplendum 
fibi fita quifque Vigilantia perluaderet, ob hunc honorem cum perpe- 
tua jfama Ikuturum. Neque multum abfimili Confilio ufiis eft in- 
clytiflimus ifte Richdrdus , aum Coriaceum hoc Subligaculum liiorum 
Cruribus indud voluit : ut ipforum jam vivida pedtora commoveret, 
ad ftrenue navandam operam, ne quis alteri gloriam tantam pra:rep- 
tum iret. Quippe cui fulgidiiis & aureum Infigne luccefiiirum erat. 
Cujus Rei Gratia cum poll felicilfimas ibi Vidtorias in patriam quo- 
dam quail poftliminio rediiflet, ilium divi Georgij clariflimum Ordinem, 
cujus tutela tantopere nituntur Angli y condere, munire, perimplere co- 
gitavit: Scd quod iple non prcftitit, Edoardus adimplevit. Ifte tertius 
Edoardus , Vir omnilaria pietate, Magnanimitate & Confilio vere ma- 
ximus ac lupremus. Anno Regni lui vicefimo tcrtio, cum de Gallis 
atque Scotis plus lemel illuftrilfime triumphallet : ad Dei CultUm, cui 
(quodpii Regis erat) omnia retulit accepta, & ad honeftamenta Mi- 
litaria, quorum fideli opera tarn feliciter ulus ellet, pr^clarilfimum 
Animum applicuit. Et ne mortuorum oblitus, lolis Vivis applaufille 
videretur, defundlorum etiam Animabus amplilfime landlifiimeq; profi 
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Siege. A naval Crown adorned with the Refemblances of the Prows of Ships wait 
ordered for him who Jhould in a Sea Fight firf board the Enemy. An Oval was 
that which was given to a General \ when entering the City after a ViCtory without 
Bloodjhed. A triumphal Crown of Lawrel y the greatef Signal of Joy and Pi&ory 
was given to him , who was allowed a Triumph. Thefe lajtmg Tef monies of their 
great Valour and ConduH , wonderfully Jlirred up the Courage of their Warriors 
Minds yfo that they all were encouraged to attempt any Danger y and cheerfully go thro 
it with Application and Vigilance y for the obtaining of thefe Honours which pro + 
cured eternal Glory. Our glorious Richard feems alfo to have made ufe of the like 
Cotenfels, when he tied this leathern Garter on the Legs of his Knights , to excite 
their already forward Minds toperfeSl the Work they had taken in Hand y and pre ^ 
vent their being defpoiled of this fo great Glory: The leathern Garter which was 
then bejlowed \ being to be fucceeded by a richer and a more fplendid Enjign of Ho- 
nour. In Remembrance of which Thing, after he had obtained many Victories y when 
he returned into his Country after a long Ab fence y he intended to found y ejtablijh , 
emd perfeB that illujlrious Order of St. George, on whofe Guardian Protection 
the Englilh fo much rely : What he did not go thro * wiih y Edward occomplijhed y 
that Third Edward, in all kind of Piety y Bravery >, and Conduct truly Great and 
Supreme y in the z 3 d Tear of his Reign y after he had triumphed Jeveral Times 
over the French and Scotch. He bent his noble Mind to the Worjhip of God (to 
whom , as became a pious Prince y he afcribed all his Succefs y ) and to the honouring 
of the Soldiery y by whofe faithful Services he was poffejfed offuch Happinefs. And 
teaf forgetful of the Dead y he Jhould feem only to have Care of the Livings with 
great Largefs and S anility, he provided alfo for the Souls of the departed. For

this Intent he found no Place more commodious than Windlor, which was as it 
were originally defined entirely for this Work. For this is the Kings own proper 
Houfe , this is the Seat of Princes : And as this Houfe is mojl ft for a Kingly 
Perfonage , fo it has always been frf made Choice of There , therefore , he began 
to repair or rather re-edefie, and more beautifully and frongly rebuild the Caflle: 
Which when he had done , hepurpofedtoinfitute an Order, in which the King of 
England Jhould prejide as Sovereign over twenty fix Knights, to which, he 
gave the Name of the Blew Garter. Unto this alfo, to prevent any bad Con- 
firuftion being put upon any Thing not done with an ill Defign, and for a Signal 
of their Sincerity and Loyalty, he ordered a Motto in French Words to be 
wrought round the Garter, in Letters of Gold, or fome other cofily Manner: 
And to be wore over one of their Shoulders, or the Leg, and fometimeson their 
Thumb. And he commanded the Knights to obferve with folemn Rites and jufi 
Ceremonies, the annual Fefiival of St. George, and that chiefly at Windfor, to 
begin which Cufiom, and perpetually to efiablijh it, the King called together 
the Princes, Dukes, Earls, Lords, and chief Knights of the Kingdom, and with 
a gyeat Deal of Satisfaction, declared his Mind to them in this Affair. At 
which they being all extremely pleafed, received his Royal Declaration with great 
Joy and Applaufe: And befides the Advantages above mentioned, faw what 
a vafi Increafe of Piety, Nobility, and Virtue would accrue from thence ; how 
our Countrymen would the eafier accord amongfi themfelves, and Foreigners 
likewife be joined in the fame Bond of Peace and Friendfhip with us. And 
that he might the fooner and more firmly gain this End, he fated Vefis and Or- 
naments with Names proper for the Order, that every one might know, that 
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fuum perveuiret, fie huic Ordini cum Nominibus Veftes & Ornamenta 
coaptavit : ut omnia haec ad Amidriam, Concordiam & reliquam Virtu- 
tem tendere, nemo non intelligan Quatquot enim hujus Ordinis fiuit Socii, 
Sodales, Collie, Fratres & Commilitones appellantur, Ordo nimiruni ip- 
fe, Sorietas, Sodalicium, Collegium Equitum, fiaternitas & Comniili- 
cium. Quid Socii vocitantur nifi quod ndeliter in utraque fortuna con- 
jun&i, pads ac belli comparticipes, in omni Re feria periculolave certi Co- 
adjutores, & per omne Vitae genus fideles inter fe fe amici lemper efle debe- 
ant? Sodales autem quod in una Menla tedentes fimul edant, vel quod utilia 
fuadentes Salutariaq; Reip. conlulentes,in eadem quoque Menla confidere fo- 
leant. Ad quern modum & nofter hie Supremus ab initio luos Equites in- 
ftituit i ut dum convefci vel conlultare deberent, in eadem fimul Menla con- 
fiderent aut confifterent : Suorum ita Majorum, hoc eft nobililfimorum 
Equitum praenobilis Arthuri Veftigiis infiftentes, quorum circum unam & 
eandem Menlam perfimilis contefliis anteceflit. Id quod totum ad Con- 
cordiam ac Unanimitatem Ipe&at \ ut quorum eft unus atq; idem contellus, 
eorum diverla non debeat efle Voluntas. College, Fratres ac Commilito- P- 
nes, quod in omni Fortunae Jadu, Caliiq; Militari, fratenio quoque amore 
tanquam duos honore poteftateqj fibi pares,hos omnes oporteat efle Conlo- 
ciatos. Quern ad modum etiam per&pe Reges, Imperatores, & Exercituum 
Supremi dudores, tanquam luis Mflitibus baud Impares, eadem fe illis ap- 
pellatione Cociaiunt r ut Majoris inde Virtutis & Audacise Singularioris anla 

pren- 
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all thefe Things tended to Virtue , Friendjh'tp and Concord. For as 
many as are of this Order , are called Fellows , Companions , Colic* 
gues, Brothers , and Fellow-Soldiers ; and the Order it felf was called d 
Society y a FeUowJhip^ a College of Knights , and d Brotherhood. Why were 
they Fellows , hut that being faithful Sharers in all Fortune of Peace and Wary 
they Jhould in every great and dangerous Undertaking ajjijl one another , arid in 
every part of Life remain firm and faithful Friends. They were called Compa- 
nions , becaufe they did eat together , fitting at one Table ; or that when they were 
advifing and confultmg for the Benefit and Welfare of the Kingdom, they ac - 
cufiomed aljb to fit together at the fame Table. After this Manner our Sove- 
reign at firfi mfiituted his Knights, that when they were called upon, either to. 
eat or confult together , they Jhould fit aty or fiand round the fame Table together, 
following in this Method, the Example of the illujhrious Knights of the noble 
Arthur, who had before in the fame Manner fat round one and the fame Table. 

All which tends only to Unanimity and Concord , and that they who have no 
Difference in Place arid Honour, Jhould not be @f a different Opinion. They ‘‘were 
called Collegues, Brothers, and Fellow-Soldiers, becaufe in every Change of Fortune, 
and Chance of War they ought all to be united in a brotherly Love : As two 
only, equal in Honour and Power t After which Maimer , Kings, Emperors, and 
Generalijfimd s, (landing as it were upon the fame Level with their Soldiers, have join- 
ed themfelves to them by the fame Name, that from thence they might have a greater 
Encouragement to Virtue and Boldnefs. O Companions , Companions, fays the 
T\rojan ./Eneas 5 Arthur calls them Copartners of his Profperity and Adverfity : 

And Caelar in his Commentaries very often calls them Fellow-Soldiers , as many 
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prenderetur. O Sodi, Socii, Trojanus Aineas inquit. Confotios fuse Profpfr- 
dtatis & Adverfitatis Arthurus appellitat. Commilitones faos paflim fe vo- 
czRcCafarin Commentariis oftendit, ut complurcs alios ad id non memine- 
rim. Sed neq-, yEqualitas haecica fovebitur, ut Iniquitatem pariat. Non eft 
per earn {uus cuiquam decrahendus honor, aut imminuenda Poteftas, verum 
hoc in Mentje fcmper habendum, quod hjec Sodetas & Ordo vocetur. Eft 
autemOrdo in fuo cujufq-, loco Collocado, ut oftenfa pro dignitace ioris 
lmparitasjintemam tamen Animi pari ta tern, & inter fe fraternam Amicraam 
Omninofbveat & confervet. Veftes iddem atq* Ornamenta limilem figuram 
exhibent,& eodem intendunt. Infigni nanq; 8c orbicular; Subfibulo afterius 
humeri, feu Cruris admonentur Eqtlites, utpie, fincefiter, amice, fideliter,

others 1 which I Jball not mention. But then tins Equality is not to he encouraged, Jo 
as to produce Injujtice, The Honour due to every one, is hy no Means to he 
denied him upon this Account, or is his Power to he lejfened, for it is always to 
he remembered, that this Society aljo is called an Order. Order is the Difpojttkm 
of every Thong in its proper Place, Jo that tho' there appear in Puhlick, a Diffe- 
rence and DifiniBion m Dignity , neverthelefs an Equality of AjfeBion, and 
Brotherly Friendjbip is inwardly, and in private preferved and cherijhed. Ap- 
parel likewife, and Ornaments hy the Figures of them mean the fame. For by 
that honourable and orbicular Garter round one Leg or on the Shoulder, the Knights 
were reminded, whatever they undertook to go thorow it with Piety, Sincerity, 
and Friendjbip, Fasthfuhefs, and Dexterity : That they Jbould not undertake, or 
attempt any Thing contrary to the Oath and Injlitution of their Order, that they 
Jbould not make void the Laws of Peace and Amity, or negleB and break in 
upon the Rights, which belong to the Ufage of War. That they Jbould not Jl'tr 
0 Foot contrary to their Fidelity, or what their Union and Band of Friendjbip re- 
quired : And that one Friend Jbotddnot mtbe leaf derogate from another. The Collar 
cpmpofed oftheje fort of Buckles and Bofis, precious with the Enjtgn of St. George, 
hanging in the nddfi of their Breaf, and put round the Necks of Noblemen, re- 
minds them of being bound together in the fame Bond of Fidelity, Peace, and 
Friendjbip, that, as with a Cham, their AffeBions might he linked together, and 
remain united, fo as not to he Jiparated. The George hanging down upon the 
Breqft, puts them m Mind of him, and that, as he being their proper Saint, 
Jhewed hhufelf a faithful and glorious Soldier of Chrijl, aud his Spoufe the Church, 
they aljo Jbould approve thmfelves glorious Soldiers, ' and faithful AJferters of 

Chrijl,

Chrifi, the chrifiian Religion, and their Society. The Purple Rohe, or Velvet 
Mantle hears the Mark of private Majefiy, and properly fignifies Prefence, and 
Bravery of Mind: Which jbotdd he fo great in thefe Men, that they ought to* 
ther to lofe their Blood, than ever Jbrirtk from the Caufe of God and their Sove 
reign: That they Jbotdd lofe their Lives, fooner than he wanting in the Defence 
of Virtue andFriendJbip. This is the peculiar Signification of particular Rohes ; 
hut the common Meaning of them all is, that the Sight of them might rekindle, 
thofe Sparks of Charity, which to the very great Detriment and Definition of 
Mankind had been extmguijhed. For this our illufirious King and Sovereign of 

the Order he was about to found, having obferved that formerly alt Chriftendom 
had been difquieted, and agitated by open and bare-faced Seditions, and Jbame m 
fully and tredteroufiy drove agamfi, and Jbattered upon the Rocks of mtefi'mt 
Wars: And that it was now tom with Wounds font the ill Will of private 
FaBions, and envious Dejigns of treacherous Dijfemblers y began to think what 
tnofi prefent Remedy might be applied to raife it from its low and weak Condi* 
tion, and to confirm, Jhrengthen, and pteferve it when refiored to Vigor: And 
having long thought upon this. Heaven at tafi dire&ed him to found this 
noble Order, and facred Society: And having folemnly infiituted and efiab- 
lijbed it in all its Grace and Glory, he dedicated it to the mofi blejfed Vir- 
gin, and George the holy Martyr ; that their Images, On whofe Affiance 
Englifli Warriors chiefly rely, Jhonld be bore by them with ReJpeB and Vene- 
ration in their Enfigns. In like Manner Artnur, long before this, had the 
Image of the holy Mother of God engraven on his Shield y by which Sight 
he was put frequently in Mind of the holy Mary* Who with his drawn 
Sword

Snvord mvocating God , and calling on the holy Name of Mary, bravely broke 
in upon the th'tckejl Troops of the Enemy, killing at one Stroke whomever he 
met with, nor did he give over his furious Attack, till he had with his Jingle 
Sword ycleped Calibum, flam 470 of the Enemies. And where Jbould be the 
Wonder that God, by the Intervention of his mojl holy Mother, Jbould ajjifl 
Arthur in this Manner, who gave Sampfon the Power of overcoming a Thou- 
fand with one Jaw-bone. Who permitted Jofhua, and Judas Macchabeus, and 
others, often to put to fight and dejhroy great Multitudes with a handful of 
Men. By his Ajfljlance David the Stripling brought to the Ground theGyant 
Goliah 5 and killed the Bear and the Lyon. By the fame Power, Richard, af- 
ter he had dejhroy ed for the Honour of Chrijt many obfmate Infidels, eat the 
Heart of a Lion which he had mafered, and thence gained that glorious 
Name of Coeur de Leon. Arthur after the fame Marnier, under the Pro- 
teffion of the Virgin Mother of God, whofe Refemblance engraven on his 
Shield preferved her in his Memory, found the Advantages of Chrifianity 
and frequent Matter for Vi&ory. A true Follower of Conftantine the 
Great, who found the Advantage and Benefits of the chrifiian Faith, from 
the Time that, in Honour of the crucified God, he had ordered the Sign of the 
Crofs to be bom in his Banners. In whofe Times, Perfecution beginning to abate , 
a free Liberty of teaching the People was granted and allowed of For before 
his Time, the Power of meeting and confidting together, was altogether de- 
nied to the Bijhops and Profejfbrs of Chrifianity ; fo that through him, by 
whom (next after the Apoflles ,) Chrifianity received its chief ef Propagation ; 
Piety was augmented, and the Preaching of the Word of God plentifully fown 
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(an&orumq; ejus per Imagines arripienda Recordatio, fbvendaque Merno- 
ria (iibintroiret. Sic in Templis, Delubris > 6c Suggeftis, fic in Aulis 6c 
Aulaeis, fic in Condavibus 6c. Cubiculis, fic in iptorum hominum Corpo- 
ribus atq-, Ornamentis Imagines ereCtaj pofitsqj font, fic :n Clypeis 6c Vex- 
illis illuftrium Virorum ovanter extent#. Sic Georgius in tot Vexiilis emi- 
cat, fic Michael, fic Andreas in Vexiilis triumphali forma renitent. Qui 
tres Ordines feu pr#clari(fim# Societates inter chriftianos Principes 6c illo- 
rum ele&ilfimos Equites hodie conftant : ut maximam Pacis 6c Amicitiae 
toti Chriftiano Orbi praebeant Occafionem : dum horum Infignia mutuo 
dant 6c accipiunt.

and difperfed j the Remembrance of God and his Saints was continually prefer - • 
ved m Mens Minds , by their Reprefentations and Images which he introduced. 
Hence Images were placed and ereBed in Temples , Churches and Pulpits , in 
Halls and Courts , in Clofets and Bed-chambers , on their Vejtments, and very 
Bodies, and were triumphantly difplayed on the Shields aud Banners of illujhri - 
ous Men. Hence George is difplayed in fo many of our Standards • • hence 
Michael and Andrew appear triumphant in Banners, which three Orders, or 
mojl noble Societies are kept up to this Day. among chriftian Princes and their 
choicejl Knights y and by mutually giving and receiving thefe Enjigns of Ho- 
nour, they preferve Peace and Amity thro all Chriftendome. Hence it comes 
to pafs, that the three mojl powerful chriftian Monarchs, on whofe Will 
depend, do keep the World in Happ’mefs and Peace, whilft two of 
them have been entred into the Unity and holy Society of the Or- 
der of Saint George under the Sovereign thereof, who in return hath 
reciprocally and with great Pleafure accepted of their Friendjbip, and 
entered into the worthy Society of their Orders . For as it is com- 

mon, when one Friend is abfent at any Difiance from another, they mutually 
give or agree upon fome Token of Remembrance, that upon the feeing of it, 
the Memory of their Frtendjhip might be refrejhed, the Sincerity of their Love 
be rekindled, and thltr brotherly AjfeBion confirmed and enlarged. If this be 
the Cufiom among Friends, how much more necejfary is it to be kept up among 
Men in high Stations, and powerful Princes, whofe Jweet and amicable Con- 
junction greatly conduces to the Benefit of all, and whofe Di vifions dif quiet and 
ruin all Things about them ? To this End are the Enfigns of thofe Orders,

that tho Mm he divided by Difance of Place , yet the Memory of one another 
being refrejhed and kept up hy thefe Tokms, Jhould keep their Minds united 
or at leaf not unmindful of their Engagemmts and Oaths. But tho * wa 
fuffer the Images of God, our Saviour, the bleffed Virgin and Saints to be ereBed, 
to the Intent to fir up our Minds toward the Remembrance of them for our 
own Salvation \ yet (one may fay) why are the Refemblances of other Things, 
neither fo valuable or venerable fen in the Roofs ? Why is the Head of 
a Dog, Lyon, Dragon, Birds, Beafis, Swords, Helmets, and Shields, why are 
Arms, Plates, gilded Streamers, Crefis , Plumes, and large Banners placed on 
high in confecrated Braidings ? if thefe Things for any Caufe (as fure there 
tnujl have been fome) are permitted to be there, can it be that there Jhould not a much 
greater one appear for the other ? But they were put up by good, pious and emi- 
nent Mm, nay even by the mojl eminent Princes and Emperors : And not 
without Reafm. For the Dejign was to promote Vhrtife, to obtain Peace, to 
fettle a lafting Friendjhip, and, as we have obferved before, to preferve a 
continual Regard and Memory for the Dead. It appears hy dll tins, that 
this honourable Society took no Enfgns, Ornaments or Badges for their Order, 
except fuch as by which Piety was to be mcreafed, and Truth not to be 
impaired. For the Knights whm they make a graceful Appearance in their Pro- 
cejjion, and engage the Eyes of all who behold them with Pleafure at their 
Solemnities, do firft with a fettled Countenance, and flaid Behaviour, bend- 
ing one Knee before their Sovereign, if there, or if abfmt, to his Stall, 
as is required 5 and thm turning, go to the Altar in a grave and folemn 
Manner to return due Honour to God $ after which moving to the Saints,.

Neque fimplicem folummodo Cultum, fed idoneis 
Mufices atq; cantus utrinqj canorum adaptari voluit, cum Davide fiip- 
plici, quacenus Vocum hincfbrinfeca Confonantia moveret adharmoniam 
luperorum, inde Spiritus interior eo magis interim exultaret. Quibus & 
illud cum primis injundum ivit, ut nobiliffimorum Equeftris illic Ordi- P. 20. 
nis fundatoruny & Collegii Coadjutorum fingularem in Orationibus Com- 
memorationem haberenti Quando fic utranq; partem tarn Anima? quam

efpecidly to St. Gjporge, fometimes to the Confejfor Edward, and the pious 
Henry, pay them their ReJpeSfs, adore, pray to, and falute them 'with humble 
DevotioH. By which they plainly flew, that Chrifi who is in the midfi 
of theni, and the Mediator, accepts the Honour paid to Saints and Su- 
periors, together with the Adoration paid and due to himfelf Nor was 
this the Invention of Priejls atone, but of the mojl illufhrious Princes, chief 
Nobility, and all who were therow faithful Chrijlians, Jo that it mujt be d 
very wicked and unchrifliOn Thought, for any to imagine that the divine Spi- 
rit was not with them in this Work. The Priejls whom God from the Be- 
ginning ordained for his own peculiar Service, are by thefe good Men direSf- 
ed under a certain Form, and Manner of Life, to live in certain Places, there 
to worjhip, offer up Praifes, and pray for the Souls of the Living, but more 
efpecially of the Dead, in fuch Manner as they Jhould pleafe and think fit. 

On this Account our Edward in hit Chappel of St. George at Windfbr 
founded thirteen fecular Canons, and as maty Vicars, mindful of the Salvo* 
turn of his own Soul, and the Souls of others. Nor did he introduce bare 
Worjhip only, but with holy and fuppliant David adapted it to proper In- 
Jhruments of Mufick, and a vocal Choir on each Jide, that this Symphony 
of Voices might agree with the Harmony which is above, while in the mean 
Tune the Soul by thefe Means might be rejoiced, enlivened , and exalted. To 
whom it was chiefly enjoined to make particular Commemoration of the 
Founders of this Order of Knighthood, and the Ajfifiants and Members of 
this College. When Edward had thus plentifully and abundantly in this 
Manner provided as well for the Soul, as the Body, he bound by an Oath 
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Corporis abunde confiderarat Edoardus, Equites eo Tempore in Ordincm. 
afliimptos, & ad lui pr<efentiam accerfitos, Sacramentis & Sigillis appofi- 
tis aftrinxit, ut Ordini (ubfignata Statura coniervanda propugnandaqj cu~ 
rarent. His honorifice pieq^ pera&is Rex Caduciatores emifit in Imperium 
Alemania , Regnum Gallia, Scotia, Burgundia ', Henaultia , Flandria, & Bra- 
lantia, ut in Statam W'mdefori Celebritatem proximeiuturam Equites & Ar- 
migferi convenient undiqj ex Sententia. Liberum enim fore fingulis poft 
& ante dies quindecim Georgiana Celebritatis proximetum adventantis : ut 
illiepradudiorum militarium,martiorum A&uum & illuftrium apparatuum 
pubficitus Exercitamenta quajdam, cccteraq^ Spe&acula & Munera folemni- 
tati locoque quam optime Servientia prajberentur ; quibus & illuftriffima at- 
que excellentiffima Regina, Ornatuq; intente (plendidiffima cum trecentis 
e fbrmofiffimis Dominabus,& Generis atq* amicus honore quoqjconipicuis, 
interfuit. Sic enim aflolebat a multis retro tegiporibus, ut cum ludi Celebres, 
praxlara Munera, publicaq; de more Spedacula praberentur, in quibus Viri 
Nobiles & Magnanimifepro Viribus oftentarent : Regina quoque,Domin2e 
& illuftres alioqui feemina? cum Grandeva? artatis Equitibus & Caduciato- 
ribus elc&is tanquam future Geftorum haud iniqua: Judices, interefle,cernere, 
difeernere, probare atq; improbare deberent, pofcere, fortiri, ore, nutu, 
interloquio, Rem qua? in Manu fiiit promo vere poflent, ore ciere Vi- 
ros, Martemque accendere Vultu. Quibus adjundti Caduciatores, ut pe- 
ritius atque exa&ius intuentes una judicarent : utq-, paffim & ex Officio

thofe Knight s, •whom at that Ttrne he admitted into the Order, and the Fami- 
liarity of his Prefence, they pitting their Seals to it, that they •would take 
Care to preferve, defend, and maintain the Statutes and Bides of their Order. 
After he had with great Honour and Piety finijhed this Work, he fent He- 
ralds to the Emperor of Alemain, the Kingdom of France, Scotland, Bur- 
gundy, Henault, Flanders and Brabant, that their Knights, and Efquires 
from all Parts at their Difcretion, might come to the appointed Cele- 
brity and Solemnity to he held at Windlor : That all Jhould he free for 
the Space of fifteen Bays before, and after the Celebration of the Feafi of 
St. George then enfumg, to the Intent that martial Trials , military Per- 
formances, publick and illufirious Exercifes, Appearances, and Shews becoming 
and fuiting the Place and Solemnity Jhould be prefented and exhibited. At this 
Appearance, was his excellent Queen fplendidly arrayed with three hundred beau- 
tiful Ladies, eminent for the Honour of their Birth, and the Gracefulnefs and 
Beauty of their Clothing and Drefs. For heretofore when Jufis, Tournaments , 
Entertainments and publick Shews were made, in which Men of Nobility and Va- 
lour Jhewed their Strength and Prowefs j the Queen, Ladies, and other Women of 
illufirious Birth with ancient Knights, and fame chofen Heralds were wont to 
he, and as it was fuppofed that they ought to be prefent as proper Judges, to 
fee, difeem, approve or dijprove what might be done, to challenge, allot, 
by Speech, Nod, Difcourfe, or otherwife to promote the Matter in Hand, to en- 
courage and fiir up Bravery by their Words and Looks. Heralds were placed 
with, and joined to them that they might be able to judge with the more Skil - 
fulnefs and Exaffnefs : And that the Heralds according to their Duty and 
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fiagilis & tcneri Sexus fibi tutamcn creditum intelligerent, quariim revera 
puaorem ab omni Indignitate fervarent illibatum, & ab* hiis in omni Cafu 
longe propeUerent Injuriam. V icefimo plus minus Anno poft,cum folenni die 
Divi Stephan bellis finem impoiuiflct, Confimile & Confraternum Wyndefo - 
rienfi facellum in ejus ipfius Divi ob id honorem juxta Coenobium occiden- 
tal extra Londhum regaliter edificarc coepit, fed morte prsventus, & filio 
(quod multo magis indolendum) orbatus, id Nepoti fiio confummandum 
Rtchardo fecundo dereliquit, Qui & Avo fiiccedens, id utiqueperfecit. Poll 
hunc regnavit Henricus quartus, quem meritiflime fecums eft Quintus eju£ 
dem Nominis inclidilimus filius ejus,& Anglis ob feliciftimum in bellis even- 
turn fingularemq; Gloriam Memoratu digniftimus > duorum nobilium & 
rehgiofimmorum Coenobiorum Syonis & Cartujue Sheynenfis pientiftimus fun* 
dator. Is qui primus imperiale Capiti fiio Diadema non immerito compofiiit. 
Hujus Succeflor erat filius ejus Henricus fextus, Vir pius, re&us, fimplex, 
dmens Deum & recedens a Malo, juftus apud Deum, incedens in omnibus 
Mandatis & Juftificationibus ejus fine Querela, qui pietatis ac veriflimis Re- 
gis Majeftatis operibus fingulariter incumbens, ubi Wyndeforo fus pro tem- 
pore bene prolpe&um eftimarat, Vidnum tamendecus adjicerecogitavit, 
dum perpulchrum & elegans Collegium Etonenfe liibtus ultra Tannjhn ex- 
traeret, in quo fub uno prspofito Sacerdotalem & aliorum divino Cultui 
quotidie Servientium Coetum apprime congruum ftare prscepit : cui nu- 
merofam quoque puericiam ob indolis bons promptitudinem jamjam 
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Office Jhould tmderfiand that the ‘weak and tender Sex was committed to their 
Charge and ProteBion, and that they were to defend Female Modejly from all 
Indignities, . and guard them on all Occafionr from Injury. About twenty 
Tears after, when on the Feajl of St. Stephen be had put an End to his Wars, 
he on that Account and in Honour of that Saint, began royally to build a Bro- 
ther Chappel, as it were, to that at Windfor, near the Wejtem Monafiery 
without London; hut being prevented by Death, and {what is equally to be 
deplored) deprived of his Son, he left it to be fimfhed by hisGrandfon Richard 
the Second, who Jucceedmg him perfeBed it. After him reigned Henry the 
fourth ; his mojl renowned Son who was fifth of that Name Jucceeded him ; 
and obtained never to be forgotten Glory and Honour among his People, for 
his mojl projperous and happy Succeffes in War ; he founded with a great deal 
of Religion and Piety two noble religious Houfes of Syon and Chartereux 
at Sheen. He was the firfi who defervedly wore an Imperial Crown . His 
Son Henry the fixth fucceeded him, a Man godly, righteous, honefi, fearing 
God and efchewmg Evil, jufi before God, walking in all his Commandments, 
and Judgements without any Complaint : Who applying himfelf to Piety and 
Works of real and true Majefiy, when he had fufficiently provided for Wind- 
for, in which he took Delight, had Thoughts of beautifying it by a neighbour - 
mg Ornament, and built in the Vale beyond the Fiver Thames that beauti- 
ful and elegant College of Eaton, in which under one Govemour he efiab - 
lijhed fame Priefis and others, who Jhould daily obferve and attend upon di- 
vine Worjhip : He added moreover at his own Expence, a Number of Touths, 
for the Improvement of their good Genius and Difpofition, and committed 
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erudienclam adjiciens,per Impends foas diligenti prxcepcoram Cura? commi- 
fit, ut a?tas infirrria* Condkioq; paupcrcula, (cui quamquam Ingenuitas ex- 
terna fiunikae defit, interna tamen animi plerumqj dari folet,) ibi doceri, 
coakfcere & ad frugem honeftans perdaci poflct. Iv[eque fic InftraeVam 
deferuit, fed & amid Regtum Cantabrigia Collegium aftraxit, ubi plena 
confummatis Grammaticis ad Vimub & Do&tmx perfedaonem Via par 
tefoeret. Huie piiflimo Vito provehenda? Virtuds ae Do&rina? in Colu- 
men accrue Ornamentum fin Rjegni & perpetuse precationis fibs cun€tifi 
que ckfondis procurandx is erat animus. Poft quem imperiale folium ce- 
nuit Edoardus quartus, qui memor avitar Claritads, rurfom Oculos in 
Wyndeforum, regale profe&o mditareq; Domidlium, illuftrifiime converdt. 
Ubi Splcndorem Equeftrem Ornatu frequentiflimo prarfen da? foa? con- 
ftabilivit, Gmonicorum vidttm audiorem reddidit, ftipcndia Vicario- 
rum Sacerdotum adauxit, & Canton bus iecukribus atque pueris cum 
numero provcnram uberiorem adjecit, ut qui temporalium Infignium 
atque Ornamentorum nihil non ijjppleverat, a*temi parirer honoris Me- 
moria non careret. Qua Radone Corpus quoque ?uum illic clariflima? 
fepultura; contradi voluit, cum Regis Harriet fcxti venerabile Corpus illuc 
advehendum antea curaflet ad quod frequens & operola Mulritudo, Deo 
(quod creditur) per Miracuia vocitante convolitavit : Ex JEAc drvi Georgiy 
quam terdus extruxerat, Tempi um multo clan us, ipatiofius Sc auguftius 
exardificarc deliberavit, quod inconfommatum manere noluerunt qui

them to the Care and InftruBion of Teachers and Maflers , to the Intent that their 
tender Age and mean Condition ( for thd Birth , Vefcent , and outward Qualifica- 
tion, he wanting to a Family, yet inward Ingenuity of Mind is frequently gi- 
ven) might be there taught, iu/truSfed, and grow up together td the bringing forth 
the Bruits of Honejly and Good-Works. Nor , when he had provided thus for 

their firjl Rudiments and Injhru&ion, did he leave them without Helps to continue 
it, but built another Royal College at Cambridge, that the Youth having corn- 
pleated their Studies in Grammar, might have a Way made open for them, to per- 
fe& themfelves in Learning and Virtue. Tins was the Mind and Intention of this 
pious Prince to promote Virtue and Learning, that they might be a Safeguard and 
Ornament to bis Reign and Kingdom, and that he might procure the Prayers of all 
to the End of the Wald, for him and all that were departed this Life. Edward the 
fourth fucceeded him, who mindful of the illujhrious Renown of his Ancejlors, turned 
his Eyes towards Windfor, that Royal Seat of military Honour ; where by the Or- 
nament and Grace of his own frequent Prefence, he confirmed and fettled this knight- 
ly Order, mertafed the Allowance of the Canons Commons, augmented the Salaries 
of the Vicar Priejls and fecular Chanters , he enlarged the Number of the Chorifiers 
and gave them better Provifon. And this he did to the End, that he who had left 
nothing unjmijhed to the beautifying and gracing of this Order, might not want 
the Memory of eternal Honour. For which Reafon he ordered his Body 
to be nobly interred there, having firjl taken Care to bring thither the 
venerable Corps of King Henry the fixth, to which the numerous Company of 
the faithful continually reforted, God calling them (as it was thought) by the Mi- 
racles which were worked there. He mended out of the Temple which King Edward 
the

the third had built, to have ere&ed one much more fyaciaus and augujl, which the 
Knights of the Order who lived there afterwards, would not fujfer to remain un+ 
Jmijhed. Among whom Reginald Bray, Prky*Counfellor to the wife King 
Henry the feventk, being well affe&ed ( as it feems) to that Place , did not 
contribute the leaf Share or Part, as appears by the Monuments there . 
Moreover this Edward the fourth, who excellently copyed after his Ancejlors, 
the Father and Son of the fame Rome, gave many valuable Grants and Menu* 
menu to Windlbr. After thefi came the young King Edward the fourth, and 
the Intruder Richard* Henry the feventh mofljuftly fueceeded thefe, and 
was not, among the many noble and pious ABs of his Ttme, forgetful e/Windfor, 
but with great Indujhy and Application improved and promoted the military Order, 
and likewife augmented the divine Service, and among other Things he infiituted 
and fettled ( according to a Form for that Intent Jet down in Writing) an Order 
and Method for their Qbfequies, graced with peetdiar, folemn emd truly royal 
Ornaments, which kind of Rites in many other Places of England be took Care to 
fee diligently and exaBly obferved,with a numerous Celebration of Maps. He built 
a Temple to our Lord and Saviour, where ( together with an Hofpital) he placed and 
fettled a Number of Poor, devoted to the divine Worjhip , and continual Prayer in 
which he put great Faith and Confidence. He graced W eftminfter with his own 
Sepulchre, and a beautiful Chappel, in which it was placed: He magnificently Jmijhed 
the Chappel of Kings College in Cambridge, which Henry the fixth had Jo Jplen- 
didly begun. To which, his Son the mojl illujhrious Prince Henry the eighth, hath 
added a very compleat Ornament j as that prudent and aSlive Man, Cardinal 
Woliey, then of the Council to this wife Monarch, with great Forejight, and a 




gpodOmpnforetold. > Efcas his .Mhtdled him to do them the Honour cf vi- 
fittng their College , he faid ninth a loud Voice > among a large Concourfe, and the 
noble Ajjcmbly then prefent: This Building was begun by King Henry the 
jixth, perfected by the Seventh, and will be beautified by the Eighth. To whojc 
Mouth, he who gave a prophetick Utterance to Balaam, might give a prophetick 
Virtue alfo: And* to this our now prefent King, (who as he has mhimfelfall 
Right to thefe Kingdoms, has alfo pojfejfed himfelf of all the Virtues of his Ancefiors) 
map the Almighty give Length of Days, and continue them to his Succefpon: May 
he perpetuate in him his truly royal Mind, to the PerfeBion of every Work of 
Piety and hetoick Virtue ; fo that none of his Ancefiors Jhdll have more fplendidly 
orglorimfiy enlarged this military Order, and the divine Glory. Which every 
one may perceive has been his chiefefi Endeavour, who will look back on the Be- 
ginning of his Reign, Jo remarkable for the Succefs and Happinefs cf bis ViBories, 
and the Royal Progrefs he hath made in every Virtue, (to which may Godgranta like 
Continuance and Event) and who Jball regard the following Annals, in which accord- 
ing to their Order of Time, are the ABions (four Kings, who have been Sovereigns of 
this noble Order, recorded from the very fir fi Rife of its Infiitution ; as may be feen 
hereafter , except what feems to be lofi, or lefs curmufly treated cf id the Reigns of 
fomeof our Kings.

The peculiar Pattern of this mofl ilkflrious Order, artihe.Trimty, 'which, in 
Truth, is the Creator, Govemfttr, and ProteHor of dll , . hut more particularly 
chofe by this Order, as the ObjeH of their Invocation y out of which Trinity, 
they have made a mote ejpecial Chinee of the fecond Perfori, Chrijt crucified j 
that he whom they chiefly worfiipped, and invoked at all Times, might 
have his Image reprefented in their Streamers and Banners : As hereto- 
fore did Conftantine, that great Propagator and Mamtamer of the chri- 
Jfiian Tenth , that Conftantine who owed his Birth /^ Helena Daughter to Cole, 

King of this Land ^ England ; who whek he undertook the Extirpation of perfi- 
dious Tyranny and OpprejKoii , fixed the Sign of the Crofs on his Arms and Banners $ 
by the Influence of which Sign, he conquered and defrayed all bis Oppofers. Hence 
only Aid is to be expelled, as bang the only Place from whence it could come. 

But this Learned, and Brave Society, knew very well that there were others like- 
wife, thro * whofe Means Help might be readier asked and obtained, who if wor- 
thily and properly petitioned and applied to, wotddbepleafed to afford Ajftflance ac- 
cording to their Power. Nor does this derogate from God, or the divine tVorJhip, 
but adds greater Honour to it ; when we beg, look for, and obtain Aid and Afji- 
flance, which mufi come originally from God alone, by the Intercejfion of thofe 
withwhomheispleafed. Wherefore this Order hath taken aifo toit felf, the Virgin 
Mary the blefedMdther of God, who, tho* fie is the common Meaiatrefs for att, 
and commonly look'd upon, as the Prote&refs (fall, is neverthelefs more peculiarly 
accounted a Patronefs by this Order. Jn which thej imitate the invincible Ar- 
thur, who next to God himfelf, made his fhjl Applications to the holy Mary, and 
ordered her to be alway called upon in Alarms, Uproars, and m the midfi of Engage -

ments y and that her Image Jhould he painted on their Shields y Armour y andEnJigns. 
After whomEdwaxd the third, having a peculiar Veneration for her whatever he did 
in Relation to this noble Order, 'would have it entirely afcribed to her Honour. And 
of his Mind was Edward the fourth, who without any ReJhriBion recommended 
Mary to his Fellow-Knights, and decreed that Jhe Jhould have fingular Honours 
paid to her. But George the Cappadocian an eleB Soldier of Chrifl, and glori- 
ous Martyr was the mofi peculiar Patron of this Order. Nor was he chofe for 
this only, becaufe when he was alive, he was a Difciple, Profeffor, and fincere 
Defender of the chrijlian Faith, a glorious VtBor over the furious Dacianus, an 
indefatigable Suppreffor of Idolatry and diabolical Ujurpation ; or that being 
Chrijls armed Soldier, or Knight rather, he was always a mojl ready Affertor 
of Religion , and prepared for any great and hazardous Undertaking. It was 
not fo much for aw of thefe Reafons , as for that afterwards, he was a Jure and cer- 
tain Ajjijldnt in thefe Wars, in which the Faithful were engaged agamjl the infidels. 
For we readmHifioty, that, when the Chrifiians attempted to take Jerulalem, and 
it was thought 'mpojjtble to withjland the Showers of Arrows which were darted 
from the Walls, a very beautiful Touth appeared to them in Jhmmg Arms with a red 
Crofs. It is faidthis was George an mfeparable Companion of the chrijlian Soldiers 
in thefe Wars who by firjl climbing the Walls, drew whole Troops after him, and 
Jhewed them that the City was to be taken. Wherefore of all Chrifiians the Englilh 
have done bejt, who have chofe fuch a Leader and Patron, dejigned as it were by 
God hhnfelf, whom they might call upon : And who by fuch great Examples, firjl 
Jhewed himfelf willing to be Patron and Intercejfor for fuch Men. But he who will 
credit St. Ambrofe, will not detraB from the Honour of our George the Soldier 
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detre&abit, qui fidem Ambrofio non abrogabit. DeDracone, liberataque 
Regix Srirpis nitidifiima puella quod narrant, & tam variis Pi&uris pro- 
ftituunt, non eft ut anxie defendendum effe cenfeam : Cum id Apocry- 
phum nonnulli clamitent. At nec ita ferendus ulque protervior duiipiani* 
ut quidlibet iftius obftinate condemned Si quis Allegoriam adaat, haud 
recufoj modo Veritatem Hiftoriae non deneget, ut fit Georgius, quit- 
quis Baptifmali Virtute Armaturaque fidei te&us, terreftre Corpus 
debita Cultura componit, & Serpentinum Virus, Draconis Infidias, 
dsmoniacas Artes Armis (piritualibus evincit, arteque vera feu fpiri- 
tuali proterit & confundit.

and Martyr of Chrif, concerning the Dragon and Deliverance of the beautiful roy- 
al Virgin, which is related and fet forth in fo many Pictures. '• I fall take no Pains to 
defend it, fmee there are fome who look upon it as an obfeure F0ion. But who •» 
foeVer is fo refra&ory, as objlinately to condem every part of this Story , is not 
to be bo/re with. I fall not contradiEf thofe who will make an Allegory of it, fti 
they do not deny the Certainty of this Hijlory. Suppofe every one George, who 
being cloathed with the Virtue of Baptifm and Armor of Faith, keeps his earthly 
Body in SubjeSfion by due Exercife of Religion and Piety ; and by the Armour of 
the Spirit overcomes, and by true fpiritual Arts, crufes and confounds the Serpent's 
Poifon, the Snares of the old Dragon, and his diabolical Arts and Stratagems. 
This true Martyr and excellent and valiant Soldier of Chrif, if ter many m- 
fpeakable Torments infixed on him by an impious Tyrant, when he had bent his 
Head and was juf ready to give up theGhof, eamejlly entreated Almighty God, 
that whoever in Remembrance of him, and his Name, fotdd devoutly ask any Thing, 
might be heard a Voice inf ant ly came from Heaven, fgnifring that that was 
granted which he had requefied. Have not therefore the Englifti Soldiers, and 
the Ref of their Country Med mof prudently in Chufrng, out of fo many heavenly 
Powers, this one to be their tutelar Saint and Prote&or, whom they might invoke 
and call upon in the midf of Dangers, and even tn the Tumults of War, who whilf 
living, by Prayer obtained that whoever Jhouldfy to him for his lntercefion,Jhould 
not pray or cry out in vain ? He ordered the Trunk of his Body which had its Ori- 
gin from among Inf dels, to be fent to them , that they, whom he had 'not been 
able to ferve when Living, might receive Benefit from him when dead j that thofe 
Infidels who by any Misfortune had lof their Senfes by coming to him or

his Chappel, might he reflated to Soundnefs of Mind and Judgment : 

His Head and other Members nvere to he carried fame one Way, and fame 
another. But his Heart the Emblem of lively Love *was beyuathed 
folely to Chriftians for 'whom be had the moft fervent AfleBwn : Nor 
to aU them m general, the' Chriftians , but to Engliihmen alone: And 
not to every Part of England, but only to his aum Windfor, vdmh on 
this Account , mufl have been more pleaflng to the Sovereigns and all others * 
the Knights of tins mefl dluflmus Order. Hus his Heart , together vuth a 
large Part of his Skull is there kept with due Honour and Veneration. 
Sigifinond Emperor of Alemain, always Augufl, being chofe into this ho- 
nourable Order, prefinted this Heart to the invincible Henry the Fifth : 
Who gave Orders to have it referved in that convenient Place, 'where he 
had already mflituted for hmfelf folenrn Exefuies for ever, that the Re* 
gard he had far that Place above sdl others, might be pafl Difpute. The 
Edwards afterwards added Edward the Qmfeflbr, that by thefe together the 
Patronage of this Order might have been compleated. But there yet remains 
to be added to thefe, the pious and wonderworking Henry.

R ICHARD the Second, Son of Prince Edward Eldejl Son of Ed- 
ward the Third, being eleven Tears old, was on the i id of June, A. D. 
1317, advanced to the lofty Throne of the Kingdom, and on the 1 $th of July 
following, being the Feajl of St. Swithin, was crowned at Weftminfter. In the 
$th Tear afterwards, he married the mofi noble Anne, Daughter of Charles the 
Fourth > Emperor 0/ Germany, and Sifier o/Wenceflaus, alfo Emperor, omitting 
nothing therein which is ufually Jhewn m fuch a Solemnity. In the eighth Tear 
of his Reign he received the King of Armenia (who being dethroned ly the 
Turks had fed to him) in a royal Manner and dijmified him, enriched with many 
Prefents and full of Satisfaction. In the twelfth Tear of his Reign rejiding in the 
Tower, or rather the Cajtle of London, he caufed Jufis to he appointed and pro- 
claimed in the Street of London called Smithfield, to continue for four and 
twenty Days, whither, bejides many of his own SubjeBs, Touths of figure, 
and defirous of Honour and Fame, divers Foreigners alfo came ; efpecially 
the Count of St. Paul, the Heir of the Duke of Holland 5 and one of 
the Sons of the Count of Auftria: The King's Table during this Time was 
open to all Gentlemen, and all having been treated according to their 
Dignity, the Foreigners being more particularly rewarded according to their 
Merits, returned Home with Glory. For this King was (as the Hifio- 
rian Peter of Poi&iers affirms) a Prince of fo great Liberality, and even 
Magnificence, that the like had fcarce been found among his Predecef- 
fors.

of London, 'who had a 'while before defervedly incurred the King’s An* 
ger and Difpleafure , , but e were now returning into Favour} and ejpecially 
at the Interpofition of the good and gracious Queen Anne, he returned front 
his Palace of Schene to London j where pajfing with a majejlkk Look 
through the Acclamations of the Citizens , he was received with all the Ho* 
nour and Tranfport that the City , defirous of that Thing to the lajl Degree, 
could by all Manner of Ornaments in their Drefs, their Buildings, and their 
Streets exprefs • and was likewife by large and various Prefents courted for 
his Grace, and the Favour (as they Term it) of his Bedchamber. After * 
wards in the feventeetoth Tear and feventh Day of June, that mild pious and 
gracious Lady, the mofi noble Queen Anne died, and as Jhe had done whiljl alive ; 
fo now being dead, Jhe lies by the Side of her mojl beloved King Richard at Weft- 
minfter. In his nineteenth Tear at Calice, in the Church of St. Nicholas, he took 
to Wife the Lady Ilabella, Daughter of Charles the Sixth, King of the French, 
her Father eamejlly befeechmg Almighty God, that he might from that Time 
retain with him that Pledge, after his Wife and eldefi Son, the dearefi to 
his Heart, which (he hoped) tnight for the future contribute to the Glory 
and Safeguard of his, and the firmejl Frkndjhip of both Kingdoms. But 
in the mean Time, whiljl the Solemnity of the Marriage was carried on 
after this Manner, the Father of the Lady with a noble Retinue, and hand- 
fame Equipage came down to Ardres, the lajl City of Picardy, where 
within his own Borders, he ereBed an exceeding rich and fumptuous 
Tent, and our Richard pitched one like it a little beyond his Caftle of 
Guynes, there being feventy Paces dijlance between them. There was likewife in

the Middle of the Plain a third ereBed, where the Kings very often 
met and difeourfed ( as it feemed) of their Affairs, both of them fianding 
on each Side of the Way , the King of England on this Side, and King of 
France on that 5 the Armies alfo of both Kings, being ( as was before con - 
certed) placed at a fmall Dijlance. As for the divers Interviews of the 
Princes there, the royal Furniture of the Tents, the Riches of the Sideboards, 
the fplendid and various Courfes of Liquors, Spices, and D 'tjhes, the At - 
tendants in waiting, their elegant and exaff Dif charge of their refpe&ive 
Offices, and the full Performance of all Things in thehr proper Places, with 
all kinds of Honour alternately, the exquijite Prefents of Gold, Jewels, and 
other Things, he that dejires to know them , let him read Froiflart on that 
Head. After all thefe Kinds' of Honour and Friendship publickly expreffed, 
Richard receiving with Joy from Charles, the Wife he gave him, brought 
her honourably into England : Where in the Twenty fecond Tear of his Reign, 
having already prepared an Army and Provijions for fuch an Enterphze, he 
x went himfelf over profperoufly into Ireland, and fubdumg that wild Nation 
forced the Ufurpers and Rebels into a due SubjeBion.

H ENRY the Fourth, Son of John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, 

began to reign m England in the Tear from the Incarnation of Chriji, ‘ 
one tkoufand three hundred eighty and nineteen. 

In the firjl Tear of his Reign, he folemnly kept his Chriftmas at Wind- 
sor. 

In his third Tear , in the Month of Auguft, the mojl noble Put chefs of 
Bretagne landed at Falmouth, a Port of Cornwall, and being fplendidly con- 
duit ed from thence to Winchefter, was married to the King in that Cathedral, 
with a Pomp fuitable to the Occafion, and yet with a much greater, after * 
wards in his fourth Tear , Jhe pajfed through the Streets of Weftminfter, and 
was royally crowned on the fourteenth of December. 

In this fame fourth Tear, Rupert, who fucceeded Wenceflaus as Empe- 
ror, voluntarily coming into England, and being received with all the Ho- 
nour due to fo great an Emperor, and with various Kinds of Entertain- 
ments every where, and in fine with great Prefents from all Quarters 
brought to him, who returned greater Ones (for he was not only defirous 
cf appearing magnificent, but was really fo, and becaufe his long Stay here 
had been very chargeable to the King) and being honourably attended to the 
Sea, returned Home. 

In his fixth Tear at London in Smithfield, there was performed a gal- 
lant Tilt, between Edmund Earl of Kent, and one * Maurice a Baron of

Scotland, to the great Appalufe of both , hut yet that to the Earl was de- 
fervedly fuperior and more extenfive. 

In the fiventh Tear of his Reign, Lucia Daughter of the Duke of Milan 
was given in Marriage to Edmund Holland Earl of Kent, m the Church 
cf b St. Mary Overy, and the King hmfelf was pleafed to give her away, 
and deliver her into the Priejf s Hand. From thence fie was conduced m a 
fplendid Manner to the Bifiop of Winchefter s Palace in the Neighbourhood, 
and entertained with very great and fimptuous Banquets. Lafily the Lady 
Philippa the King’s youngefi Daughter, fit Sail towards the North, and 
having a nolle Attendance of Ecclefiafiiced, as well as other Lords, arri- 
ved at Londen a City m Denmark, where the King of that Countrey mar- 
ried her. • 

A little after there arofe a grievous Complaint, which was often delated, 
as well before the King and Parliament, as the Mayor and his Council, about 
the intolerable DefiruBien of Fifi, occafioned by Wares built in the Thames, 
for an extravagant taking of Fifi. Whereupon the Mayor and Citizens, 
who would fain be accounted the Overfeers and Confervators of that River, 
did at lafi, after many Supplications and great Pams obtain, that all fuck 
Works in the Water for j even Mdes beyond Kingfton, and likewife aU that 
were between Gravefend and London, fiould be entirely defiroyed. 

In his tenth Tear the Steward (as they call him) of 4 Heynalt, came into 
England with a Jplendid Company, to fiow their Ability in Jufling. A Place

was affgned them hy the King in Smithfield, and 'very 'well fenced 'with 
Rails , 'where for eight Days continually the Tilting 'was gallantly carried on , 
hut the highef Glory rejted on the Englifli Nobility, however the Foreigners 
•were not without their Praife, and having received magnificent Prefents, re- 
turned with great Satisfaction* 

In his thirteenth Tear while he was ferioufiy fettling the Affair of his 
* Journey to Jerulalem, and a little after Chriltmas, being in a manner 
ready to take his Leave, was praying at the Tomb of St. Edward, he was 
fetzed with a fudden Illnefs, and had fallen down immediately, if he had 
not been fupported by the Hands of his Servants, and carried into the next 
Bed-chamber of the Abbot, where a little While afterwards being compofed to Ref, 
and dijpojmg of Jitch Things as were neceffary, at leaf of what he could, he 
commended his Soul to God, leaving four Sons, Henry afterwards King, 
the fifth of the Name, Thomas Duke of Clarence, John Duke of Bedford* 
and Humfrey Duke of Glocefter. 

Further his Annals, at leaf as to what relates to this mof noble Order, 
are wanting.

H ENRY the Fifth was in the Tear of our Lord \ 141a, on the 9th Day 
of April crowned at Weftminfter. Afterwards like a Perfon reclaim- 
ed, throwing off entirely all the Vices of his former Life, howfoever occajioned ly 
his loofe Companions, he apply ed his Mmd to the State of his Kingdom, that is {as 
he himfelf explained it) to the Beauty of Vertue and Glory only. Soon after he~ 
gmnmg with an ASl of Jmgptlar Piety, he removed the Corps of his noble Prede- 
ceffor Richard, which till then, had been interred after a Manner unfitting his 
royal Dignity, to W eftminfter, and there at lajl laid it by his dearejl Queen Anne, 
where he appointed four Wax-Tapers to bum perpetually, adding alfo magnificent 
Obfefuies to be celebrated Weekly, in which, on the Morrow after Mafs was 
ended, eleven Shillings and eight Pence were to be dijlributed to the Poor, Man 
ly Man, and alfo others annually, in which twenty Pounds were to be dijlri- 
buted m like Manner . 

Afterwards being dejhrous to increafe continually, and improve the great 
Endowments both of his Mind and Body, after he had abundantly advifed 
thereon, he began alfo in a proper Seafon to ad and ajfert in Eamejf his Right 
to France, being ready either to receive it, if quietly furrendered to him, or 
to reduce it by the Sword. 

Hence did this invincible Prince thrice enter France. Fhjlwitha well difeip - 
lined Amy, he flies crofs the Sea, befieges and takes Towns and commits them to 
the Cuflody of his Men. ’Tts wonderful here, how Piety exalted human Strength, 
whilfi the Enemy out of too great a Confidence in the Parade and Number of their 
Forces, being indeed 40000 armed and exceeding well difciplmed Men, and oppofed

When on a fudden pafjtmg over and 
falling in upon them, they manfully attack the others, overthrow and kill them ; by 
Art, Force and Piety ( which being united, nothing can fiand before them) they ma - 
nifeflly obtain a Victory, which was at firjt incredible, and carry thofe Soldiers, 
that a While before mfiulted them , away with them as Prifoners. Which AStion when 
it came to be known in England, Te Deum was fung, Prayers were offered up, and 
the People every where overflowed with a pious, Joy. Laflly , in the fifth Tear of his 
Reign, returning with an Army into France, he befieged (as the Thing offered) other 
Towns and took them -, and not only his jingle felf, but his Generals alfo reduced 
Towns, fame one, and fame another ; to the Kings Obedience,efpecially the Duke of Cla- 
rence, avd Earl of Warwick 1 To whom the Kmgfliavmg divided his Army into three 
Parts, committed two of them of equal Force, not imprudently, becaufe they had be- 
haved themfehves fo gallantly.

At the Beginning of the firji Fefpers , the Sovereign , who was exceedingly 
turn'd to Piety , when he faw a Thing omitted hy his Companions of the Or- 
der, which (in his Opinion) ought in the JirJl Place to he done, he could hear 
no longer, hut having admonijbed them on the Spot, he would lead the Way to 
their doing it from that Time. For at their Entry into the Choir, and going 
to their Stalls there , theyfeemed not to have given fufficient Reverence to God 
and the Altar. Now John Duke of Bedford rememhred it had been decreed 
in the Chapter, which he had held in the d 6th Tear of this invincible Prince 
in his Ahfence, That all of this Order Jbould always at their going in, and 
coming out, and likewife at their defcendmg the Steps, how themfelves, and 
do Reverence to the King, if prefent, or in his Ahfence, to the King's Stall, 
thereby to Jhew that he was their Sovereign, and they owed him all Kind of 
SubjeBion and Obedience. But the mbf divine King, declared it was much 
more rational and fitting, That they jhould firji how and pay due Honour to the 
King, who is truly fiupreme and almighty, the Lord God, and to his e Altar, as 
was praHified hy Ecclejiajlicks, and then whatever Honour they owed to him, 
they might alfio dificharge, paying their Deference to him or his Stall (as thy 
believed they ought.) This his Will mjphred no doubt from Heaven, he caufied to 
he immediately declared to the Knights Companions that fiat in the Stalls on the 
Right Hand hy the Dean, and to thofie on the Left hy the Regifler of the Order. They 
exceedingly approved this Dire&ion, and were at their next going out of their 
Stalls very careful to aSl according to it.

And as this fourth Statute 'which was before imperfeB , . he rendred after 
this Manner perfeB, fo he brought niore of that Sort to the like PerfeBion j 
cjpecially the runt h, in 'which it was decreed. That if the Sovereign could not 
he prefent at the Pefiival df St. George, he Jhould fubfiitute another , See. To 
' which this oUr Sovereign added further. That in what Part of the World fo - 
ever the Sovereign be, provided he have a fuffeient Number of CoeleBors with 
him, if he make any EleBion it Jhall fond good, and if it happen that any 
of the Stalls he vacant, the EleBion of future Knights Jhall belong to the So- 
vereign wherefoever he be j but the Sovereign Jhall take care to acquaint the 
P erf on deputed by him therewith. Much more Jhall the Peirfon deputed take 
particular care when Vacancies in the Stalls Jhall happen, to give Advice there- 
of to the Sovereign, even whiljl he is abroad. But if there is not a fuffici-> 
ent Number with the Sovereign, after he has notified it to the Per fon appointed 
by him, and declared who feem to him the fittejf, on Account of their Perfe- 
ctions of Body and Mind, the EleBion (hall belong to the Perfon deputed, by 
Virtue of the Statutes. 

The tenth Statute indeed, in which the Prorogation of the fefilval Solemnity 
is treated of, he thus explained with the Ajfent of all the Companions of the

Month y nor the JirJl and fourth of May, by reafon of the Feafs of the 
Apojllesy Philip and James, and of the Invention of the holy Crofs of our 
Lord Jefus Chrijl, nor Afcenfion Day or Whitfunday, or any other double Fe- 
fl'waly r whofe firjl or fecond Vefpers may be dijlurbed thereby. 

They all like e wife there agreed in this , That none of the Knights Jhotdd go 
abroad without the Garter , unlefs it was on Horfebacky and he were booted j 
injlead of which Garter he Jhall then wear a filken blew Ribbond, or Silk 
Lace within his left Boot under the Knee , by which Tye of his left Leg, he 
is not ill advertifed that he ought to refrain from every JiniJfer and unlucky 
Affion. But neither this nor any Thing elfe pall bindery but that every one of 
them entring the Chapter mujl have one Leg tied about , arid adorned with the 
Garter it felf. 

It was alfo decreedy That whenever any Dying leaves a Stall vacanty the 
Sword, Helm , and Appendages which come to be offered, be offered in 
fuch Manner , That the Sword begin the ASlion, which pall be carried by two 
Per fans to be afjigned by the Sovereign , or his Deputy , and then what there 
is bejides in the like Form, as the Thing was exceeding well performed there 
the Day following. 

For the Sovereign the next Day called the Knights together, to celebrate 
Mafs as ufual for the deceas'd, in which the Sword of the aforefaid 
£ Thomas, that had been hung up was offered by the Hands of John Duke

Thefe Things being thus (as the Statutes exprefs) 
performed, they made an Offering for the Souls not only of thefe, but of all the 
Faithful, and immediately after made a Confitution among themfelves, that this 
Rite whenever the like Cafe happened, Jhould be obferved for the future. 

Moreover to that Statute whereby it is provided. That Foreigners eleBed into 
this Order Jhall have a Power of being admitted and injlalled by Proxies, tht 
Sovereign added, that fuch as by the Kings Command went abroad to War, 
or on any other Account, and were detained there by neceffary Bujinefs, Jhould 
enjoy the fame Privilege.

And becaufe the Sovereign had for great and weighty Caufes a Dejign of going 
out of the Kingdom and of being dbfent , It was decreed by the AJfent of all 
prefent, That a little Seal [Privy Signet] Jhould be made to hang behind the 
Common-Seal of the Order, which the King might caufe to be carried every 
where to be Jet to fuch Alls as relate to the Order, and the Deputy might not 
m the mean while , want one which he might likewife fet to his Alls at the fame 
Time. 

That 1 Statute by which it waspermitted,That if any body would give ten Pounds 
to the College, he might by the Dean and Canons be admitted into the Number of 
thofe for whom they ought toprdy, the Sovereign thus rejhramed, That from thence- 
forward the Dean and Canons Jhould by no means lay fuch a Burden on the College, 
without the Knowledge and Confent of the King, or his Deputy, and the Knights 
of the Order. 

In the tenth Tear of the moft potent Henry the 5 th, King of England, Go- 
vemour and Heir of France, on the x^th of April, the very potent John Duke 
of Bedford appointed Prejident of the moft noble Order, celebrated the Feaft of 
St. George at Wyndefor, having prefent with him Sir Thomas D’Erpyngham, 
Sir Lewis Robertfacke, and Sir Heretongs Cleux.

H ENRY the Sixth , a Child eight Months old, the only Son of Henty 
the Ftfth, began to reign A. D, 1422, on the Kalends of Septem- 
ber, 'who by Reafon of the Weaknefs of his Age, 'was committed to the 
Guardianjbip of his Uncles, and they governed the Kingdom for him, The 
Duke of Bedford, Regent of France, and the Duke of Gloccfter, Prote&or 
of England. For Charles being novo dead, bejides the Right of his Mother, 
that Kingdom did in Virtue of the Treaty folemnly before concluded between 
Henry the Fifth and him, jujtly fall to this Child, and the whole Nobility (4 
few only excepted, who favoured the Dauphin) having confented thereto, joined 
in delivering up all the Right thereof to the Duke of Bedford, now the true 
Admmijlrator and Regent. 

On the feventh of November following, the Body of the mojl renown- 
ed Prince Henry the Fifth, being folemnly brought with fuch mournful Rites 
as are ufed in the Cafe of Kings, was with all becoming Solemnity buried 
at the Feet of St. Edward at Weftminfter, his Soul being commended to God 
by the auxiliary Vows and Prayers of a prodigious Multitude of People, or r a* 
ther of the whole Kingdom, which was every where pouring out their Suppli- 
tions for the Salvation of their dearejl Prince. 

But the innocent King, whom God began to forejbew, to Jtgnify that 
he was his chofen one, when his Mother on the Lord's Day being ready for 
a foumey, and already feated m her Chariot, called her little Son to her, 'tis 
wonderful with what a Squawlmg he Jlruggled againjl it,fo that his Nurfe could 
not help him, and his Mother was forced to return, left the Child (as Jhe feared)

The Earl of Weftmcrland fent a probable Caufe of Abfence to the Chapter , 
Lord Willoughby who nvas abfent on the Eve, came on the Feoff Day ; Sir 
Robert Umrrivylle’j Excufe was That he was defending the Borders of Scot- 
land *, Sir William Haryngton was excufed by the c Chancellor. Then was one 
Stall vacant at Wyndefor by the Death of John Lord Clyflbrd, who was 
flam at the Siege of Meux. m Brye ; To which the late invincible King had, 
by the unanimous Conjent of the Knights Companions then prefent, eleUed the 
Duke of Burgundy j But he had not as yet given his AnJwer, whether he 
would accept that EleSfion or no ; and therefore it was determined to fend Let- 
ters to him, to engage him to declare his Mind in that Point. 

There was no Charge exhibited againjf ary for Crimes committed. 

There alfo was it agreed. That the Livery (as they eaU it) of the Garter 
Jhould be Jent to the Knights of the Order, who were Foreigners (as the 
Statutes require). 

Letters were alfo written by Conjent to each of the Companions within 
the Kingdom who had not come to the Feajf as they ought. That they Jhould 
fend the Caufe of their Hindrance under their Seals and Coats of Arms, and 
be prefent at the next Feajf, notwithjfandmg any Difpenfation, tojhew Caufe 
why they Jhould not be pumped on that Account, Jmce the Statutes fo order.

and Mantle Jhould be left there as the Statutes require ; That the ufual Fees, as 
well for the Admittance of the e King hhnfelf, as of the King of Denmark, 
alfo Jhould be paid at the King's Expence, according to the Statutes of the 
College ; That the Authority of the Sovereign Jhould caufe Maps to be cele- 
brated for the Soul of his late deceas'd Father, as the Statutes require ; That 
Sir John Robertfacke Jhould be Keeper of the Common Seal of the Order y and 
Lajtly, That by the Authority of the Sovereign, a Commjpon Jhould be drawn 
up, to declare what Authority, and Power the Perfon to be made his Deputy 
Jhould have, during his Abfence and tender Agef. 

In the fecond Tear of his Reign, the §[ueev having the Child on her Lap, 
m a triumphant Manner went through the Shows prepared at London to

But becaufe there was now one 1 Stall vacant, viz. John Lord Clyfford’s, 
nubom we have mentioned before, to which two Tears before, whilfl the in- 
vincible King Henry ' the Fifth was alive and performing Wonders in France, 
the renowned Duke of Burgundy had been named by him and his Collegues, It 
was thought proper That fame Perfons Jhould be fent to him with that Nomi- 
nation, to defire that he would vouchfafe to accept it ■, But he confdering fe- 
rioufly there were fome Difputes between the mofi potent Duke of Glocefter, 
and his Uncle the Duke of Brabant, advanced a fair Excufe namely. That if 
he Jhould 1 accept it, he Jhould be obliged in no very honourable Manner to 
break through the pious Laws, either of Affinity or the Statutes : He deferr d 
it therefore under Pretence of advijtng further about it, which did not ft very 
pleajrng on his Mind for fome Time.

In which the 1 Nominations of each 
Knight there prefent were received, in the Abfence of the Prelate, by the Dean 
and Regifler, and then Jbewn to the Prejident Deputy, who weighing in hhnfelf 
the Merits of their Courage, Prudence, and other Virtues and illujhrious ABions 
and Endeavours, and what would be of the greatejl Service to the State, judged 
the brave John Lord Talbot to be the mojl worthy of the Perfons named, 
and therefore declared him to be chofen into this mojt noble Order, infead of 
the Lord who died fome Ttme before. 

In his third Tear when the invincible Regent, had reduced under his Subje&ion 
many Cities of no mean Note, which till then had adhered to the Dauphin, 
The Prote&or with the Dutchefs of Holland whom he had married, went to 
take Pojfeffton of the large Territory which belonged to his Wife. 

At which Ttme the Prince of m Portugal coming into England, was ho- 
nourably received, and entertained.

1460, on the 2.9th of June following, with all royal Ceremony and Pomp 
crowned at Wcftminfter, whither he was canted in a triumphant Manner 
from the Tower of London, being anointed {as ufual) 1 y the Arcb-Bi/hop. 
And when the Quefliou was ask'd in the Great-Hall, the Affcnt of the whole 
People was from with great Acclamations .

Duke of Burgundy to be his immediate Succcflbr* 
in the third Stall of the Sovereign's Side : Now 
during the Life-time of this Earl, who lived till 
the Battle of Barnet on Eaficr-Dzy 1471, we find 
that this Martial Duke C who as Condnes /. 4. Qb. i.

was inverted with the Garter , which was in Ja- 
nuary 1469, fee Introdufl. p. 69, 82, 83* Not- 
withftanding the Pardon that this Earl, and hit 
Son-in-law the Duke of Clarence obtained in Cbrift- 
mas 9 E. 4, they foon thought fit to continue on 
in their Rebellions, as *tis reared in a Writ 24 
March , Clauf.

In the twenty third Tear of his Reign this moji illujhrious King Edward 
the Fourth died, and being carried ( fuch was his lajl Will) from Weftminfter 
to Windfor, was mofi honourably buried in a Place he had pitched on before . 

For there he bequeathed his Body for Rejl, where his Mind had Ref whiljl he 
lived ; relying on the Merit of Our Lord's Paffion, and on Faith therein, there 
is no doubt, but that having a Jledfajt Hope in God, he is advanced to Happi - 
nefs. But with great Humility and Piety fearing for himfelf, who had 
pajfed through this uncertain Life with fo doubtful a Rotation of Fortune, he, 
as he could, called in the Preyefs of others to his Aid. And as he did fo in 
other Places, fo he did more efpecially at Wyndelor, where befdes the whole 
Choir, who having their Mantainancc from his Provijionfor them, fpend their 
JJves in ferv'mg the Lord God, fingmg, addrejjing, interceding;, and praying 
to him, fo as to recommend them to eternal Life, by whofe Support they thus 
live j he appointed two feleU Priefs to offer in particular for his Soul, now 
good old Men, honejl, learned, and entirely given up to their Founder, befides 
whofe Tomb they Morning and Evening perform divine Offices, do every Thing 
there in a folemn leifurely and pious Manner, as if they had nothing to mind, 
hut the procuring of their Founder's Happinefs, they preach at fiateaTtmes, and 
faprubl the People, teach them with Modejly and Piety $ fuch as hereafter we 
may alfo hope there may be, that fo pious a Founder may really obtain what he 
has endeavoured by Means of thefe : That College aifo towards which he was 
Wonderfully affelfed, he of himfelf ejlablijhed, enlarged, endowed and "adorned*

Ill* which wu left and remained 
entire riH He n> VII took it down and built a new 
Chappel in that Place, with an Intention to be 
buried therein, which was vacant at the Time he

It was formerly believed that feveral Relicks of 
St. George were prelerved in this Chappel.

Mon.Angl. vol. 3* p- 83, 
and therein a Bone of him is mentioned, but ’tis 
not exprefled, whether this was the fame, which 
Thomas Earl of Lancajler gave to the Earl of War- 
nick at his Chriftning, and which that Earl in his 
Will 43 Ed. Ill gave to his own Son. Xtanf. Bar. 
I Vol. P. 234* The Heart of St .George was bellow- 
ed on this College by the Emperor Sigifmond. See 
Introd. p. 29, note b. whereof there are fome 
Accounts in this Book n. 40, 15c and ioroewhat 
more will be laid in the Appendix, in the TraX 
Riled modus obviam eundi Rtgu His Right Leg was 
-prefented to Hen. VII, AfSm. p. 562, mentioned 
hereafter under 20 H. VII. But the CoDeSor hath 
not yet met with any other Notice of this valuable 
Head of St. George lave in this Author, who hath 
not entertained us with its Hiftory, or whence 
Ed.

May it be allowable to interpole a Conjecture, 
that this King might bring it with him from his 
interview with Lems XI at iV7**g*7, near Amiens , 
for we fhall find that it was believed the Head of 
this Saint was in that Place, at leaft this will give 
an Opportunity to give the ExtraX of a Book 
wrote by MonfieUr Du Frefne Skttr de Cange, a Per- 
fon of incredible Erudition in the molt hidden 
Points of Antiquity. 

It (hould be premifed as to theft Relicks in ge- 
neral, that Monfieur Balfiet hath jultly obferved 
that all the Narratives of their Tranllations can 
have no fure Foundation, till we are afeertained 
of the Manner of his Martyrdom, and the Place 
where he fullered' and was buried. But the Editor 
defires not to be mifunderfiood by the following 
Paragraphs on his Relicks, in any Manner to dis- 
credit the Exiiience or Reality of this Saint, whole 
Memory hath been oblerved in die Church from 
the Days of C 'onftantine, fee Dr. Heylin in his Hill, 
of St. George, Mr. Set dens Titles of Honour, and 
Theoph.

Kenftria , where this true Head of 
die Baptift now remains, and gave the Arm of 
St. George to the Church of St. Martin de Peqtigny 
Hill prelerved there. He then proceeds to obfetve, 
that Robert Earl of Flanders brought from Jerusa- 
lem an Arm of St. George , and gave it to the Ab- 
bey d'Ancbim. Athene. A. D. 1 too. Rob. de Monte 
accefj. ad Sigebert in ditto anno , which was removed 
to Hefdin, Malbanq. 1 . 9- c. xxviit. Spondan. 1205. 
That the Chronicle of Andrew Dandolo Doge or 
Venice relates, that he lent to that City an Arm of 
St. George, that his Arm is iikewifc faid to be in 
the Church of the Auruftms in Padona. Portenari 
della f elicit a di Padona U 9. c- xxvi. That the Em- 
peror Lotbsar gave his Arm to the Abbey of Pram 
Bronw. 1 * 8 Anna]. Trevir. all which he thinks eafily 
reconciled by die Suppofition, that thofe Relicks 
are not entire Arms in thofe feveral Churches, but 
only fome Parts of his Arms in each Church. But 
then as to the Head of St. George, he faith that 
Vifeur writes Sstrton left it in the Abbey of Mar- 
momier in his Journey to Aniens, which he con- 
ceives to be a wrong Tranflation, becaufe that 
Monaftery had the Head of St. Gorgon , and that 
Touraine . where this Abbey is fdtuated, is ■eat df 
the Roaa from Italy to Amiens , and therefore he 
conjectures, that he miftook it for Marmoset ier m 
Touraine, fome Diliance from Mondidier, which 
Houle was al aloft deferted; and therefore as to 
himfelf, he remained under no Doubt, but Sstrom 
brought this Head alfo to Amiens, fince he there 
founded an yearly Diftribution to the Canons who 
Ihould aflift at Mafic on St. George’* E eft ival, where 
he alfo created a Chappel in Honour of both thefe 
Saints. 

This is the Subftance of what he hath pablifked 
touching the Relicks of St. George, to which feve- 
red Inftances might have been added of other

I N the * Ftrjl Tear cf King Edward the Fifth, a Touth of a Difpofition truly 
Royal, on the twenty fourth Day of May, Lord Dudeley empowered by tpe 
Authority of the Kings Highnefs and Commiffion, held the accuftomed Solemnity 
at Wyniaefbr, halving Sir John Aftheley to join with him.

Harley , 
and fome latter Inftances in Dr. Burnet. Cboppin 
one of the moll celebrated Civilians of France , 
who died on 30 January 1606 takes Notice “ Promp-

u fiodiri in Arcbivis Weftmonafterienfis templi y Co- 
<c mitiali morbo laborantibns mirifice falutarem : (ft 
“ bine natum , ut Anglix Reges quotannis annulos

<( membra dtvina virtute diffotventes." Doman. Gal- 
lic p. 223. This Subjefl only an Incident, and be- 
yond the Extent of this Work will be difmiffed 
with an extraordinary Argument of Chancellour 
Fortefcue y which Ihews the Praflicc of the Age 
wherein he wrote, and that this fanative Vertue 
was thought, as in the abovementioned Ritual of 
the Confecration, to be derived from the anoint- 
ing the Kings Hands at his Coronation. In his 
Defence of the Houfe of Lane After. " Item Regibus 
<c Angliac regali ipfo officio plura incumbunt ; qua natura 
u multebri adverjantur — then after fitting forth the 
Cure of the Kings Evil he proceeds* Item du- 

rum & argentum facris unttis mambas Regum Angliac 
in die Pafchx [it fhould have been Parafceves ] 
divinorum 1 tempore , quemadmodum Reges Angliac 
annuatim facere folent y tattum devote & oh latum , 
fpajmaticos & caducos curant y quemadmodum per 
annulos ex ditto auro feu argento fattos y & digi- 
tis bujufmodi morbidorum impofitis y multis in mun- 
di partibus crebro ufu expertum eft . Qua gratia Re- 
ginis non confertur ? cum ipfa in manibus non ungan- 
tmr &c. His reafoning is very feeble, becaufe though 
Queens Conforts were to be anointed on the Head 
andStomack only, and in no other Place to intimate 
their want of fupreme Authority. Memn. du /acre 
des Rois p. 402, and even the Unflion on their 
Heads for the fame Reafon, different from that of 
the Kings their Husbands. Leibnitz, Cod. Jur. Gent. 
Diplom. vol. 2. p. 68, yet Sovereign Qpeens of this 
Realm, (whereof there had been none in his Time) 
ought to be crowned with the fame Ceremonies as 
far as they are confiftent with their Sex, as Kings 
themfelves. The Roman Pontifical orders Kings to 
be anointed on the right Thumb, which is to be 
Omitted to Queens. Polydor Virgil \Mf[. Angl.p. 143 
relates a Tradition that Edw* the Conftfjor gave a 
Ring to a poor Man, who asked an Alms of him 
upon the Motive of the Love he bore to St John 
Baptift , which was afterwards broughrback toliim 
by Perfons returning from Jerusalem, and this be- 
ing interpreted as a Prefage of his Death which 
foon followed, he was buried in Weftminfter Abbey I 
where this Ring was long kept witn great Venera - 1 
tion, Cl quod falutaris ejjitt menwris ftupentibus y valeretq: 
44 adyerfus Comitialem merbum , cum t anger etur ah 
4< iSis qui ejufmodi tentarentur morbts . Hinc natum ,

“ duunt y bifee in morbis nunquam funt. 

There were feveral Stalls vacant in this firft Year. 
In the Battle of Bofwortb were flain the Duke of 


Norfolk , W liter Devereux Lord Ferrers and Sir Ri- 
chard Ratcliffs and at the fame Place the Earl of 
Surry was taken Prifoner, .and Francis Vilcount 
Lovel fled from thence and took Sanfluary at G>L 
cbefter ; Thefe five Companions of this Order were 
attainted of High Treafon in the firft Parliament 
of this King, fo that their Stalls became void ; 
and it is alfo probable that the Stall formerly enjoy- 
eJ by Richard Duke of Tori Son of* Ed* IV, was not 
filled during the Ufurpation of Rich. HI. 

It may De difficult to find the exaft Time* 
when all thefe Vacancies were fupplied : However 
'tis evident from this Inftrument, that the Earl of 
Oxford and Sir John Cheney had been inftalled be- 
fore St* Georges Day in this firft Year, the former 
fucceeded to the Duke of Norfolky and the latter to 
the Lord Ferrers y and it may be reafonably fup- 

E ofed that fome of thefe other empty Stalls, mignt 
ave been filled in the fame Chapter when thefe 
two were elefted, as the Lord Denbam might then 
be elefled to the Stall of Sir Richard Ratcliff 8c c. 

Here we have a new Proof of the Propofition 
laid down in the Imroduflion p. 39 that the 
Catalogues do not marlhall the Knights according 
to the Seniority of their Eleflions, for this Sir John 
Cheney is placed as the twelfth Companion eledied 
under the Reign of this King, and in them follows 
after the Earl of Shrewsbury , Vifcount WeUs y Maxi** 
milian afterwards Emperor (flc % 

Jafper Earl of Pembroke ranged among the Com- 
panions of this Order in 37 Hen. VI, was attaint- 
ed by Ed. IV, and again by Rich. Ill, which Afls 
being both repealed in this firft Year, when he had 
been created Duke of Bedford y there can be no 
queftion, but that he was reftored to this Order, 
and the Stall of the Marquefs Dorfet feems to have 
continued empty from the Time of his Attaindet 
in the firft or Rich. III. 

And here it is to be remarked that though the 
Sovereign obferved this Feaft with the Knights* 
who attended him in his Progrefs on S t.Georges 
Day in the Cathedral of Tori , yet the Feftival was 
according to the Purport of the Statutes celebrated 
at Windejor on May following. 

There is a Signet dated in this firft Year to pay 
for the mending the Kings Garter and of his Dia- 
mond that he werith ii /. vi d. and an Inftrument 
figned for Difcharge of feveral Parcels delivered to 
his Good Grace byfore Cbriftmas .

Mr. Afbm. p. 518, 5 19, 594, hath given us an 
Abftrad from a Manufcript touching this Feaft. 
In the Cotton Library is a larger Narrative, which 
though it be long, is here inferted, becaufe it con- 
tains fome material Particulars omitted in this Re- 
gifter, and by Mr. Afhmole ; the firft is the Inftalla- 
tion of the Lord Widevilk, that is of Edward a 
younger Son of the Earl Rivers, which is left out 
by our Compiler,, who, as it may be conjedured, 
induced himielf to make this Omiflion by a 
falfe Critidfm On the Words, mbofe Soul God par- 
don immediately following the mentioning of his 
Name, which Addition probably might be alfo 
in French , in the Original, which our Compi- 
ler tranflated and abridged, fince though he hath 
omitted this Knight among the Companions fitting 
at the Table, yet be hath inferred him as one, who 
aififted in the Offerings of the Hatchments. This 
Sir Edward lived ’till the Battle of St. Aubin in Bre- 
tagne which was on the twenty feventh of July 


following, and it is evident from the Windfor- Ta- 
bles in the eighth Stall on the Prince's Side, and 
from his Plate inferibed Lord Wodjyld Scbivelkr ■ in 
the ninth Stall that he received the Honour of an 
Inftallation : So that thefe Words which denote a 
Perfon to be d&eafed, mull be attributed to him 
by the Copier, who tranfcribed this Ceremonial 
i fter he was apprised of the Death of our Knight, 
or otherwife this Ritual might not have been ori- 
ginally drawn up into this regular Form till after 
the Time he was Haiti. This Inftrument is much

The Reverend Father the Btjhop of Exeter performed divine Service on the Day 
before Good-Friday, on Good-Friday, on the Eve, and on Eafter-D^y.

Kingdoms y particularly from the Emperor , and the Duke his Sony from the Duke 
of Britany, and King of Scotland, that he might entertain them according to 
the Dignity of their Confiituents in a magnificent and royal Manner, he would 
have them prefent to have a Sight of the enfumg Solemnity. And ly Reajon 
of their Prefence, and the Treating of the Affairs they were charged with, he de~ 
f err'd the ufual Chapter of the Order "till 1 Noon, requiring neverthelefs, that m 
the mean time the Lord Denham and Lord Bourgh Jhould mfiall the Earl of 
Shrewsbury, and Jhould admit the reverend Father in Chrifi the Bifhop of * Win- 
chefter as Prelate of the Order , which was accordingly done with Solemnity, 
whilfi the Mafs of the Virgin Mary was fung in the fweetefi Manner , mfomuch 
that the Earl of Shrewsbury charmed with the Sweetnefs of the Mufick, reward* 
ed the Singers with a very generous Prefent. 

At the appointed Hour of. Noon, the Sovereign coming down with the Knights 
Companions to the College, took their Places in the Chapter , which being ended af- 
ter very long Difcourfes, they went with all poffible Marks of Honour to the Solem- 
nity of Vefpers -y to which the Queen and the King's Mother depended likewife, 
furromded with an illujlrious Number, as well of Ladies as of other Attendants, 
robed with the Ornaments of the Order, and having their Horfes, Furniture, Trap * 
pings, and every thing elfe exceeding beautiful. 

At the next Days Matins, and fecond Vefpers they went down and returned 
with an Equal, nay even with a greater Splendor. But the Incenjmg with

Table on the left Side fat the Knights of this mojl illujlrious Order , the Duke 
of Southfblk, Earl of Arundel, Earl of Oxford, Earl of Derby, Earl of 
Shrewsbury, Lord Denham, Lord Woodvyle, Lord Dawbney, Lord 
Bourgh all on one, i. e. the further Side of the Table, and a little below them 
fat the Dean, the Regijler, the Canons, the Choir and poor Knights on both 
Sides of it. 

At the middle Table of the Hall <was Lord Bothvyle Emhajfador of the 
King of Scotland, 'with Lord Edmund of Southfblk, Lord Grey, Lord 
Morley, Lord Latymer, Lord Laware, and Lord Barnefle ; and a little be * 
low them, the Choir of the Kings Chappel. 

On the Table of the left Side were the Prcfident Kuflemborough with the 
Emhajfador s of the Emperor and of the Duke his Son, and over agamjl them on 
the other Side, fat the Lord Malpartens Emhajfador of the Duke of Britany, 
Lord Houfey and others, yet none but Noblemen. 

t0)ilf thefe Things were done with dll kind of Magnificence, as well in the 
Houfchold Stuff and Ornaments, asm the Meat and Services, the King retired 
from the Entertainment to his Bed-chamber, that after refting he might return 
to difpatch what remained with the like Decorum.

I fay nothing of the Songs , the 1 Sonnets , and Rhimes , pub lifted every where 
in Pratfe of the King , and on the Happinefs of the Kingdom under fuch a Prince ; 
I fay nothing of many other Things , the Sight whereof is more affe&mg than 
the Narration y this only be ajfured of that no hind of Magnificence was here 

omitted. 

The Day following at the Mafs for the Dead , were offered with the fame pious 
1 Honour as ufual, the Sword of Lord William late m Earl of Arundel, by the 
Duke of Southfblk and Earl of Arundel, and his Helmet with the Appurtenan- 
ces by the Earls of Oxford and Derby y the Sword alfo of Lord Dudeley by 
the Earl of Shrewsbury and Lord Denham, and his Helmet by Lord Dawb- 
ney and Lord Woodvyle. And thus when they had duely performed every 
Office of the Solemnity , the King with Acknowledgements honourably difmiffed 
his noble Attendance . 

Among other Statutes of this Chapter are thefe *, the firjl That Journals and 
Annals of every King ftall be tranferibed ', and in them the Names of Knights 
elected, as well as of thofe that died, ftall be duly regifered, for a perpetual 
Memorial of both y the fecond is not much different from what was formerly 
ordered, viz. That the original Book of the Statutes and Injlitutions fairly copied 
ftould be lock'd up, as it were in the College of St. George. 

The third is , That the Regifier of the mojl illujlrious Order ftall have a 
Book of the Statutes, fealed with the Common Seal of the Order, to deliver to 
every Per fon who ftall be chofe into this Order of Knighthood, and is to re- 
ceive for it twenty Shillings.

might then be placed in tbe 8 th Stall, which concurrs with 
tbe Windfor -Tables-, though at this Time, tbe Plate 
of Sir Edward remains in the ninth Stall, and that of 
tbe Vifcount in the eighth ; So as the Plate of one of 
them feems to be affixed to a wrong Stall.

lord Herbert e y which pfefented them to the kynge 
of Cafleele to the intent he Ihold oVerfe and viflyte 
them — On Monday 9 of Febr . bathe kynges mete 
fecretly together, and fo came forthe to the kynges 
dininge Chamber, wlier flood redy all the knyghts 
of the Order of the Gartere in their gounes of the 
Order, which is crimfoiie velvete lyned with 
white, ha^inge one their Collore$, and hood* one 
their Sholderes, wfieare weare alio all the other 
lords, the kynge and my lord Prince wearinge alfb 
the gounes pf the Order, and the kynge of Caficlle 
was m a gowne of clothe of gold, which was very 
longe ana large, and fo wente downe to the nedere 
gallery, and at the Sfcayres Foote both kynges, and 
the Prince tooke their liorfes, havinge before them 
Garter kynge of Armes of that ord ere, and TThoy-

The fecond not to apper perfonally 
at the feafte or Chapteres and when the Oathe was 
done the kyng of Cafleele kyded the Booke and the 
veryCroffe and then the Buftiope of Wincbefler 
Prelate of the Order delyvered to the kynge of Ca- 
fleele a pen with Inke which kyng of Cafleele figned 
the Oathe that he had made with his owne hande 
and with his owne hand delyvered to the kynee 
Soveraigne of the laid noble Order, That done the 
Earlle of Surrey Treforere of England prefented the 
Gartere to the kynge of Cafleele fayenge the words 
in Frence to the presentation of garter belongiiige 
that is to fay, Sir the Soveraigne and amyable Com- 
panye of the order of the Gartere haue receaved 
you to &c • and theare the kynge put the Garter 
about his legge and my lord Prince buckeled and 
made it fafte that done he wente in to a lytle houfe 
which is at the Chapter houfe ende who theare did 
offe his gowne of Clothe of gold and immediatly 
gave it to Gartere kinge of Armes of the ordere 
and thear did one the goune of the Ordere, of the

And then wente all the other knights to their 
Stalles aftere the due ordere and then begane the 
Malle fonge by the Buftiope of Chcecbtflcre and af- 
tere the Cofpelle the Archebufliope of Canterbury 
broughte the booke of the Evangeliftes to the 
kynge and after the kynge had kyfTed it, the kynge 
of Cafleele kifteand at the offeringe tyme the kynge 
; of Cafleele wente to have ftood before his Stalle 
lyke as the other knyghts dyde but the kynge halted 
him fo muche that he ftood no whill ana as the 
kyng was goinge to the offeringe the kynge of 
Cafleele wold have gone after the kynge but the 
kynge wold not but defyred the kyrige of Cafleele 
to come forthe with him and theri the kyng of Ca- 
fleele defyred him that he wold licence him to doe 
his dutyelykea knightearld Brother of the ordere 
ought to doe to the Soveraigne but in no wife the 
kinge wold not foffer him but rooke him with him

agayne then wente my lord Prince and offered alone 
havinge Ibrne offyeeres befor him and after he had 
offered and returned to his Stalle and returned to 
his Stall all other knights offered ii and ii together 
tyll they had all offerede and medyately as Mafle 
was done theare came to the kinge littynge in his 
Stalle the Archebulhop of Canterbury then Chaun- 
celore of England the Bulhope of Wincheftere theri 
Prive Seale uo&or Wefle and fome other of the 
kyngs Counfell which ther prefented the kinge the 
draughte of the Ametye of peace with diveres 
newn Artycles and confirmations of the faid Amety 
fealed with the great fealc and privie fealles and in 
lyke maner the lord Sainte Py the Prefedente of 
Flounders and fome other of tne kinge of Cdfteeles 
counfelle prefented him the articles of the ametye 
and confirmatione of the fame alfo fittyng in his 
Stall which weare alfo fealed with his greate fealle 
and privie fealles and ther fyttynge in their Stalled 
every eiche Kinge figned with his owne handes the 
fayd writyngs and tlut the kinge hade figned he de- 
livered to the kinge of Cafleele and thos that the 
kynge of Cafleele had finned he delivered to the 
kyngs hande every eiche interchangeably to other, 
which Articles are Henricus &c. 

And thefe Articles figned and delivered as be- 
fore Doftore Routballe the kings Secretary ftood 
uppon a forme in the mydefte of the Quire and 
theare made a goodly propofition in a very adorned 
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Idttin . The Effe&e of the whiche was to expound i 
the faid Amety openlye and the propoiitione j 
done bothe kyngs came forthe of their Stailes 
and wente up to the Hughe Altere and theare 
fware uppon the Holly Evaungelifts Cannon of 
the Maffe by them manually touched and by 
the Feuft of the very Crofle to keepe and obferve 
all the poynts and articles contayned in the fayd 
Amety from poynte to poynte and fo kyffed the 
book and afcere the Holly Crofle and every king 
rede his oathe openlye his owne felfe. 

And the Oathe done bothe kings wente to their 
Stales againe and the Bulhone of Cbeecbefter be- 
ganne Te Drum laudamas Ana after Te Deum was 
fonge the Trumpets that flood in the roode lefte 
blue, and they blewe continually till the kinge and 
the kynge or Cafteele my lord Prince the knights 
of the Ordere with other noblemen and Officeres 
were entered the Chapiter doare and when the 
kynge was in his place the kynge of Cafteele and 
my lord Prince fyrfte doinge their obbeyfence 
wente into the Reveftry at the Chapter-houfe ende 
and theare the kinge ot Caftcclle and my lord Prince 
did of their Habbit of the Gartere and the kynge 
of Cafteele did one the Mantle of the Thoyfone 
and my lord Prince did one a riche goune of clothe 
of gold and Tyffue furrede and the king of Cafteell 
ftoode one the lyfte hande of the kynge and my 
lord Prince at the cornere of the board and nexte 
the kinge of CafteelU and after a lyttle communy- 
cation or adverrefmente my lord Prince made his 
Oathe and rede it himfelf in Frence and theare 
promyfed to keepe and obferue the Statuts of the 
Thofone d’or, the Oathe was lyke in all things to 
the Oathe the kinge of CafteelU made changinge 
the Name of the Prince and of the Ordore aiid af- 
ter my lord Prince had made this Othe, he return- 
ed into the fame lytle houfe and thear Thoyfone 
d or delyvered my lord Prince the Gowne and 
Mantle of the Ordor of the Thoyfone d’ore 
and my lord Prince imedyatly gaue and delyver- 
ed his goune that was fo riche a clothe of gold 
to Tboyfone d'or kyng of Armes and fo came foar- 
the agaene and then the kynge of CaftcelU put the 
Collore of the Toyfone about my lord Prince his 
nccke and then the kinge of CafteelU kyfled him and 
then all the other knights killed him beeing of the 
faid ordere ot the Thoyfone in figne of fiatemall 
loue and after that the kynge of Cafteele wente into 
the lytle rome againe and thcr did of the mantle of 
the Thoyfone and did on againe the mantle of the 
Order of the Gartere and lo in the habbyte of the 
Ordere of the Garter wente with the kynge and my 
lord Prince went in the Habbyte of the Thoyfone 
and fo in lyke order wente foarthe of the Cherche 
and rode to the kyngs lodgings as they came to 
the Cherccwarde Gartere and Tboy fone d'or kings of 
Armes ridinge and wearing the gounes of Clothe 
of Gold that the twoe princes had gevene them 
and there Coats of Armes uppon them and after 
the ii princes weare come to tne upper gallery the 
kinge wold haue convayede the kynge or CafteU to 
his lodginge but he wold not in no wife the kinge 
fhold take the paynes and fynally hee convayed 
the kinge to his lodginge and then departed to his. 
And within a whill aftere the kinge went to dyn- 
nere to the king of Ca/leeUs owne lodginge and that 
daye the kinges dyned bothe together in the kinge 
of Cafteeles fecrete chamber and tne kinge of Cafteelle 
lent Garter a reward and a righte honorable targes 
to the Officers of Armes and in lyke maner my lord 
Prince fent Tboyfone de or a reward for himfelfe and 
alfo largeft to the faid Offyceres of Armes which 
Princes weare cried at the kings Chamber dore, 

f reat Chamber and Halle in mannere as followethe 
in du trefbault trefpuiftant trefexcellent Prince 
le Roy de Caftell de Lion & de Granada Arcbeduc 
de Auftriche Dhc de Bourcoyne Oc. & Chevalier de

And after the laid 
officers of Armes wente to the Halle and thear ac- 
complilhcd their divere And as that daye weare 
ferved be fore knights bycaufe of the Straungeres 
which fervice was righte honorable and fumptyous 
and after diner bothe kings iemayned a great whill 
in communycatione togethere and almofte as none 
entered that fecrete chambere excepje knights of 
the Ordere and certain offyceres knights which all 
that daye throroughe weare their gounes hoods and 
Collores of the Gartere except my Lord Prince 
which that daye ware the goune hood and Collore 
of the Tboyfone d'or See . 

Some Particulars in this Ritual may be explain- 
ed. Erafmus fends to Hen . VIII his Panegyrick on 
this Philip King of Cajlile y by an Epiftle dated 9 
Sept. 1517, on this Inducement c< quippe quern olim

The Treaty entred into at this Time is an in- 
conteflable Proof, where the Titles given are 
Prater , Confanguineus , & fiiius nofter carijjimus , , and 
Prater , Confanguineus & Pater nofter carijjimus • Ry.

In this Ceremonial we fee with what awful So- 
lemnity the Oath for the Obfervation of the Sta- 
tutes of this Order was taken, to omit the Pro- 
mife made upon the Royal Honour, the Evange- 
lifls and the Canon of the Made, it may nocTe 
foreign to fay fomewhat upon the other two Ar- 
ticles, that of his Faith, and the other upon Part 
of the true Crofs, fince the former related to the 
Faith of Knighthood, the latter to a Relick then 
fuppofed to be kept in the Chappel of Windfor. 
As to the firft Part 'tis well known that in antient 
Times Knights cave their Teftimonies en loialte de 
Cbevalerie \ par la foy de Cbevalerie , per nilitiam & 
fub fide militari i, It would be lomewhat too foreign 
to give the Proofs, and probably the Proteftation 
upon Honour by the Peers might hence have its 
Original, there is an Inflrument wherein the Per- 
fon fwears in veritate y qua Deus eft , & per baptifma* 
quo baptizattus fum, & per nilitiam qua indutus fum .

This pretious Relick of Part of the true Croft 
is mentioned in the Pope’s Bull of 18 Hen . VII, 
to be kept here, and was known by the Name of 
Ctoffe Neytb . John Roffe Hift. Reg. Angl. p. 202, 

S * es this Tradition or it, that according to Trivet 
. I, in the Year 1283 received it as a Gift from 
the Secretary of the Prince of Wales, that it was 
called Neity becaufe Neotus a Native of that Prin- 
cipality brought it from the holy Land, and then 
he proceeds to inform us from Mat . Paris that an 
Hermit told Rich. I, then in Paleftine that he ihould 
not conquer Je rufalem y and then prefented him 
with a Portion of the holy Croft “ Qua ufq; bodie

It may be fuppofed that this Embaffador was the 
Count Balthalar de Caftilione, who among his other 
Works in Verfe and Profe hath in a particular Treatife 
deferibed the politenefs of the Court of Urbin, during 
the Regency of this Duke i with the mo/t gentile Air and 
a Style anfwerable to the Dignity of bis Subjell, which 
be publifbed under the Title of il Cortegiano. 

For raulus Jovius informs us, that this Author was 
a Native t of Mantua, which correfponds with Poly- 
dor’s Narrative ; and Sadolet acquaints us, that be 
was as famous for bis military Vertues , as for bis emi- 
nent Learning ; fo bis Qualifications for this Employ- 
ment came up to the Striunefs of the Statutes ; but this 
Conjecture jfeems to be fully Jupported in that this elegant 
Writer introduces the Scene of tbefe Dialogues to pave

Caftle 'with all Honour and Magnificence, Their Countenances •were pleafant , 
their Difcourfes courteous, their Beha viours friendly, and their Embraces equal. 

All Things r were fweetly, delicately, royally done. The. King receiving this 
High-born Stranger, <who fo happily arrived hither, upon his left Hand, entred the 
Cajlle through Companies of Perfons placed here and there in the Fields , in the 
Streets, at the Doors, and in the Bed-chambers in the greatefi Order and bejl Ap- 
pointments, who to their uttermojl Jhewed all Honour and Gracefulnefs, and in this 
Eflablijhment, thofe who were fuperior in Dignity were in the higher Places, where 
all Things being thus pining with fuch Furniture as we have deferibed, this foreign 
King was wonderfully pleafed, and for thofe and other Caufes he would frequently 
jubnut to fo bind and magnificent an Entertainer, which the other as open prohi- 
bited, and therefore offered an Equality, for he was rather willing that Honour * 
jhould be exhibited to the Guejl who came to him, than to admit it to be paid to him - 
felf, and after thefe royal Shews here and there in the Perfons, Horfes, Ornaments, 
Mufick, Arms, and other Things, they puffed through three Bed-chambers mofi 
richly and fplendidly fumifbed and guarded, and came to the Entry into the fourth 
which was richer and more adorned, King Philip fiopt there and by all Me- 
thods prayed and befeeched his Father ( for fo he had lately called our King) that 
he would not proceed further, and not take the Pain to conduB him to the Bed- 
chamber prepared for him, which he faid did in no Manner become him. But the 
King looking pleafantty on him, and cafiing h'mfelf familiarly upon his Son, for he 
was pleafed with that Appellation, anfwered that all thefe Chambers were wholly 
provided for him, and that he Jhould not find more paternal Love and AffeBion in 
his own Father [ than in him] That the whole Houfehold and all Thing* there were

at his Command, that he would do all Things towards fuch a Son that belonged to 
a Father. He when he faw thofe Things prepared to congratulate his Arrival, fo 
much the more was inclining himfelf to Jbew a true filial Duty, if his Father had 
not with the greater Diligence prohibited it. At lajl however he obtained this Re - 
quefi from his Father, that he Jhould not thus take his Leave, but that he would go 
with the King to his Bed-chamber, ond being thence returned, he repofed himfelf 
according to his Defire in a Clofet, having before mojl decently fainted the Noble- 
men and taken them by their Hands. Then Dinner was had j for then it was an ap- 
pointed Fafi Day, and was obferved by both Kings according to Cufiom. The King 
granted him his own lodging Room, and ufed himfelf the Queens. After Dimer, 
and from thenceforth on certain Hours of every Day, thefe Kings vifited each other 
frequently in private and publick. Salutations , Difcourfes, Banquets, Balls, Dances, 
Huntings, Gamings were prepared, and all Things provided, that could contribute 
to cement a perpetual Friendjhip. They did not however indulge themfelves fo far 
in thofe Pleasures and Recreations as to omit their ferious Affairs, the Councils of 
each King both feparately and together fat at their Hours. The Solemnity of 
the Purification of the Virgin Mary, was Jplendidly celebrated by both Kings 
with all Rites and Ceremonies j thus fix Days paffed over. On the fourth of Fe- 
bruary, the Statutes of the military Order denominated from the Garter, were 
then fent to the King of Caftile that he might read them over, and determine, 
whether he purpofed to oblige himfelf to the Obfervation of them, and confe- 
quently be 1 elected into this Society. The Kings Herald carried them, but the 
Kings chief Chamberlain deliverd them. On the fifth Day following, when he had

not only given his Affent to thefe Statutes offered to him , but 'willingly had ac- 
cepted them with great Thanks, a great Solemnity was appointed, wherein he Jbould 
he admitted into the Order with as great Honour as was required. Both 
thefe Kings together proceeded to the Place where the Chapter was to be held, 
being preceeded by an illuftrious Series of Noblemen of both Orders , that is of 
the Garter, and of the Golden Fleece, who went two together, on this Side 
our Country-men, on the other the Foreigners, after whom the Embaffador of 
Spain, to whom the Archbijhop of Canterbury and the Bipop of Wincbefter 
Prelate of the Order were adjoined. Ours in their Mantles enter the Room appointed 
for this Service, which at this Time pined with Gold or other precious Ornaments . 

. The Crofs to be worpipped was placed in the middle upon a Gold Cupion, with 
the Book of the Gofpel, the Place of the Canon being open, and wax Candles 
burning on both Sides. The Nomination being immediately made and delivered 
with due Reverence to the Sovereign, fitting under a Gold Canopy with the like 
Cupions, the King of Gaftile with a free and unanirhous Confent was eleSfed 
to this famous Order. Then the Sovereign arifing, informed the EleB of the 
Ceremonies and Statutes of the Order, and that ito one could be per- 
mitted to take the Enfigns, unlefs he firjl willingly bound himfelf and took an 
Oath for the Obfervation of the Statutes. Who being asked, faid that he 
promtfed to obferve all Things, and was ready to take the Oath, and putting 
his Hand upon the Canon, placed upoh the Book of Statutes which the Pre- 
late receiving it from the Regijler had laid there, took his Oath in the fol- 
lowing Marnier i

W E Philip by the Grace of God King of Caftile, Leon, and Granada, 
Archduke of Auftria and Burgundy, do promife and by our Faith and 
royal Honour , by thefe holy Gofpels of God, by the Canon of the Mafs, and this 
true Piece of our Lord’s Crols, 'which are here placed and touched nrith thefe 
our Hands do fwear, that *we 'will obferve, and from Article to Article Jhall 
fulfill as faithfully and readily, as •we heartily •wijh the Help of God hhnfelf 
and his Saints, all the Statutes of this prefent Order, as contained in a Book 
lately fent to us and accepted by us, in the fame Marnier and as if every of 
the Articles had been here recited to us . 

King Philip defired to be releafed only in Pwo Particulars out of all that 
1 were contained in the Statutes. Of •which the frfi •was that the Ufe of the 
Collar and of the other Enfigns Jhould be left to his 01m Pleafure, the other 
•was, that he Jhould not be forced to be himfelf prefent in future Chapters, •which 
the Sovereign fully dijpenfed •with. Then kijfing thofe Things on which he 
had made his Oath, and taking a Pen from the Prelate with his own wri- 
tingfigned thaf Oath which he had took, and thus figned delivered it to the 
Sovereign. The Sovereign receiving a Garter from the Herald put it about 
the Kings left Leg, which the Prince [of Wales] affixed or buckled, and then 
in a back Room putting off" the Gold Gown which he wore , he invefied him - 
felf with the Surcoat, Mande, Hood and Collar, and thus invefied ad- 
joined himfelf into the Society, and prepared himfelf to fulfill all other Mat- 
ters required. The Sovereign fiolenmly introduced him into his Stall, who 
then placed himfelf m bis own, and all the Companions followed him by entring 
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alii ad fcdenT quifque fuam f^uuei font; Miflani Ciccftrenfts Epifcopus 
celebravit, in qua fcilicet Reges obtulerunt> quantiUimi vix apparuit, p. 185.

their Stalls. The Bijhop of Chichefter celebrated the Mafs, in ‘which thefe Kings 
offered, but it did not appear how much ; The Sovereign preceeding, although the 
Eled rather wijhed to his utmoft to have followed him in his Turn. The others 
afterwards m their proper Order performed the like Sacrfice. Towards the End of 
the Mafs the Arcbbijhop of Canterbury, the Great Chancellour, the Bijhop of 
Winchefter Prelate, the Keeper of the Privy Seal, and Doffor Weft with others 
of the Privy [Council] came to the Sovereign, bringing the Articles of the 
Treaties which were agreed upon to confirm that Amity between thefe moft power- 
ful Princes which was now fo manifeftly begun, and m the fame Manner the Lord 
Sayntpye Preftdent of Flanders, with other Councilors of the King of Caftile, 
brought their Articles to him. Thefe were eftablijhed on both Sides by the Seals , and 
confirmed with the Sign Manuals of the Kings. And the Sovereign delivered his 
to the King of Caftile, who delivered bis to the Sovereign, that they might re - 
main perpetually as the Ftrmnefs of this Amity, and he being prepared made a Speech 
full of Praife and Joy, which being ended each King again took his Oath at the 
high Altar upon the Gofpels, the Canon, and the true Crofs of our Saviour to every 
Article of this Treaty. Which done, the King of Caftile having fir ft faluted the 
Sovereign, returned with the Prince [of Wales] to the Chapter-houfe or Place 
of Confutation, where what be had formerly done in taking the moft renowned Or- 
der of the Garter, was likcwife performed to this moft noble Prince in receiving 
the Order of the Golden Fleece k .

jilent, than to fay a few Things, fo abundant is his Praife, and fo overflow* 
mg is the Fame and Memory of his good Deeds. If you Jhould attempt to de- 
clare the Endowments of his Mind, you would find a Deficiency in the Terms 
of Art and Speech, rather than in the Copioujhefs of that SubjeB. We ex- 
perienced him fraught with that Wifdom, Prudence, and Suhtilty of Reach, 
that by them he more firmly contained his SubjeBs in Tranquillity, and Foreig- 
ners in their due SubjeBian, than if he had managed by cruel and dreadful 
Arms. He was of that Jufl'tce, that all his SubjeBs became addiBed to him, 
as well upon the Love of Virtue as the Fear of Punijhment, and thereby be 
allured the Foreigners likewife to love him, efpecially he thereby excited the 
Princes to enter into Leagues and Affinities wit h him. And becaufe he excelled 
his Contemporaries as well in thefe as other Virtues, as by a wonderful Tempe-

T HESE were Knightt 4 at the fame Time } in the twenty forth Tear of 
the mofi invincible King b Henry the Eighth, but they art placed 
here in the Beginning of his Reign, That face the mofi beautiful Appearance if 
this mofi noble Order w as to be at leafi once placed m a View, it Jhould be done 
there where the mofi defervmg of Sovereigns, in whom the Virtues of all 
the former Jhone forth in an extraordinary Manner, began : Whofe mofi magnifi- 
cent Mind, fingularly affeBed to the Glory of God, and the Honour of Knight- 
hood, which appears in its greatefi Lufire at Wyndefor, none will call in QuefHm 
that JhaU duly ccmfider the Annals here following, which are digefied in an orderly 
and uninterrupted Manner, ( which can hardly be thought the Cafe of the refi) and 
who being of a mofi princely Soul, and more than ordinary well affeBed towards

After a fufficient Deliberation then and there had , it was determined that 
the ufual Feajf of St. George Jhould be that Tear obferved at Wyndelbr, on 
the twenty fifth of May, which was the next Sunday after the Feajl of the 
Holy Trinity ; and that the potent and magnificent Marquefs Dorfct Jhould be 
the Kings Deputy there , having the Earl of Eflex, Lord Lawarr, Lord Mon- 
teagle, and Sir Thomas Lovell joined with him.

Secondly, that Knights honoured with 
the noble Garter , if forgetting their exalted Dignity they lived dijhonourably, 
Jhould he excluded from this honourable Society , if they did not upon Admoni- 
tion forthwith repent. Thirdly, They thought it fitting, that the Tomb of King 
Edward the Fourth of mojl glorious Memory, if the King fo pleafed, Jhould 
he ereffed, where he is now fplendidly buried, near the high Altar of the fa* 
cred Church, which he himfelf jirjl erefted, and the Caufes declared to tbi 
King, why they thought it befi not to remove that noble Corps from the Place 
where its Interment was before pitched on.

There alfo the mojl potent as well as moft pious King, calling to Mind his 
f Grandfathers and Fathers Virtue and Piety, the holy Spirit ( douhtlefs ) Jlir- 
ring up his truly royal Heart, declared his Highnefs’s pious Will to thefe mojl 
excellent Men, and mofi faithful Knights Companions, viz. That when the mojl 
high God called him out of this World, he would have his Corps interred at 

* Wyndelor, and no where elfe. 

Lafly after thefe Things fo well determined, when the illufrious Earl of 
Arundel being firf chofe for keeping the Feaf, hut thinking himfelf not able 
enough for it, humbly urged the Infirmity of his Body, and his Inability other- 
wife, the King's Highnefs gracioufy allowing the Excufe he made, fuhfiituted the 
noble Marquefs Dorfet in his Stead. 

The faid illujlrious Marquels cheerfully obfervingwhatever his gracious Ma» 
jefty enjoined, did on the prefixed tenth Day of May celebrate it with the 
ufual Magnificence, the Lords Mountegle, de la War, and the noble Knights 

• Lovell and Mamey who were before appointed, being prefent with him.

This fays the Sove- 
reign, we decree to be obferved and fulfilled, unlefs by Chance a [widen iVar breaks 
out, Sicbtefs prevents, the Length of the Journey hinders, or any other jufi Impe- 
diment intervene. For then it Jhall be enough, that every Knight Companion of 
the Order ufe the Garter alone, with the Image of St. George banging down by 
a golden Chahp or Jilken Button b .

His Majejly in Truth , not forgetting the great Fidelity of that Touth to- 
wards him, and the faithful Dif charge of his Duty , did for that Reafon in a 
very engaging Manner , and in the way of a congratulatory Oration tell him, That 
he was admitted hy himfelf and the others then prefent info this mojl noble So- 
ciety, yet with this ExpeBation that his Vertue which had already begun with 
Jitch a Lujlre would encreafe from that Time, and his Nobility would Jhine 
out more and more in him every Day . Upon this holding out the Garter, he 
ordered the Marquefs Dorfet to tie it about his left Leg which whiljl he was 
doing, the noble Duke of Northfolk ajfijled him. But the King himfelf put 
on him the Collar, adding alfo the George. Then the Earl eleB fating him- 
felf to exert his Eloquence to the utmojl , in the mofl humble Manner pofjible 
returned Thanks to his mojl excellent Majejly, afterwards falutmg alfo the 
whole Society as became him. 

The King there, having frfl had the Ajfent of the Knights Companions, de- 
creed, That every Knight of this Order Jhould wear the Image of St. George in 
a fmdll Chain, or Lace of d Silk on the Breaf, and place the fame for the fu- 
ture within the ennobled Garter, to dijlingui/b themfelves from others. 

But the Feaf of St. George was defend to the ninth of June, becaufe

High Treafon, at whofe Examination and Trial there was need of the Prefence 
of thofe Noblemen.

terpretation, others wanted fome Additions and Enlargements. The moji po- 
tent, moji invincible, and moji excellent Prince Henry the Eighth, by God’s 
Grace King of England, and France, Defendour of the Faith, Lord of Ire- 
land &c. Sovereign of this Order by full Right , out of the Love that he now 
hath, and ever hath had to the military State, whofe Splendour he moji ardently

But great foreign Princes may be well allowed to be 
robed, whh the whole Habit within the Chapter , as heretofore for Sake of Dif- 
patch they were wont to be. But if any one happen to die before he hath re- 
ceived this Habit, he Jhall not be named one of the Founders, becauje he hath 
not obtained the full Pojfejjion of his State. But he Jhall have half of the 
Majfes, becaufe he had before received the Ornament of the Garter, and no- 
thing more. But being eleBed and having received the Garter he {as much as 
lies in his Power) Jhall hajlen to the Place, that he may be introduced into 
the Stall due to him.

Time be binder d by fame important and difficult Bufinefs. For then he may at 
his Will prorogue the Signification of this EleBion to another Time. But when 
Signification is certainly made , and the fame is underfiood to be grateful and ac- 
cepted by him to whom it is fent, the Sovereign by his t Embajfadors Jhall fend 
to him the whole Habit with the Garter and Collar. And thofe who are thus 
ele&ed, and being thus prefented with thefe Enfigns, of whatever Condition, 
Degree, or Honour they are , within £ feven Months after they have received 
thefe Enfigns, and have fignified that what had been done was mofi grateful to 
them, /hall remitt a fit Proftor, anfwerable to the Majefiy or Honour of bis 
Mafier, that JJjall firfi enter and begin to po/fefs the Stall due to his Mafier.

For in this Point it Jhall be lawful to fend his Excufe within one Month af- 
terward to the Sovereign or his Deputy. But if he can alledge fuch Impedi- 
ments as the Sovereign or his Deputy Jhall judge fair, laudable, or neceffary , 
a Delay of four Months longer may be granted, 'within 'which if he Jhall not 
come, the ? EleSfion Jhall in Courfe be altogether void. But here it is to be remarked \ 
that this Favour is to be exhibited to Foreigners, who cannot come themf elves, 
hut are under a Necejfty to fend ther ProBors, that they may in their Stead 
pojfefs their Stalls. And this was chiefly conjlituted for this Reafon, that they 
might fully participate in the Majfes and other Prayers, that are appointed for 
■the deceafed : For they would be deprived of one half Part, if they were not 
introduced into their Stalls before their Death. But neither Jhall Foreigners 
only enjoy that Privilege, but q thofe alfo, who while they are eleBed Jhould

Then again this Latin 
in fome Places omits fome material Points that are con- 
tained in the French ; thus in the 3d Article of the Con- 
ftitutions, the French jpecifices the Right Shoulder, 
wherein the Latin is filent , as atfo of the Liveries to 
the Chance Hour. Then on the other Hand, there are je- 
veral Additions made to the French, which feem rather 
to give an Ornament and fmootber Turn to the Periods , 
and to contain Arguments rather then to exprefstbe autho- 
tboritaiive Style of Statutes; and with Regard to his own 
Office of Regifter , he infmrts the Words Et Habitum in 
fucb aManner, as may be conftrued to imply that it was a 
Fee due to him, from aKnigbt upon bis InftaUationJbut not 
to go through the Variations , between thefe Copies which 
are obvious , this SubjeEl jhall be difmijfed with taking 
Notice of Part of the Latin Title , given to the following 
Conftitutions “ quos Sumptus Supremus per horum 
Ct unumquemq; fieri voluerit, which Jeems to bean 
hafiy wretched Tranflation of the Word Charges in the 
French G opy, where that Term evidently meant the 
Charges, Duties , or Functions, incumbent on thefe rejpe- 
Elive Officers. The Publijher Jhall readily retralthh 
Opinion when be frail be better informed . But in what 
Language f sever this Declaration was made, the Statu- 
tes now obligatory (as hath been beef ore hinted ) are tbofe 
in Englilh, printed by Mr. Afhmole in black Chara- 
Eters, whereof an Exemplar is delivered to each SubjeEl 
Knight in the Solempnity of his Inftalhtion , who takes an 
Oath for the Obfervance of them , as far as the fame 
are agreeable, and not repugnant to the Laws of Al- 
mighty God . and the Laws of this Realm. The Edi- 
tor intended to have given a Comment, wherein he de-

Marney and Wyngfeld, and it mas unanimoufiy agreed , that the Feajl of 
St. George Jkould be kept on the tenth Day of May follommg at Windfor, 
mhere the renomned Earl of Eflex mas to be the Prejident, having a due Num- 
ber of the Members of this mojl noble Society attending mith him.

But the Kings Majejly after the breaking up of that Chapter, and an Ac- 
count given him of what was done in it, did with their Confent choofe the 
Earl of 1 Arundel and Lord m Roos, ordering that they Jhould he mjlalled in 
due Time. But afterward when he vnderflood during the Celebration of the fu- 
neral Mafs as ufual. That the faid Lord Roos had never been Knighted, whereas 
the Statutes of the mojl noble Order require, that whoever is to be a Compa- 
nion in it, Jhould (at leajl) be a Knight Batchelor, he immediately after divine 
Service was over, called them back to the Chapter, declaring that Elefiion of 
Lord Roos to be void for the Caufe we have mentioned, and therefore ordered 
the Badges of the mojl noble Order to be taken from him. T hey being upon this De- 
claration taken away, his mo ft gracious Majejly did there with his drawn Sword 
create him a Knight, proceeding immediately with the noble Perfons abovemention - 
ed to a new Elefiion, in which the aforefaid Lord Roos was prefently again una* 
nimoufly clcfted a Companion of this Order, and declared fo by the Kings Mouth. 
Who commanding it, all the Badges belonging to the Order were refored to him 
by the mojl renowned Dukes of Northfblk and Southfolk *, afterwards the Lords 
Fytzwater and Burgaveny introduced him, as they were ordered, into the Stall 
appointed him.

At the fame Chapter, becaufe the Kings Herald was abfent, being worn out 
with Age and reduced by a grievous Decay, to whom that Office belonged, the 
mojl noble Duke of Northfblk himfelf with his own Hand tendered the Oath 
to x Robert Aldrydge, lately chofe Regifler by the King, after the Death of 
Majler Sydnor, the Form whereof, as formerly tendered to all others of that 
Office, and to be tendered likewife to fuch as fucceed hereafter, Jhall be put af- 
wards in its Place.

And forafntuch as they •were all ahfent. Letters ‘were ordered to he wrote to 
admonijh them of what was here ordained, and what they were to do there. 

In the fame Chapter the Sovereign , Jmce the King of Scotland had been for 
fome Time eleBed into the Order, and ought to have a Stall fuitable to his 
Highnefs , thought proper with the Ajfent of the reft , that the Stalls of the 
Nobility Jhould be tranfpofed, fo as that King Jkould have the Stall next to the 
King of the Romans, and the others in fuch order from it, as feemed good 
to the Kings Majefty. Which the King laid upon b Garter principal King of 
Arms to execute, to whom Letters were given for that Purpofe to the 
College. 

The Sovereign there excufed not only thofe who were now away from his 
Prefence, but thofe alfo who ought to have been prefent, befides thofe already 
named and aftigned for keeping of the Feftival. 

The fame Tear on the ninth of May following, the Feaft of St. George 
was obferved at Wyndefor, where according to the Order before made at 
Grenewych the renowned Duke of Suffolk prefided, having at that Time 
far his Ajfociates, the moft noble Knights of the Order, the Earls of Arundel, 
Suffex, and Ormund, and Wylfehyre, and the noble Lord Sandy s of the 
Kings Bedchamber. * 

Here then the Lard Burgaveny was found to be dbfent, having been be- 
fore in the Chapter at Grenewych aftigned for one of this Number, but his 
Infirmity was grievous, which he had pleaded before to the moft invincible 
Prince Sovereign of the Order whofe Place there by the Sovereigns DireSlion,

When the Sovereign demanding whether any Body prefent knew of any weighty 
Matter which might be then determined, and no Body offered any Thing of that 
kind, he then added, that at leaf two Things Jhotdd be treated of, one of which 
happened every Tear, viz. to determine the Time when the Feafl of that Saint 
Jhould be kept as Order required at Wyndefor, and the Perfons to be ajfigned for 
it, and the other, to fubfitute a new One in Stead of the deceafed Knight. 
Whereupon it was Enabled, That the Feafl Jhould be kept at Wyndefor the twenty 
firft of May following, and that the Earl of Northumberland Jhould then 
fupply the Sovereigns Place, having for his Cotlegues the Earls of Rutland

Vefpers 'when they •were to meet for celebrating divine Service, an unfeafonable 
Dizzinefs of the Head, and a Faintnefs all over his Body feized the Deputy 
in fuch a Manner, that it •was believed he could not be prefent at divine Ser- 
vice,. Which Thing raifed a Doubt in others, as to •what was to be done fur- 
ther. For without the Deputy’s Prefence, they did not think they could pro- 
ceed any further, nor could another be rightly fubjlituted without new Author 
rity from the Sovereign, when in the midji of the Debate of this Controverjy, 
Providence was fo favourable as to rejfore the fick Perfon to their Prefence, 
and give him Strength for the due Performance of every Thing, as well on the 
Eve as the Day. Now about the firji Vefpers, after Mattens, and before the fe- 
cond Fefpers alfo a Chapter was held in the Porch, where immediately were brought 
Letters, wherein it was attejled, That Sacrifices for the Soul of the deceafed 
Knight had been made and compleated.

Append. Tbe Earl of Arundell in 1620, tn bis In fir u- 
Tims to bis younger Son William [ after Vifcount

Bifbop of Norwich, faith that was tbe Method of 
Breeding , which tbe Youths of his Houfe far fuperior 
to bim were accuflomed unto , and mentions that Earls 
own Grandfather and his Brother, bis good Uncle % as be 
files bim of Northampton to be both bred as Pages 
with Bi/hops. It may be fuppofed that they learned tbe 
Rudiments of Grammar from fopne Tutor or Chaplain 
in tbe Houfebolds of thefe Bifhops y under tbeir In - 
fpeSlion , for we find this Earl of Northampton very 
early making a confiderable Figure in tbe Univer/ity of 
Cambridge.

In the thirty fixth Tear of the Reign df Henry the Eighth, the niojl vU 
Horious King of England, France, and Ireland, on the twenty third of April* 
at the Palace of Grenewich, theft renowned Knights of the moji noble Order 
of the Garter, affembled together at three a-Clock in the Afternoon, viz. The 
Duke of Suffolk, Earls of Surrey and Eflex, Lord Ruftell, and Lord St. John, 
Sir Thomas Cheyney, Sir Anthony Browne, Sir John Gage, and Sir An- 
thony Wingfeild. From Three a-Clock till Six, the Kings coming was ex- 
posed and Vefpers put off. But becaufe the King could not be prefent himfelf 
with any Convenience, by Reafon of fame weighty Affairs of the Kingdom , 
with which he was then hindred, he by Conmiffion appointed the Duke of Suf- 
folk his Deputy (only during the Time of the prefent Feafl) In fine Vefpers 
being begun, and brought to an End with all due Solemnity, every one re- 
turned Home. The next Day at four a-Clock in the Afternoon, when the 
Time of Vefpers was come, they proceeded to the ufual naming of Knights af- 
ter this Manner:

Forafmuch as in the thirty eighth Tear of the Reign of Henry the Eighth, 
the mofi viBorious Ring of England, France and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, the Day of our Lord JeJus Chrijl’s Crucifixion for the Salvation of Man* 
hind, happened on the n twenty third of April, which was alfo St. George x 
Day, the Ceremonies which were wont to be ufed in Honour of God and Me- 
mory of St. George, were put off to the third of May. At the firjl Fefpers 
therefore of that Day, the King being at Greenwich and having with him 
Lord Ruflell, Lord St. John, Sir Thomas Cheyney, Sir Anthony Brown, 

Sir John Gage, Sir Anthony Wingfeld, Sir Anthony Saintleger, and Lord 
Wriothefly Knights of the mofi noble Order of the Garter, becaufe the King 
hhnfelf could not conveniently be prefent at the facred Solemnities, he appointed 
the Lord Ruflell Keeper of the Privy Seal (as appears more fully by the Kings 
Letters to that Purpofe) his Deputy. At the latter Vefpers of that Day, they 
proceeded to the ufual giving in the Names of eminent Knights after this 
Manner.

It feems as if this learned Author doth not 
write as an Hiftorian folely in reciting the Opi- 
nion then newly in Vogue, that St. George had no 
other Exiftence than in the legendary Fictions, but 
favours that Sentiment himfelf, at lead he hath gi- 
ven no Stri&ures upon it, though he might have 
been eafily informed by Books publiflied long be- 
fore the Time of his Writing, that the Memory 
of this Saint hath been obferved in the Church 
without any Interruption from the Age of Con- 
fiantine . See above p. 214. The Introduction to his 
Narrative, implies that he efteemed this Paragraph 
touching the Change in this Order, as an Incident, 
only, and not direftly neceflary to his Hiftory, 
which can be the only Excufe for his OmiRion ot 
fome Particulars, that could not efcape his Know- 
ledge when he had read the A£ts of the Privy 
Council. To fupply therefore his Defe&s and 
(late the whole Fafts together. Before the Coro- 
nation this King held a Chapter, and not only 
kept St. George s Day following, but the Feftival 
was likewife held at Wind for on 22 May, where the 
Earl of Warwick was Lieutenant, who in all Proba- 
bility folemnized it with the ufual Ceremonies, 
for "tis exprefsly remembred that the Hatchments of 
the French King were then offered according to Cu- 
flom. And the Heralds have alfo entred their Di- 
vidend of Fees for both thefe Feafts. This Hifto- 
rian indeed p. 14 informs us, that Henry 8* having 
left a Legacy to this Church of Windfor for Malles 
and Obits, upon this the Judges being confulted 
touching fettling Lands for that Purpofe, agreed 
the fame muft be palled by Letters Patents. But 
this Bufinefi (as he faith) miniftred an Occalion 
of enquiring into theUfe and Lawfulnefc of Soule 
Maffes and Obits, which came to be among the 
firft Things that were reformed. The Time hereof* 
which is omitted by him, will be difeovered from 
the Date of thefe Letters Patents on 7 OS. in the 
firft Year. Afhm. Hift. p. 172. Now on 20 Apr . 
following (2 E. 6 .) there is this Entry in the A6la 
of the Privy Council 44 Order taken ror aboliflring 
44 and chaunging of certein Rits in th’order of the 
44 Garter as appeareth by doble of the letters lent 
cC to the Knights of th’order fyeinge abfent.” Thefe 
new Injun&ions were about Proceffions, Reverence 
to the King’s Majefty only, the Offerings, &c* and 
may be confulted in Afhm* Hift. p. 473, who re- 
marks that from this Time the Oofervance of the 
Feftival at Windfor was difeontinued, and the Par- 
tition Books of the Heralds are filent, as to any 
Fee received for any Feftival at Windfor after the 
firft Year of this Reign, though there are annual 
Entries of their Fees for St. George's Day. This 
Regifter of the Gatter informs us, that Com- 
mittees of the Companions were appointed in 3 4 
8 c 5 Ed. 6, to revife the Statutes* and though ’tis 
true that there was a Latin Draught or Scheme of 
Statutes, tranferibed by this King in 1551, yet 
that Draught never received any San&ion, and 
therefore our Hiftorian in fome Meafure mifleads

Vicegerent and the Dean, or fame other to he chofen moft efpecially for it , 
coming down 'with other M'mjters to the Sovereign's Stall , Jhall there cenfe 
him five Tones , then the Bijhop 'who officiates being cenfed, the Dean and Re - 
gtfier of the Order defeendmg likewife , Jhall feparately , one on the Right, the 
other on the left Side [of the Chappel] Jhall cenfe the Companions in like Man- 
ner each of them three Times , fo as thofe who Jhall offer together, ought to be 
cenfed together.

Reign, 'where he then , mojl firmly enabled, that this Form (hould from thenceforth 
be perpetually obferved. And farther conjlituted that all Things 'which are here 
Jpectped to be performed by the Dean, Jhould in his Abfence, be in like Manner 
fupplied by the Regifter of the Order. 

In all private Approaches of the Kings , when they Jhall pleafe, all the like 
[Ceremonies] are to be performed. But in every Solemnity of St. George thefe 
Ceremonies and Admmjhrations in the Choir are to be obferved with like Di- 
ligence.

’Tis to be regretted, that we have not 
the Continuance of this Ceremonial wrote 
by the fame Hand, whereby we have loft 
his Narrative of the manner of obferving 
the Vefpers on St. George's Day, and the 
Method of the Mafle of Requiem on the 
next Morning j there is indeed a Marginal 
Note affixed to this Book, that 44 Tnem- 
44 peror Maximilian was dead this Wynter 
44 afore, whofe hatchments were at this 
44 feaft offered, and that Charles King of 
44 Spain , Lord Dacres of the North, Lord 
44 Montegle , and Sir Ryce ap Thomas were 
44 the Companions then abfent, which with 
44 the empty Stall completed the Number. 

At this fplendid Grand Feaft, the So- 
vereign accompanied with twenty Com- 
panions above-named made a Declaration 
or Interpretation of fome Statutes of this 
Order, of which there is a Copy remain- 
ing in the Cuftody of the Chamberlains of 
the Exchequer.

In the Reign of Edw. VI, i8 03 . 1550, 
when the Protestor made Application to 
the Lords of the Council for their Opinion, 
whether he Ihould wear Mourning for his 
Mother^' who was Grandmother to the 
King himfelf, it is recited in tbe Minuits 
of the Privy-Council, “ At all tymes here- 
“ tofore in perfonages of fuch Eftatej as 
** the faid Duke is of, being alfo in fuch 
“ place of fervice and attendance about 
* f the perfone of a Kinge of this realme, 
a as well the Kinge our late Soveraigne 
“ Lorde, as other Kinges his Progenytors 
** were often tymes wonted to difpenfe 
“ withall, and to pluck off the black ap- 
“ parill from fuche moorners backs, where- 
" in a good confideration might move 
“ them, that in a Kings prefence, being 
** the herte and lief of his Commonwelthe 
“ it might with mooft reafon be borne and 
* allowed, that private Men fhulde re- 
** ferve their private forrowes to their 
** own houfes, and not to dimme the glad- 
“ fome prefence of their Prince with fuch 
“ dolefull tokens.” But the Reafon of this 
Rule to prevent giving any Imprellions 
of Sorrow to the Sovereign fubfifted not in 
the prefent Cafe touching Mourning for 
the deceafed Knights, becaufe divine Offi- 
ces were a&ually performing for them 
according to the Injunctions of the Order, 
in which the King himfelf was obliged in 
Perlon to offer, fo that the wearing the 
Colour of black in this Solemnity could 
not give him any Notions, which would 
. not otherwife have arofe in his Mind of 
courfe at the Celebrating that Service. 

It js no Singularity that a Perfon 
may in fome private Circumftances ufe 
Mourning, ana yet be forced to lay it 
aiide in Publick, and that even with Re- 
gard to his Profeflion only, for thus it was 
determined in 147?, that a Prefident of 
Parliament might on common Days wear 
Blacks for his Lady, and yet at the Time 
of Pleadings he muff: be in Red, and the 
other Robes proper for that Place, Papon. 
1 . 4^ tit. 6 . n. 1 5. But the prefent Enqui- 
ry is touching the Colour of the Mourn- 
ing Habits of our Kings. And as they 
were formerly clothed in White when 
they began their Proceflion from the Tower 
the Day before their Coronations, lo 
the Collector believes they frequently 
wore Black for their Mourning. 

The Royal Founder, and all the Com- 
panions had fhrcoats of Black provided 1 


for the Feftival of St. George in his 34th 
Year, the Time of the great Peftilence. 
AJh. Hift. p. 21 2, and he mourned in Black 
for the Death of the King of Bohemia ffain 
at Creffy, if Credit may be given to Vil- 
lavi , a contemporary Writer, quoted by 
Barns Hift. p. 36. Richard II, upon the 
Burial of. the Body of his elder Brother 
removed from Bvrdeavx , had provided for 
himfelf, “ Urtam gown. long. & vttum Capu-

4 4 , 
Several other Inftances might be added, 
but the Cuftom in France may be like- 
wife here conlidered, becaufe of this Refer- 
vation of Scarlet to their Soveraign in the 
aforementioned Statutes of St. Michael 
It hath been a PraSice for Ibmetime 
there, and it is the prefent Do&rine, that 
their Kings are not to mourn in Black; 
and their latter Writers inform us, that be- 
caufe the Chancellour of that Kingdom 
wears Satin V iolett, which is the Livery 
of that Crown, he muft not therefore be in 
Black in any Time of Mourning. If this 
be certain, it may owe its Origin to the 
Reafon upon which the aforefaid Decifion 
quoted from Papon is grounded, and not to 
tne Nature of nis Habit: Thefe Statutes 
of the Order of St. Michael were made by 
Lewis XL who being Dauphin , as MonJlre- 
let , voL 3. p. 87. treating of his Father’s 
Funeral faith, was in Black during that

That 
Charles VII at the Funeral of his Father 
was according to the Ordonnance of his 
Council firft habited in Black, w Et le 
“ lendemain a laMeffeil fut vefiu d’une robbe 
de vermeil: Thefe are pofitive Proofs that 
the K ings of France wore Black at the Fu- 
nerals of their Predeceflbrs, though if taken 
in a ftrid Heraldick Conftruftion, it may 
be doubted whether they come up fully to 
this Conclufion, that they wore this Co- 
lour as they were Soveraigns, betaufe ac- 
cording to the Syftem of that Science, it 
feems that the King though really dead, is 
thereby however prefumed to be living 
till the Proclamation of his Death be made 
at his Funeral, for till that Time the Ser- 
vices in the Houfehold continue to be per- 
formed in the fame Manner as while he 
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was living, which Authority is conceived 
to remain till his Officers break their Staffs 
at the Grave, which diffolves it, and upon 
the next Proclamation, Le Roy le vivo, the 
Succeffor being then efteemed King in- 
vefted himfelf in Purple. Thus at the 
Funeral of Ferdinand the Catholick King 
celebrated ztBrnffels 14 March 15 16, Prince 
Charles was in Mourning, and after Toifon 
d'or King of Arms had pronounced the 
Stile of the deceafed, he proclaimed Vive 
ionne Johanna & Don Caslos, &c. Roys 
Catholicqs , &c. and carrying the Banner that 
had been offered to King Charles, approach-

It 
was not thought improper to add thefe 
brief Obfervations to explain in fome De-

B Efore Sainte George’s Eve, fowre or 
five daies, the Gentleman Uslher lhall 
enquire and have knowledge of the Lord 
Chamberlyn, whither it mall pleafe the 
King to keepe the folemne Feaft of Sainte 
George in that place, that where he is, or 
to remoove into any other of his Mannors 
or Caftles-, And if it pleafe him to keepe 
it att that place, that hee is in att prefent. 
Then on Sainte George’s Eve, the Gentle- 
man Ulher lhall command a Yeoman Hus- 
lher to warne a yeoman of the Warderobe 
of the bedd, to hange the kings Chambers 
with rich tappete, a rich Cloth of Eftate 
with Colhione, Carpette, and a rich fword, 
and lhall alfo give warning to the Groome 
Porter to bringe greene Rulhes, to ftrewe 
the Kings Chamber with, and theGrome 
Porter mall alfo bringe into the Kings 
Chamber Treftles, Formes, Bords, and 
Stooles, and all other Stuffe, that belonge 
for his roome and Office, as for fuch a daie 
belonge, for on Saint Georges Eve and 
daie behoveth more treftles, more boards, 
Formes and Stooles then doth in another 
daye, for all the Lords and Knights, that 
bee of the Garter lhall fitt on Saint Georges 
Eve, and daie att their fupper at night, 
and at their dynner on S te Georges daie, all 
by the one fide of the table, or boorde. 
and at the other fide of the table lhall 
ftand the Carver, the Cupbearer, and the 
Sewer. 


And bee it knowen, that the Lords lhall 
fitt at the table as they bee in honour^ and 
not as they fitt in their Stalls in the 
Church, ana the Gentleman Huslher lhall 
furely regard, and fee, that the Kings 
Chamber be ftrewed, and hanged, and pre- 
pared, and every place thereof made 
cleane, and honeft againft the Kinge lhall 
come from Evynlong * and on St. Georges 
Eve, and daie when the King is in his 
Chamber, for to goe to Evynfong, then 
lhall the Gentleman Ulher deliver the 
Sword unto an Earle to beare, if there bee 
any there prefent that is not of the Garter, 
the which lhall beare it before the Kinge 
into the Chappell, for there the Kinge lhall 
be in his Stall* and when he is come thi- 
ther, the Earle lhall not deliver the Sword 
to a Gentleman Ulher, as he doth in their 
Seafone, But the Earle lhall ftand before 
the Kings Stall, and hold the Sword in his 
hand, the point upward all the fervice 
tyme. And att all other tymes from that 
He takes if, untill that the King be come 
into his Chamber after evynlong, and 
then he lhall deliver the Sword unto the 
Gentleman Huslher, which lhall take it 
unto a Groome of the Kings Chamber, to 
beare it fafely unto the "Wardrobe of the 
Robes, from whence it was fetched, and 
deliver it in like manner, as is aforefaid. 
And the Deane of the Kinds Chappell lhall 
beare the Trayne of the Kings Mantle that 
daie* and the Lord Chamberlayn lhall 
helpe, aflift, ayde, and fupport him, &c. 

And fo* it was, that the Twenty fowerth 
day of Aprill, and in the Eigth yeare of 
King Henry the Eigth, the laid Kinge was 
at hisMannour of Greenwich, And the Lord 
Chamberlyn, and alfo the Vice Cham- 
berlyn were both abfent, And a Knight 
which was Deputy to the "Vice Chamber- 
'ayne.and not a Knight of the Garter tooke 
uppon him to doe the fervice, and the du- 
tie of the Lord Chamberlyn in fupporting 
or aflifting the Deane in bearing the Kings 
trayne to Evynfong, and on the morowe- 
in like manner he aid aflift it, and all the 
while in going in Proceflion, as in all o- 
ther times of the daye. And it hath not 
been feene before that daie, that any man 
under the degree of an Earle, or Knight 
of the Garter mould touch, fupport, beare, 
or aflift the Kings Trayne that dale, and 
yet he was fuffered for that daie, which 
was contrary to the old Ulage and Order, 
and his name was called Sir John Pechy, 
and if Saint Georges Eve lhall fortune to 
fall on faffing daie, then the Lord Cham- 
berlyn lhall know the Kings pleafure whi- 
ther he will have Ipice and wine in his 
dyning Chamber. 

Ana if it lhall pleafe the King to have 
fuch Spice, and Wine, then the Lord 
Chamberlyn lhall Ihewe it to the Gentle- 
man Huslher, then the Gentleman Hus- 
lher lhall command a Ygoman Huslher to 
give warning to the Officers, and in efpe- 
ciall to the Serjeant of the Confectionary, 
C and 
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and to the Clerke of the Spicery, to have 
and to bee ready with feme fpice plates 
filled with Comfits, and sugar, and fugar 
plate, and one of the spice plates fhall be 
covered. 

Alfo the faid Yeoman fhall give warn- 
ing to the Serjeant of the Cellar to bee 
ready with Ypocras, and wine to a voide 
for the Kinge, and to be ready with all 
fuch plates, as fhall be requilite for that 
time, and when the Officers bee in this 
manner warned, then fhall the Gentleman 
Husfher command a Yecman Huslher to 
wame the Yeomen to be ready with tor- 
ches, when they fhall be commanded by 
the Gentleman Husfher to waite upon rhe 
Kinge, and to bringe in his Voyde, if 
neede bee that daie light be don, and the 
Gentleman Husfher fhall fee the Chamber 
to bee voided of all mens fervants of all 
Strangers, and that none be there, but the 
Kings servants, gentlemen, and fhall fee 
alfo that all the Yeomen that beareth Tor- 
ches be fet in good Order, and in a Rowe 
on both fides or the Chamber, and to fee 
alfo that a Gentleman Husfher keepe the 
Chamber doore, while the King is prefent. 

Then fhall a Gentleman Husfher dayly 
wayter give warning to all the Ix>rds No- 
blemen, and Gentlemen to give their At- 
tendance at the Voyde, and the Gentle- 
man Husfher fhall warne an Earle, Baron, 
a Lorde, or a Lords Sonn att the leaft to 
fitt the fpice plate for the Kinge, and the 
towell knitt about it, as the rqanner is, 
and the Kings Cup bearer to fett the Cup, 
and the Knight to bear all the other fpyce 
plate, and when they fhall come into the 
Chamber, where the King is, if the Kinge 
lifts to paufe, they fhall retort unto the 
Cupboard, and the Voyde fhall be 
brought from the Cellar to the Cupboard 
in the Kings Chamber by a Gentleman 
Huslher in the manner the firft and prin- 
cipal Spices of plate, that is for the King 
fhall goe, and the Cupbearer for the King 
fhall go even with him, that beareth the 
fpice plate, and the Serjeant at Armes 
fhall goe as they ufed to go with the Kings 
fervice to his Board with water, and after 
them fhall come all the other fpyce plates, 
one after another, and after the fpyce 
plates fhall come the Serjeant of the Cel- 
lar, the Yeoman for the mouth, and alfo 
the Groemes of the Cellar with Ypocras.

Firft the Gentleman Huslher hath 
warned the Spicery to be ready with 
fpice plates for the kinge, the Bifliope, 

, and for the Knights of the Garter, and hath 
warned the Kings Seller, and Sewars of 
the Chamber for the Bilhop alfo, and 
alfo the Efquiers, which muft give atten- 
dance att that tyme. 

He hath alfo given warning to the Ser- 
geant of the •Cellar to have readie the 
Kings Cuppe, and the Bifhopps, and o- 
thers, ana to have alfo ready Ypocras 
and wine-. Then the Gentleman Husfher 
tooke with him an Efquier for the Body 
to beare the Kings Cuppe to the Cup- 
board, and a Sewar to beare the Kings 
fpice plate, and Knights' and Gentlemen 
to beare the other fpice plates, and him- 
felf tooke a Pyle of Bowles, and went 
before the Cupp borne on the right hand. 
And a little tefore the Kings fpice plate. 
And all the other fpice plates, one borne 
after another, And after the Spyfe plates 
come the Serjeants of the Cellar, bearing 
the Kings pott of Ypocras in his hand, 
and after him the other Officers of the 
Cellar, bearinge with them potts of wine 
neceflary for that voide * And in this 
manner and Order they come to the Cup- 
board in the Kings Chamber; provided 
alwaies that there may bee convenient 
lights, viz. two lights with the Voyde, and 
two lights with the Kings Cupp, then the 
Lord Chamberlyn commge to the Cup- 
board of the King, with him three of the 
greateft Bftates there, being delivering to 
tne greateft eftate the Towell, to the fe- 
cona Eftate the fpyce plate, and to the 
third Eftate the Kings Cupp, and when 
they come to the Kinge, the Chamberlyn 
takes off the Covering of the fpyce platt, 
and giveth the Allay to him that beareth 
it * and when the Kinge hath don, then 
the Knights and Sewars to beare forth the 
fpyce plate to the Lords and Knights of 
the Noble Order of the Garter , and to 
none other, And alfo the bottles of wine * 
After all this don and ended every man 
to refort to the Cupboard againe, and 
Sand in the Order as they came in, And 
the Gentleman Ulher with the Pyle of 
Bowles to bringe them forth of the Cham- 
ber in like Order, as they came into the 
Chamber, and feeth that the lights that 
goeth with the Voide bee odde.

the Knights of the Garter walhed two 
and two together, and are but two at a 
{Mefle, And a diftin&ion betwixt every 
Mefle, and other, and they walhed in 
guilt Bafons, and Ewars, And at every 
Mefle was a Salt of fyne Gold, and every 
Knight had his guilt Cupp, and drancke 
of his Cupp alone. And all their Board 
was fervea through of Dilhes, Saucers, and 
other neceflaryes, all of filver, and none 
fatt att the Boords in prefence, but onely 
the Knights of the Garter , and every 
Mefle had a feveral Cupbearer, and Sewar, 
*nd Groome to avoide their Dilhes, and 
they to attend uppon none other Mefle, 
but onely uppon that Mefle they bee ap- 
pointed. 


And on the other fide of the Hall, at the 
left hand of the Kinge as he fett att his 
dynner, and alfo beneath the Kings Clip- 
board, there the Hoftages of Frannce ac- 
companied with Lords of England were 
ferved with Salts of fyne Gold fet with 
Pearle and Stone, and beneath them att 
the fecond Boord was fett the Deane and 
Chanons of the Colledge of Windfour , 
which did alfo weare Mantles Crofled, and 
Gartered as is before faid, except the Go- 
fpeller and the Epiftler, and by them at 
the Board fett the Aimes Knights in their 
Mantles of Scarlett Crofled, and Gartered 
I as the Colledge was as is aforefaid. 

And beneath at the third Board fatt 
Garter chiefe King of Heralds, and began 
the Boord, and againft him fett Sir Willi- 
am Knight which beare the black Rodd be- 
fore the Kinge in the Church, Then fett 
all the other Officers of Armes, and thus 
was the whole Hall fully furnifhed, and 
was ferved in plate all of filver and guilt. 
And all the Hall was ferved at Nyne 
Difhes att the firft Courfe, And none did 
fervice in Carving,, bearing of Cupps, 
and Sewing, under the degree of a Gen- 
tleman, but the Yeoman of the Kings 
Gard. 

Explicit , the firft Courfe, quoth 
Wogan John. 

And when time was, the Sergeans at 
Armes, with all other that were appointed 
to do fervice were readie to give their 
attendance. Sir Edvard Nevill that was 
Sewar, with other Knights went to the 
Dreflour, his Towell about him, and when 
the Aflayes were taken, and the difhes de- 
livered, then the faid Serjeans at Armes

Then the Prelats Sewar voided the Wa- 
fers from him, and made the Board as 
cleane as his Office and Roome belongeth, 
and had made Courtefy,and departed from 
the Boord, and the Cupbearer had taken 
upp the Cupp from the Board, and had 
don his dutie, and had allb departed from 
the Board, And the Carver had wiped and 
fett his knives ami Salt, and all the things 
that belonged for him to doe. Then the 
Carver and the Panter both together made 
their obeifance to the Kinge, and fo de- 
parted from the Board, &c. 

And the aforefaid Prelat fat ftill at the 
Board, And when the King had taken his 
pleafure of "Wafers and Ypocras, then his 
Sewar with due reverence took upp the 
Wafers,and avoided the Board of all things 
that ought to be avoided by the Sewar, 
that don with due Reverence due to the 
Kinge, the Sewar withdrew him from the 
Boord y After which the Cupbearer tooke 
upp the cupp, and made his due ebei- 
lance, and brought the Cup to the Cup- 
board, where the Serjeant of the Cellar 
received it of him, and hee fo difeharged 
for that time j Then after that the Carver 
had wyped his knives, and put the Salt 
Sellar by the Knives, where it ought to 
bey, hee made his like obeifance to the 
Kinge, and went from the Boord to the 
Ewer, and there difeharged him of his 
Napkyn and Towell y then the Serjeant of 
the Pantry came to the Boord in goodly 


manner, and kneeled before the Boord, and 
ti oke upp the knives and Salt, and did 
his due reverence to the Kinge, as hee 
ought to doe, and fo departed to the 
Pantry. 

Then one of the Marlhalls of the Hall 
called or named John Stephins gave warn- 
ing to all the Lords, Knights, and other 
Noblemen, that att that time Ihould doe 
fervice in bearing the Surnape Towell, and 
Water to the Kinge, to walh his hands 
after his dynner. And when time was, all 
went to the Ewry Boord together and there 
paufed. 

Then the Sergeant of the Ewry, and 
the Yeoman of the fame by comanaement 
of the Marlhall of the Hall tooke the 
Aflaj’ - of the Survayour, which was well 
folded and pleighted, And put it lo 
pleighted ana folded uppon the Sewars 
Arms from the Shoulders unto the bow- 
ing of his Armes, the laid Sewar holding 
his Arms abroad, and the Towell was allb 
folded. And after the Allay thereof taken, 
it was fett alfo by the faid Serjeant on the 
Sewars right Shoulder, and alone or uppon 
the Surnappe, then the Serjeant ot the 
Ewery proffered the Baffin covered with 
the Cupp of the Allay to the Lord Mar- 
quis Dorfet , which uncovered the Water, 
and looked on it to bee faultlefs, and gave 
the Allay of the Water to the laid Ser- 
geant, and then covered the Baffin againe, 
and putt the Cupp of Ailaye alaft upon 
the propper Bafon, and then the Marquis 
tooke the faid Bafons into his owne hands, 
and then the faid Marshall commanded 
the laid Serjeant to deliver a Towell to a 
Knight, ana a Covered Bafon to another 
Knight, of which was none aflaye taken, 
for becaufe the King was prelent, which 
water was to ferve the Prelate of the 
Garter, Then xii Serjeants of Armes, halfe 
by the one lide, and halfe by the other 
fide, and fomewhat before the Marlhall, 
Then the faid Marlhall with one other of 
his fellows, his Affiftants with Rodds in 
their hands, going a little before the laid 
Sewer, And the Survayour, the Marques 
coming after the Sewar, and the Survayour 
bearing the Baffins with the Kings water 
betwixt his hands, untill they in this 
Order came to the third part of the Hall, 
Then they all together made Courtefy to 
the Kinge, And in the middeft of the 
Hall they made their fecond obeiflance, 
and lower than they did the firft Courtely, 
And from thence alfo they went to the 
foot of the gryce, and their made their 
Obeifance lower then the other two. This 
don where the faid John Stepbins Mar- 
lhall, and the Marquis with the Kings 
water flood ft ill, and the Duke of Suffolk 
aflifted the Marques with the Water, 
Then the Marlhall of the Hall affiftant 
with one other of his fellows, and fixe 
Serjeants of Armes went, and the Sewar 
that beare the Survayour betwixt the laid 
Marlhalls to the Kings Boords ende, and

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where the Prelate fatt and their all made 
their obeyfance to the Kinge, And that 
Marfhall, that was att the left hand when 
the Steward kneeled att the Boords ende, 
and putting both his hands on the Corners 
of the Boorde, tooke the Towell from his 
Shoulder, and putt it on the furnaps, And 
this donne both the aforefaid Marlhalls 
Afliftants kneeling on either fide, the 
Sewar tooke both the Corners of the 
Towell, and the edge of the furnap, and 
drew it over the Sewars hands, and alonge 
uppon the Boord an Elle or more, this 
don they three kneeled ft ill, and the afore- 
laid John Stephim Marfhall ftanding at the 
Gryce with the faid Marquis ana Duke 
aihftant made his obeyfance, and went to 
the Boords ende. Where the faid Sewar 
and Marfhall kneeled, and their hee made 
his obeifance to the Kinge, and tooke 
the Allay of his Rodd, and then faftned 
it into the Surnapp, and rolled it fo, that 
it was not feene, and this don he arewjB 
the furnape, and towell till he came before 
the Kinge, where hee made his Obeylance 
to the ground, and drewe it forth to the 
Boords ende, and two Ells beyond the 
Boords ende, for making of his Warpes 
fbldes, and States, &c. where another Mar- 
fliall was ready there to allift him att all 
tymes. Then the faid Marfhal att his 
coming before tl^ King there made his 
obeifance, and fo palled by to the right 
hand of the Kinge, where he tooke the 
aflaye of his Rodd, and faftned it in the 
towell, and fo made a fold or warpe in the 
' towell, and that from the King ward and 
then there ftanding made his obeifance. 
Then hee palled by the King to his left 
hand, doing his due obeifance in paflage. 
And with like reverence, as is afore 
written, hee made another warpe or fold 
in the towel on the left fide as hee had 
don before on the right hand, And alfo 
from the King ward. And after all this 
don, and due obeifance made, the faid 
Marfhall fhall come before the Kinge, and 
dire&ly before him killing the ende of 
his Rodd, and faftninge it in the edge of 
the Towell, make the Eftate, the which 
Eftate is thus to putt upp the fide of the 
towell that is next to the Marfhall, and 
fold it toward the Kinge, and then the 
faid Marfhall fhall make his obeyfance, 
and then fhall depart from before the 
Kinge unto the Boords ende, where hee 
firft begann to drawe the furnap. And 
there turning his face to the Kinge, hee 
frail make his obeifance, and without 
aflaye taken of his Rodd betwixt the 
Prelate and the Boords ende, hee fhall 
make one fold or warpe in the towell, 
and that fhall be made from the Boords 
ende and towards the Kinge, And after 
all this don, the faid Marfhall fhall make 
his obeifance to the Kinge, and fo goe 
from the Boord, And all the other Mar- 
fhalls in likewife, and fhall caufe the 
water to goe to the Boord, where the 


Duke of Buchvgame kneeling gave the 
Allay of the water, the Duke of Norfolk 
uncovered the Bafon, and put it on the 
Boord before the Kinge, ana betwiit the 
two Eftates in the towell, and all iu the 
Hall kneeled while the Kinge wafhed, 
and whilft that the Kinge wiped his hands, 
the Knights that beareth the towell and 
water for the Prelate fhall give him water, 
fo that hee fhall have warned arid wiped, 
and his towell and Bafon voided before 
the Kinge hath fully wiped his hands. 

And when that the Kinge hath wypia 
his hands, the faid Marmalls Afliftants 
fhall ftravne the Kings towell to lie plane 
uppon the furnape, Then the Almoner 
with the Marlhalls Afliftants fhall roll up 
the bigger ende of the Surnappe, and 
Towell to the middeft of the Boord, Then 
the Almoner with the Afliftants of the 
Sergeant of the Ewry fhall avoide and 
beare awaie the laid bigger furnapp, and 
towell unto the reredeice, where the wa- 
ter pawfeth, Then all they together fhall 
make their obeifance, anti after fhall de- 
part and goe to the Ewery Boord, and fo to 
bee difdiarged. And afier that all this 
a/orefaid avoided, the laid Marfhall that 
drewe the fur nappe fhall drawe out the 
treafaunce of the Board, that the King 
maie at his pleafure come forth, and heare 
Grace after his dinner, the which the faid 
Prelate of the Garter fhall beginne to faye 
Grace, and the Deane and Chanons of the 
Colledge fhall help him to faie grace to 
the ende, and when that the Kinge hath 
talked and paufed a while, and in ftand- 
ing on his feete in the Hall, then his 
pleafure knowen. The aforefaid Lordes, 
Knights, Noblemen, and Gentlemen, and 
alfo the Knights of the Garter in due or- 
der went before the King, two and two 
together into the Kings great Chamber, 
and fo palled thorough into the Chamber of 
Prefence, where the Cloth of Eftate hang- 
eth. And there all the aforefaid Lords, 
Knights, Noblemen, and Gentlemen tarri- 
ed and pawfed. 

And then and there the gentleman Hus- 
fher gave every man warninge to bee 
ready to waite on the King to Evenfong 
att three of the Clocke, and when the 
appointed houre was come, all the afore- 
faid Lords, Knights, Noblemen and gen- 
tlemen, and alfo the Knights of the Gar- 
ter in their Habits, Mantles, hoods, and 
Collers of the Garter about their Necks re- 
forted into the faid Chamber, and were ' 
read y tarrying for the Kinge, and alfo 
the Gentleman Husfher having their pre- 
fent the rich fword taryinge the Kings 
pleafure, when hee lift to come to Even- / 
long, &c. And when the Kings pleafure 
was, and he coming in his like Habit, 
Mantle, Hood, and rich Coller of the Gar- 
ter into his aforefaid Chamber cf Prefence, 
And after that the Gentleman Husfher 
had delivered the faid fword unto the 
Earle of St a ford to beare, Then all the 

aforefaid 
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aforefaid Lords, Knights, Noblemen, and 
Gentlemen, And alfo the Knights of the 
Garter went before the Kinge, and tho- 
rough his great Chamber without the Hall 
doore, where the Mafter of the Horfe was 
ready with the Kings Horfe, And that 
then the Kinge, the Lord that beare the 
fword, and all the Knights of the Garter 
leapt on horfeback. And every man in 
like manner and order, as they went and 
roade unto the Church to the firft Even- 
long on Satterday, and alfo to the Mattyns 
in the morning of the felfe lame Sunday, 
£o did they goe and ride to the Church to 
his Evenfong, and did alfo alight att the 
Ealle ende oT the Church, and entered in- 
to the Church att the North eaft doore of 
the Church, where the black Rodd was 
alfo ready, and went before the kinge 
downe by the North part of the Chancell, 
and every Knight of the Garter flood in 
the middeft of the Quire, and againft their 
Stalls, halfe by the one fide ana halfe by 
the other fide of the Quyre, in good Or- 
der, and fo flood untill the King had taken 
his Roiall Stall, and was therein fett by 
his Lord Chamberlyn att his eafe and 
pleafure, Then every two Knights in due 
manner as is aforefaid, firft doing their 
dutie to God, and then to the Kinge, they 
aflended into the Qjiire to their Stalls, as 
they ought to bee, then the forefaid Pre- 
late of the Garter folemnly began Even- 
long, And in like manner as they did at 
the firft Evenfong in finging and Cenfng , 
and in every other folemn point to the 
moft honour and reverence, that could be 
don, they ended this laft Evenfong on 
Sunday night. 

And after that Evenfong, and Plalms 
ended, the aforefaid Lords, Knights, No- 
blemen, and alfo the Knights of the Gar- 
ter , the blacke Rodd, and the Sword going 
before the Kinge departed out of the Chan- 1 
cell att the North aore of the Quyre and 
out of the Church att the North Eaft dore, 
where the black Rodd departed, Then was 
die Mafter of the Kings Horfes ready, and 
when the King, the Earle that beare the 
Sword, and the Knights of the Garter were 
aflended on Horfeback, then they went and 
rodde into the Caflle in like Order as they 
did in going from MafTe, And att the 
Kings Entry into the inner Ward of the 
Caftle the Trumpets and other lowde in- 
ftruments of Muficke blewe, to the Ho- 
nour and folempnity of the Feail, and att 
the Hall doore after that the King, the 
Lord that beare the Sword, and the 
Knights of the Garter were defcended 
from their Horfes, they went before the 
King into the Chamber of Eflate, where 
the Boord was covered. Salt and trenchers 
on the Kings Boord, and alfo on other 
BoorcU in prefence, and in like and in a 
goodlie manner, as it was at the firft Sup- 
per on Satterday night. 

And after that Supper was don, a Gen- 
tleman Huifher tooke with him the Kings j 


Cupbearer, and Sewar, with other Bache- 
lour Knights, and went to the Sellar, and 
there received certaine Bowles or peeces, 
the Cupbearer after the Allay taken to 
him receaved the Kings Cupn, the Sewar 
received a Covered lpice plate for the 
Kinge, which went on the left hand of the 
Kings Cupbearer, and a knowledge behind 
him, and i other fpice plates uncovered, 
and borne by Bachelour Knights, going 
each after other, the Serjeant of the Sellar 
with other of that Office came each after 
other, following the laft lpice plate with 
Ypocras and wine, for to ferve the Kinge, 
and the Knights of the Garter att that 
Voide. , And when the Gentleman Husfher 
had fett all theis aforefaid every man in 
his Order, and as they fhould goe, then 
the faid gentleman Husfher having in his 
hands the aforefaid Bowles went before 
them all, having with him fowre Serge- 
ants att Armes bearing their Maces in 
their hands, and two of them going a 
knowledge before him, and other two of 
them came a little after him, And in this 
manner of Order they came with the 
Voyde into the Chamber, where the Kinge, 
and all the Knights of the Garter were 
prefentj And went to theCupboard, where 
they pawfed, and when tyme was, the 
Henfemen, and the Sewers of the Kings 
Chamber bare Cupps tb“the Knights of 
the Garter , and after that the Allay was 
taken, and the Kinge ferved with due re- 
verence, and had taken pleafure of fpyce 
and Ypocras, And after that his cupp and 
f.yce plate was covered againe, then the 
Knights of the Garter were ferved with 
fpyces and Ypocras. And after that the 
Voyde was done, and the Gentleman Hus- 
fher, Cupbearer, Sewar, with the other 
fpice plates, and Cupps avoided the Cham- 
ber, the Kinge paufea a while in talking 
with his Lords, and Knights, and after 
departed to take his reft that night. 

And that then the Gentleman Usfher 

f ave warning to the Lords, Knights, No- 
lemen, and Gentlemen, and alfo to the’

he percafe may think the fame to be fome- 
what ftrait; yee lhall, by your Difcretion, 
moder, and qualify, and difpenfe with 
the fame, as by your Wifdomes fhall be 
thought convenient. Forefeeing always, 
that the Principal and material Points of 
the drder be not admitted, orforborn. And 
the femblable may ve, Majicr Almoner, 
and Sir William Hufe, do with the Duke 
of Ferrare, in cafe ye, being advertifed 
that he wol receive the lame Order , mall 
precede and pafs unto him for that Pur- 
pofe. And, fare Yee hertily well.

O U R moft noble aunceftours kings of I

reverence towardes God, what natural love 
to theire country, what lovyng affe&ion 
to theire fubje&s they owght to bere, 
They Tone fownde that nothing was ey- 
thet. fytter or more agreable with theire 
office than to advaunce to high honor and 
glorye, good, godly, valyant well couraged, 
wyfe, and noble men, and to brede and 
maynteyne a certeyne amytie, fellowlhip, 
and mutuall agrement in all honeft things 
amongft all men, but efpeeially among 
equals, for they judged honor, as furely 
it is, the reguards of vertue and concorde, 
the fundacion and enlarger of comen 
weales, when they had wyfely weyd 
thefe things, they thought it heft to make 
a certeyne felowlhipp, and as it were a 
Colledge of thofe that had very well and 
honeftly borne themfelves at home in 
tyme of peace, and had tryed themfelves 
valyant and wyfe abrode in martial feates, 
wherfore they deviled that fuch men in a 
token of concorde and unyte ftiulde weare

commendid, that he bufyly labored to de- 
face and utterly to deftroye fo grete an 
encouragement and occalion of vertue, and 
this he did fb much the rather, when Jie 
fawe fb many valiant men ftyrred with 
defyer of this honor to the attevning of 
perfytte and abfolute vertue wheruppon 
io farre furth he wente fubtylly blynayng 
mens eyes upon hope of preye, that at 
length he filled and fluffed, the very* 
ftatutes and ordynaunces of this felaw— 
fhip and order with many obfcure, fuper- 
fticious and repugnante opinions.

which Garter lhal be this fentence con- 
teyned, Honyfoit , quy, malypenfe , which 
is the connylaunce of thoraer. And that 
don two other companyons of thorder lb all 
fallen or tye the garter aboute his left 
legg, To whome lhal be delyvered by the' 


Chauncelor or his deputie a boke of the 
Statutes of th’order figned with the Sove- 
raynes hande, which after the deth of the 
laid Knighte mulle be reftored to Garter 
king of Armes. 

After this he lhall within a Moneth 
after this ele&ion have in a redynes the 
mantell, kyrtle, hod and coller, with 
thaccouftumed apparell of thorder, and at 
the tyme appoynted by the Soverayne 
lhall repayre to Wyndefor, with two other 
Knightes of the Order havyng commylfion 
from the Soverayne and the reft of thofli- 
cers of the Order that may be prefente, 
and there in the chapell takyng his Othe 
lhalbe inftalled, ana have tnabytt put on 
in maner and forme as hath been accou- 
ftumed and there his hachements being 
fet up by Garter, he lhalbe then accompt- 
ed and reputed for a perfeyte knight of 
this order, nevertheles for that it may 
often chaunfe that fume lhalbe chofen to 
this order, being either abfent owt of the 
Realme, or otherwife employed in the 
fervice of the kyngs Majeftie, or els fo 
be deteyned in fyknes as they cannot con- 
venyently within a Moneths Ipace after 
the eledhon repayre eyther to the prefence 
of the Soverayne to receve the order, or 
to Wyndfor to be inftalled, in that cafe 
the eleftion being made in Chapter, and 
knowledge geven by the Soveraynes Let- 
ters to tne knight chofen of his ele&ion 
and thorder of the garter being fente to 
the laide knight by one of the faide 
knightes of the laide order, or by Garter 
kyng of Armes, the faide knight lhalbe 
accompted and taken as a knight of this 
order to all maner of porpofes, as though 
he had ben prefente at the ele&ion, and 
had ben a&ually inftalled and arayed with 
thabyte, allthough he Ihulde chaunfe to 
dye before any enftallement, or to be 
lenger abfent after his ele&ion than one 
moneth, provided neverthelefs that alfone 
as he may convenyently repayre to the 
loverayne, he lhall ofer hymlelf redy to 
proceae at the pleafure of the Soverayne 
to his enftallement, in fuch forte as is 
above lymyted for them, which lhall with- 
in one Moneth after their ele&ion be in- 
ftalled, and lhall there be inftalled as if he 
might within the Moneth convenyently 
have repayred to Wyndefor. And if ne- 
verthelefs it lhalbe lefull for the lovereyn 
to difpence at his pleafure with any fuch 
knight lo chofen to this Order being ab- 
fente touchyng any parte or ceremony of 
the enftallyng, forfeyng that he be chofen 
accordyng to the maner preferibed, and 
that he have the order fente to hym from 
the foverayne, and that his hatchements 
be fete up in dew place by Garter. 

When Garter lhall fete up at Windefor 
the hatchements of any knight of this or- 
der newly chofen into the place of any 
deceafed owt of this lyf without condem- 
nacion of any cryme he lhall before the 
fettyng up of -the new hachements take 
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downe in. order; and that reverently the 
banner, fworde, helmvtt and crefte of 
hym that lafte deceafed, in whole place 
the new doth fuccede, and lhall in the 
chapell prefente the fame one after ano- 
ther to the deane, or in his abfence to the 
fubdfeane, or other of the principall canon 
there with thefe words, Thefe were the 
bachements of a knight of this noble Order 
who deceafed his lyfe fuch a day. 

Addyng therto this fentence, Blejfed be 
the dead that dye in the lorde , which don, 
the deane, or he to whome thefe hatche- 
jnents lhalbe prefented lhall enter in wry- 
ting the fame to be entryd by the Regi- 
fter, and then lhall Garter fet up the new 
hachements. 

Alio every knight of the laide order 
within fyx moneths after he is apoynted 
.by the Soverayne to his Stall at Wyndefor, 
lhall caufe a plate in convenyent propor- 
tion of fume kynde of metall, havyng 
therin his Armes graven to be fet up in 
his proper Stall. 

Every Whitfon-even yerely, Garter the 
principal kyng of Armes lhall caule feut- 
chions of the Armes of every knight as well 
prefente asabfent to be paynted with Metal 
andcowler,and fete up in the proper feates 
at fuch place, where as the Kyngs Ma- 
■jeftie lhall kepe or celebrate the feafte that 
yere at the cofte of the Soverayne. 

yf any Duke, Marquys, Erie, vifcount, 
baron, banneret, or bacheler knight being 
of this order fhuld chaunfe to dye, he that 
fuccedith hym of what eftate loever he be 
lhall have pnely that Stall which his pre- 
decellor before had, nether lhall he change 
it withoute fpeciall appoyndment of the 
Soverayne, unles he be an Emperor or 
kyng, or the prynce of fume Realme, or 
of tne bludd Roiall, who lhall have al- 
weys the Stalles accordyng to the State 
next unto the Soverayne. 

Every one of the companyons of this Or- 
der lhall have always remaynyng at Winde- 
for colledge in a reaynes a Mantell for the 
order to be ever Redy for fuch bufynes as 
dyvers tymes chauniyth aboute thorder. 

No Knight of this Order lhall departe 
the Soveraynes Domynibn without leve 
firfte had of the Soverayne. 

No Knight of thorder lhall come into 
counfell of this Order, or go abrode openly 
without his garter, excepte it be when he 
rydeth boted, and as often as he lhall mys 
herof he lhal be blame worthy, and being 
admonylhed he lhall paye unto the my- 
nyfters of the Church of Wyndefor a 
Noble.

The OTHE of a Knight of Thorder. 

I N. named and cbofen knight of this 
mofte noble order of the Garter, doo 
promife and Jwear , that I will defend and man- 
teyne all the dignities, canfes, laves, and Domy - 
mons of the kyng o/ Englande Soverayne of 
this Order , that I will Jet furthe Gods glory; 
and honor , and throughly obferve fo much a$ 
JbaU lye in me the Statutes of this order , and 
fynaUy defend and manteyne to my power the 
liberties of the fame , wberof I take God to 
wyttnes. 

Strange Knights of the Order, Cap. iiii. 

When any foreyn prynce lhalbe chofen 
into this order, the loverayne lhall fend to 
hym one of the knightes of the laide or- 
der, and Garter the kyng of Armes with 
Statutes ligned with the foverayns hand 
and fealed with the Seale of the lame or- 
der, who after thende of comen prayers 
ufyd in that country, lhall put upon the 
perfons elefted into this company the 
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accouftumed Robes and aparell of thorder, 
that is to faye the Mantel, kyrtell, and 
the hood alfo aboute his neck, they fhall 
put a coller of golde wrought with Rofes 
havyng thorder of the garter hangyng 
therunto, and aboute his leg they fhall tye 
the Garter. 

' No foreyn prynce elefted into this or- 
der (halbe bounde to gyve any othe, or to 
performe the other ceremonys of the order 
unlefs they will themfelves, nor yet to 
leave during their lyves the wearyng of 
the Image of faynte George which they 
firft receved but as it fhall pleafe them. 

The OTHE of a Strainger Chofen 
into the Order. 

I N. do promyfe and fweare , That IJhall 
trewly obferve in all poyntes , from ar- 
ticle to article the Statutes of the Noble or- 
der of knighthod in Englande cauled the 
Order of the Garter, as is conteyned particu- 
larly in a boke of the fame order geven to me , 
fo that nothing be therin fpecified contrary to 
J'ucb things as I have heretofore fworne unto. 

The deprivation of a Knight of 
Thorder , Cap. v. 

Whofoever fhall be convicted of any 
capital ofence, or fhall be knowen coward- 
ly to have turned their face from their 
ennemys in battell, or fhall be fpotted 
with any Capitall Cryme though they 
efcape the paynes of death, or have ben 
receved into this company for lack of 
knowledge of their ftock and ljmage ac- 
cordyng to thordynaunce above exprefled, 
and fhalbe afterwarde dewly proved no 
gentillman fhall be removed and expelled 
from this order and felawlhipp. 

Be it further ordered, that when a 
Knight of this order is degraded, the ufher , 
alias provoft of this Order and felawlhipp 
By thapoynftment and commaundyment of 
the Soverayne fhall firft of all arefte the 
knight convidfc with his black Rodde, and 
afterwards he with the kyng of Armes 
afiocyate with hym or one of them, being 
thereto auftoryfed by the kyng, fhall take 
awaye from hym the Collar and garter of 
the order, provyded allweys that no fuch 
refte be executed or donne upon any of 
the faide company or fellowlhip, without 
firfte the fame be confulted upon at a 
chapter holden in the prefence of the fo- 
verayne, and there concluded with the 
number of fyx at the leafte of thorder. 

Furthermore, After that Garter the 
kyng of Armes hath declared openly his 
ofence, being treafon or herefy at Windefor,

The publijhing of a knighte degraded from 
thorder , to be pronounced by Garter kyng 
of Armes in thefe words following. 

Be it knowen to all men, that N. late a 
knight and companyon of the noble order 
of the Garter is accufed and atteynted of 
treafon, wherfore he hath deferved to be 
removed and put from the faide order and 
fellawfhip, wherefore the kyngs mofte 
excellent Majefty foverayn of this order 
cauling chapter of the companyons of the 
fame, hath willed and comaunded that 
thefe unworthy Armes of that traiterous 
perfon fhalbe throwne downe and defaced 
as a manyfeft argument to depryve hym 
of this order, that by his enfample all 
men herafter may beware to comytte like 
ofence. 

Of the Feajl and Ceremonyes. 

The Feafte of this order fhall yerely be 
celebrate and kepte on Whitf on-even, W bit- 
fonday , and Whitf on-monday, except it 
fhalbe the kyngs Majefty’s pleafure by 
reafon of fyknes or fumme other grete 
caufe to deferre the fame untill fome other 
tyme, which thing fhall allweys be re- 
ferred to the kyngs Ma jefties order. __ 

Yt is alfo ordered, That all the knights 
of the faide order fhal be at Whitfontyde, at 
the place where the kyngs Majefty fhall 
then be, excepte they mall have his Ma- 
jefties lycenfe to be then abfente, and 
there wearyng the Robes of the order fhall 
geve their attendaunce duryng the faide 
feaft as they have hitherto aon. 

Furthermore at this tyme of the feaft 
the companyons of thorder fhal be prefent 
with the Soveraigne at morning and even- 
ing prayers, and as many of them as may 
prepare themfelves fhall receve the com- 
munyon of the body and blud of Chrifte.

Be it ordered, That the apparell of 
thorder which the knights of thorder fhall 
weare at the feftes, and other apoynted 
aflemblies of thorder fhalbe fuch as fc- 
ioweth, that is to fay a fyde kyrtell of 
crymefyn, a mantell of blew pourple,with 
a hood, a coller alfo, or a cheyne of golde, 
and a garter*to be tyde about the left legg. 

The Coller fhall weye xxx ownces of 
troye weight, or ther abouts, and be made 
by pecs or lvnks of gold coupled together 
lyke the falcion of garters with Rofes Red, 
as hath ben of late accouftumed. 

At thende of the coller or chayne, or a 
fmall lace of filk black, which fhall be 
fume tymes ufed inftede of the cheyne, 
fhall hang the connyfaunce of thorder, 
that is a maffy golden Image of a armed 
knight fyttyng on horfeback with a draw- 
en fworde in his right hand, all compafled 
with the garter. 

The Garter fhall have this fentence 
wrytten wrought or embrodered on the 
owt fyde aboute it in french with golden 
letters, Hory foit qvy mal y penfe. 

Ifl the Refte of thpparell of thorder, let 
the olde fafcion both of the makyng and 
wearing of the fame be kept and obferved. 

Be it alfo ordered, that the armes of 
thorder fhall ftill be as heretofore they 
have ben, that is a Redd crofTe geules 
pay n ted in a filver felde or fcuchion. 

The Hachements alfo fhall be fuch as 
they have been heretofore, that is to fay a 
banner, an healmet, a Crefte, the orna- 
ment of the helmyte which is cauled the 
mantell, and the fworde. 

The Mynefters of Thorder, Cap. viii. 

Forafmuch as that it is very mete that 
fum Mynifters of honor fhulde ferve this 
fo honourable an Order, it is ordered, That 
fower fhalbe appoynted for the fame pur- 
pofe, that is to wete the chaunceler nrft, 
the Regifter fecond, the ufher or provoft 
thirde, and the kyng of Arms fourth, 
which fhall be cauled Garter, whole ofices 
be herafter particulerly declared.

Forafmuch as thofice of the Chaunceler 
is an honourable Office, and of very grete 
charge.

It fhalbe the office of the Chauncelor 
upon the Soveraynes commaundyment to 
fomen and geve warnyng of the Chapter to 
be kept by the Soverayne and Company- 
ons of the faide order, and there to pro- 
pound and put furth all fuch maters as are 
there to be confulted of ; he fhall alfo be

The Margin of thefirjl Leaf of this Manujcript is emleUiJheil with Foliages iv lively Co- 
lovrs, and adorned vith three Shields , cr Coats of Arms \ On the ivmojl Side , C vies a If oat 
rampant Argent, in the dexter Chief a Cafile vith two Towers, the Port open, which CaJllfi 
may allude to Caftilioni the Surname of the Writer of this Epiflc, and from the upper 
Angles of this Shield [flues a Collar , which furrounds the Remainder of it, compofed of the 
Letters S. S. ending with two Portcullis's Or, having at the Bottom a Rofe Gules tie mdete 
of it Argent, which Rofe appears to he growing on its Stalk , and in all probability this Collar 
might be Part of the Dignity, which this Writer intimates, was conferred upon him by Henry 
VI I. In the middle of the outer Margin are depi&ed the Arms of this Ihke of Urban cov~- 
f fling of three Shields in Pale, In the frjl parted per Fejfe the Coat of Montefeltr.e, and 
under it that c^Urbin j in the fecond the Arms or Enflgns of the Gonfalonier to the Pope -, 
and in the third the Arms of Urbin at the Top and Montefeltre underneath. In the 
middle of the lowefl Margin under an uvarchsd Crown are drawn the yfrms of England and 
France Quarterly, fuppor ted o n the Right by a Greyhound Argent collar'd Gules, ‘tivd on tlx- 
left by the red Dragon , whence it may be conjeBured this Limning wa$. baftily done iv Italy, 
flnee Henry VII placed France before England, and bore thefc Supporters in the dijferent 
Pofltion. 
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
